The icligion of our 
Lord Jasus Christ is too pure to mix) 
with the spirit of worldly organizations, | 
and it 1s my dehbernte opinion. thit nof 
man living can carry out practically the 
princples of Christs religion and at 
the same ume carry out practically the 
principlea of any oath-hound, secret or-| 
ganizations. ‘They are opposites, and 
cannot be brought into harmony; and 
just ao far as these worldly organizi-| 
tions incorporate sacred thiogs into] 
these ceremonies, they are guilty of. 
sacrilege; and it would he so pranounc- 
ed hy every respectatle theologian in 
the land. 
Let me illustrate, 
the Masonic order. 
their claims and pretensions, 


Take for example

Furst, 
because they are composed of Jews, Mo- 
hammedans, skeptics, and many other

Second: They are not Christian; be- 
cause every Christian organization resta 
upon Cbrist as its foundation. Mason- 
ry excludes the very name of Christ, 
and says it is Ánti-masonic to use that 
name, 1 find in a book now before 
mé. entitied © The Craftsman and Frec- 
mason's Guide.” composed hy Cor- 
nelius Moor, on page 216 the following 
language: *: The entire, indispensable 
requisite in Masonry is secrecy, This 
isthe guar! of their conlidence, and 
the security of their trust. So great 
stress is to be laid upou it, that it is 
enforced under the strongest penalties: 
and obligations." Heie, then, in their 
own language we bave the foundation, 
of their whole superstructure. Call 
you tbnt a Christian organization whore 
principal virtue is secrecy? Notwith- 
standing which, they do make some 
pretensions to Christianity, They bave 
the Bible, sing hymne, and say pray- 
era, But do they read the Bible, sing 
hymnus, and pray as Christians? I 
answer emphatically, No. It is pure- 
ly Masonic, Itis a part of the cere- 
mony, and used just as any other pert 
of the ceremony is used. It is a fact 
that the prayers and crremonies of the 
order are often performed by wicked 
men. Therefore, l repeat, that such a 
use of secret things is downright sacri- 
lege. | 

lt is dificult for me to imagine how 
it is possible for any man who has been 
baptized into the spirit of the meek 
and adorable Redeemer to mingle in, and 
become a member of auy sucb organi- 
zation. How ministers, whose only 
business is to preach Christ and him 
crucified, can afford to be members of 
an oath-bound orgsnigstion, whose 
principal virtue is secrecy, and who 
openly say that it is Anti-maconic to 
use the name of Christ in the lodge, is 
a mystery to me. 


It must be apparent to every thought- 
ful, observing Christian, that tbe teu- 
dency of the church of Christ to-day 
is towarde the gorld; and if there ia 
one thing more than another that is 
drawing the church away from Christ, 
itis the influeuce of secret societies, 
These organizations are worldly in their 


| origin, worldly in their principles, 


worldly in their spirit, worldly in tbeir 
love of displuy, and worldly in all 
their pui poses. 

Rehgion is à pure-anq spotless thing. 
lt will not mix nor mingle with any- 
thing unlixo itself. It was born in 
heaveu, and bronght down to earth by 
Him who spake as never man spake. 
It partakes of the nature of its Author. 
lta tendency 1s ever upward toward the 
place of its ori Whew a Chriatian 
enters the lodge-room and sits down 
with skeptice, and men not at all in 
sympathy with Clirist and hia cause, 
he has taken his religion toa place 
not unlike the spot where the man was, 
between Jerusalem and Jericho. He 
will most likely ba atripped of very 
much of his epiritual power.

He hus 
not time to stop aud medile with 
them. What need has he of tbeir 
oaths, ceremonies, and regalia!

‘It seems to me that we are allowing! 
ourselves to become loose in our inquir-| 
ies as to the character of candidatea for 
knighting, especially as to their religioun| 
belief. Permitting Royal Arch Ma- 
sons to become Knight-Templars, who 
do not fnily believe in the Trinity of 
the God-Head, and that Christ was the! 
Son of God as revealed in the New) 
Testament. lt was for this that knight- 
hood was established." Let us now 
hear what the Mystic Star says on this 
address.

A 
brotherhood whose elder hrother has 
gone to prepare them a home. Let 
Christians he content with this, We 
cannot afford. to compromise with sin 
in any form. Secret oath-bound so- 
cietics are anti-Christian, anti-republi- 
can anc anti-social, aod as Christians 
we must oppo-e them — Let our oppo- 
sition he carried forward lirinly, but im 
the spirit of Christ.

While stopping on a latesSahbatli in 
Elgin, I had the pleasure to listen to a 
very plain and convincing exposure of| 
the errors and dangers of popery, by 
the Rev. Mr. White. In tbe afternoon 
in the Methodist Church he gave us a 
masterly expose of the errors and blas-

left a pastorate to engage in stern con- 
fict with tbe "mother" of all “harlots,” 
including Freemasonry. Altbougb in 
the lectures I heard he did not name 
Masonry, yet every blow at the mother 
must necessarily nffect all tha daugh- 
ters, therefore we ought, as Christ

Unfinished Work. 


An able editorial in the American 
Wesleyan of the 6th inst, replies to 
the statements of the Christian Advo- 
cate and The Methodist of New York, 
that the distinctive work of the Wes- 
leyan church is ended, and a longer 
separation from the more numerous and 
popular Episcopal branch inyolves the 
sin of schism. After clearing up the 
important differences between the two 
bodies in church government, the Wes- 
leyan speaks of another point of vital 
distinction, as follows:

altar at which he kneels, blindfolded 
and cable-towed, each candidate takes 
over half a hundred distinct oaths— 
this going on each week in thousands 
of lodges—no marvel that profanity 
abouuds, and that ** hecause of swear- 
ing, the land mourneth.” Monstrous 
obligations are taken alike inconsistent! 
with the duties of the citizen and the 
precepts of morality; horrid and mur 
derous penalties are invoked; such as 
baving the throat cut across—the tongue 
torn out by the roots—the left breast. 
torn open and the heart and vitals taken. 
thence—the body severed in the midst 
and the bowels burned to ashes—the 
tongne split from tip to root—the skull 
smote off, snd so forth; thus familiar- 
izing the mind with murder and muti- 
lation horrible to contemplate. And 
what, if possible, is worse thanall, this 
motley mixture of fact and liction, mum. 
mery and murder, profanity and pray- 
er, while ignoring the mediation of the! 
Blessed Lord and Saviour in ite very 
prayers, yet holde out a false light; 
promising ita votaries deliverance from 
sin and a home im the "house not 
made with hands, eternal in the heav- 
ens? And dreadful to contemplate,

Public Schoois and Public Chnracter, 


It was a remark of Daniel Webster 
that *'mere intellect io nugatory. It 
may be cultivated to almost any ex- 
tent without meteriully improving the 
characteror benefitting the heart," Tbe 
following from an address by John 
Hancock, superintendont of the publio 
schools of Cincinnati anpports a like 
sentiment, Moral and religious in- 
struction can never hayr lees than. the 
highest place in the 
youth. 

"It is a favorite theory that our 
public scbools are to convert the great 
mass vf our youth into goud citizens, 
No amount of intellectual training wil 
accomplish this If the springs of 
moral action are not touched, the rcsult 
at any rale will be but a partial and 
unsatisfactory one, The trutb is. ev- 
ery wliere recogmzed that to form cbar- 
acter it is far more importsnt that the 
child’s emotional and moral nature 
should be reached than that his mind 
should be well stored with knowledge. 

But, no'withstmnding the general 
recognition of this truth, in the certain 
means of domg this we are muking no 
very considerable progress. Tbe 
youug teacher hesitates to take hold of 
the matter, either fearing that it is one 
too difficult for him, or that his lectur- 
ing on moral duties might savor too 
much of cant. He needs, 1 think, but 
to feel assured thnt the virtues of gen- 
tleness, kindness, forgiveness, self.de- 
nial, self. control, temperance, courage. 
honesty and truthfulness, can be as 
easily cultivated by a httle care and in- 
genuity on his part, and with results 
juat as certain, sa can the faculties of 
memory, judgment, eto., to he induced 
to set ebout the great work.

Scothind on Secret Socleties,

Dear Cynoswre-—That your readers 
may see the estimate which Christians 
of other Isnds p.ace upon sceret finter- 
nities, I send you the action of the 
Reformed Presbyterian Synod of Scot- 


land atits mecting in Glasgow in. May 
last. 

"Tbe following series of resolutions 
was taken up, discussed seriatim, and 
adopted: 

“While the Reformed Presbyterian 
Church has in times past testified 
against the piineiple on which secret 
societies are formed, yet in view of the 
increase of these orders and their inju- 
tious influence upen the eause of truth 
and the church of Christ, the Synod of 
the Reformed Preshyterian Chuich 
makes the following declarations :— 

“A solemn obligation, vow, or oath, 
not tomske known to others, matters 
which are alterwards to be communi- 
eated, or to ohey laws that are notopen 
freely to the inspeebion of the persons 
vowing, befure he undertakes the vow, 


is to he condemned under oll circum. | 
stances. To require nm obligation in) 


this manne is to enslave the conscience; 
to take such an ohligation is to sur- 
render the nght of private judg- 
ment, 

" Voluntury — aseocistions through 
such societies with the well known en- 
omies of Christianity is an alliance 
condemned alike by rightreason and 
Scripture. 

“These orders eherish a spirit of 
vanity inconsistent with the character 
of men snd Christinns; interfere un- 
warrantably with the law of the God of 
families; usurp, to some extent, the 
place, and assumo tho functions of the 
church; ireat irreverently the word of. 
God; and are ntualistie and pngan in 
some of their religious rites. 

“We declare that all societies found- 
ed on these principles are opposed to 
the word of God, and the subordinate 
standards of the Reformed Preshyter- 
ian Church; we engage to make our 
grounds of objection as public as possi- 
ble, helieving thata clearer understaud- 
ing of the character of these associa- 
tions will tend to the weakening of their 
influence aml the strengthening of the 
cause of truth; we resolve that, as 
hitherto. ndmission to the membhershlp 
of the church shall net be accorded tn 
those who are, and are resolved to con- 
tinue, members of thesc orders; and we 
affectionately and very earnestly en- 
treat these memhera of the church, if 
any wlo arein union with such orders, 
te consider their position, and give 
them no longer tbeir countenance and 
active support,"

Uild-fellowshlp In mtlana. 


The thirty-sixth half yearly report 
of the Odd-fellows of Indiana has just 
heen published. The membership is 
21,797, which isabout one in twenty 
of the voting population. Fhe resour- 
ces of the lodgesis returued at $809,- 
000; receipts for the term ending De- 
cember 3]st, $05,000, The amount 
expended) for rehef and charity is $34,- 
000, while expenses are $81,000. The 
mileaye and prr diem of the members 
of the graml lodge amounts annually 
to *10,000. The expenses of that 
other hranch of Gdd fellowship, the en- 
campment, and the losses incurred by 
neglert of business in attendiug to the 
affairs of the order, is not of ceurse 
included in the nhove, The assets of 
the Grand Lodge is returned at only 
$35,000, 

Tt serms that 382 lodges (all but one) 
are m possession of a new ritual, at a 
cost lo them of the copies of the old 
ritusl. 1nd $2,300 in casb. It appears 
that the “work” of the ordvr is still 
underyniug revisnm; the Grand Lodge 
recominends the adoption of a “sign and 
word for the wives and widows of the 
order, to he used in cases of difficulty 
and danger in the dark as well as day.” 
Are nut the daughters of the order as 
much exposed to danger in the dark, 
as well as duy, as the more experienced 
matrons f 

The report fails to enlighten the 
publ c as ty the cause of the euspension 
of 745 of the 767 memhers suspended 
during the term. Gf the forty-seven 
expulsions the canse in twenty-three 
instances is reported. Tbo number 
who received withdawal cards is 403. 
Gf these 1214 members, how many 
left the order never to return, because 
the religion of Christ and the religion 
of Gddfellowship are two distinct 
systems! How many hocame disgust- 
ed with the tom-fooleries practiced in

gbt names out of 814 suspended and 
expelled during the term, and by whut 
rule he is governed in publishing to 
the world their miseonduet is not ap- 
psrent.

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A Sister's Experience, 


It is now more than ten years, since 
1 first commenced to speak in publie 
agninst Masonry, and all other kindred 
societies, — Soon after I eommeneed 
preaching, I was led into this work hy 
the Spirit of God, tn their families, 
and in public plsees, eome of the Ma- 
3ons have treated me with neglect and 
contempt.

Did Jesus, our model Teach-| 
er, do nothing hut pray to the l'ather| 
ameinst sin! Let all history speak on 
| this point, What evil on record, tobe 
opposed to any human agency, was ev- 
ar met hy prayer alone? Are we here 
reminded of the demons which went 
{not out but by “prayer and fasting? 
While we confess the strong analogy 
hetween the demons who are seid to 
have beeu * hlind and dumb" and the

Well does the old) 
adversary know that tha man whol 
does not couple argumant and persua- 
sion with prayer against moral wrongs 
will not pray against them to any effect 
if he does not cease to pray alto-| 
gethor. He who will not work against 
evil, by nll righteous means, will never 
persevere in prayer against it, This 
fact is founded in a law of our being, 
and applies to every case where the use 
of active means are practicable. Elijah 
prayed for rain, This was all hef 
could do. He could not ” argue" with 
the elements and so effect the desired 
result. Jesus might have tarried in 
Jeruselem and prayed in secret againet 
the crimes of the doomed city till now, 
and the Scriptures would not have been 
fulfilled in hie crucifixion, But he rea- 
soned out of the Scriptures with the 
people, argued, reproved, exhorted 
with all long suffering and doctrines. 
Paul might have secretly prayed in 
Corinth, Ephesus, Athens and any- 
where, while he studiously withheld 
all argumente and public efforts against 
the &hominations of these heathen cit- 
ies, and he would hove escaped the 
“persecutions he endured” and a mar- 
tyr’s death and crown. Were Paul or 
Peter, or cven Jesus here to pray pub- 
licly against popular sins now at one of 
our great convocations, he would need 
dono more to call down on his head 
the anathemas of scores of doctors of 
divinity.

Some of these 
travelers even quote the ahsurd saying, 
“The better the day the better the 
deed," a proverh which must have had 
an inferual and not a celestial ori- 
gin.

with hostile Indians. —Ths Ku Klux in 
Kentucky are bold snd active; since

The 
next morning, carly, Morgan was arrested and takon to the 
public house where tlie party had elept. An extra stage was 
prooured for tho return of tho party, in which they left tho 
villago with Morgan, Just as thoy wore shout to etart, 
Miller camo up and insisted that Morum should not he token 
away, ns he was in custody of the shorifi of the county for 
deht, and he, Miller, was one of his hail, Miller, however, 
was immediately pushed aside hy Danolds, the tavern-keeper, 
who closed the door, and Chesehro having seated bimeclf 
on the outside with the driver urged him to drive fast until 
le should get out of the county. But tho driver became 
uneasy and stopped ahout 80 rods from Dunolds’, refusing to 
rocagd. He was, bowever, persuaded to go as far as Staf- 
ord, where he was assured Oanson would become his surety 
against all responsibility; and on his arriving at Stafford, 
Ganson necordingly gave him such assurances na induced him 
to proceed. At Lo Roy, Hayward, who held the procens, 
offered, as he nfterwards said, to take Morgan before tho 
justice of the peace, wbo had endorsed the warrant, tliat ho 
might ie hail if he chose. No such offer was made to 
him in Betavia, where he might have found bail, and there 
was no reason to suppose that ho could have friende in Le- 
Roy to whom he could apply in such an emergency. Ho 
accordingly declined, fring that when he got to Cnnandai- 
gua he could convince Mr. Kingsley, the apperent prosecutor, 
that he did not intend to steal tho shirt aud cravat. Tho 
party arrived at Canandaigua, fifty miles cast of Batavia, 
about eunset, and Morgan was examined hy tho magistrate. 
Loton Lawson appeared asa witncea on his behalf, and 
made such statemento ns induced tho discharge of Morgan, 
To have procured his imprisonment for larceny, would of 
course have defeated tho real ohjact of tho conspirators, be- 
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cause bis person would have been ont of tbeir control, As 
soon as Morgan was thus discharged from nrrest under the 
criminal process, Chesehro produced a claim geist him for 
a debt of two dollars, duo to one Anron Ackley, an inm- 
keeper in Canondaigua, witb an authority to collect ths debt 
on hie own account. Morgan admitted tho deht, confessed 
judgment, and seemingly aware of the determination to 
detain him, pulled off his coat, and desired the constable to 
levy on it, or take itas security for the dcht Hayward, 
the constahle, refused to take it, and conducted Morgan to 
jail, where he was left ahout ten o'clock in tbe evening.

ATTEMPT TO CARRY OFF DAVID C. MILLER, 
PUBLISHER OF THE "ILLUSTRATIONS OF MASONRY.” 


On Tuesday. the 12tb day of September, nbout noon, à 
crowd of men suddenly appeared in the villago of Batavia, 
nearly all of whom carried with them clubs or aticke newly 
cut, and resembling one another, and to all appearance pro- 
vided for the occasion.

Agsinst these impious 
ravilers wa may qnote the sentiment 
of a true philosophar. *'Onmy first in- 
troduction to Coleridge,” says a wri- 
ter who has collected materials of 
that great man, “he reverted with 
strong compunction to a sentiment 
whieh he had expressed in earlisr days 
upon prayer, In one of his youthful 
posms, speaking of Ood, he had said: 


“Of whose all-sesing sya 
Aught to demand wers impotenes of 
mind." 


This sentiment he now so ntterly 
condemned, that, on the contrary, he 
told me as his own peculiar opinion, 
that the act of praying was the very 
highest energy of which the human 
heart was capahle; praying, that is, 
with the whole concentration of the 
faculties; and the reat mass of worldly 
men, and of learned men he pronoune- 
ed absolutely incapable of prayer. 

“Mr Coleridga, within two years of 
his death, very solemnly declared to 
ma his conviction upon the eame eub- 
ject. I was sitting by hia bedside ona 
afternoon, and he fell into along ac- 
count of many passagea of his past life, 
lamenting some things, condamning 
others, etc. ‘Neither do I reckon,’ 
said ha, *the most solemn faith in God 
asa real ohject, to be the most or- 
duous act of the reason and will O, 
nol my dear slr, it is to pray; to pray 
as Ood would have us; that isjwhat at 
times makes me turn cold to my soul, 


Believe me, to pray with all your heart 
and strength; with all the reason and) 
tha will, to believe that God will listen! 
to your voice through Chris}, and veri- 
ly do the thing he pleasath thereupon, 

thia is tha last, the greatest achieve 

ment of the Christisn’s warfare on earth, 
Teach us to pray, O Lord? And then 
he hurst into a flood of teara, and heg- 
ged me to pray forhim."— Bap. Week- 
ly.

The vital actions of the human body,| 
and the consequent desire for food, are 
effected hy many eausee, of which la- 
hor 19 the quickest in effect and great- 
est in amount. Dr. Smith made a 
series of experiments on himself show- 
ing ^ the proportionate effect of exer- 
üon of varying degrees on tha hasis of| 
the increased volume of air inspired,” 
from which it appears that the lying 
posture, or condition of ahsolute reat, 
heing taken as the unit of measure, or 1, 
the sitting posture ia 1.16; reading aloud 
or singing, 1.26; tha standing pos- 
ture, 1.33; railway traveling in the 
first olass 1.4; in the second class 1.5; 
on the engine average of all speeds, 1. 
58; walking in the sea, 1.65; on land, 
at one mile per hour, 2. 36; riding 
on horaeback at the walking pace, 2.2; 
walking at two miles per hour, 2.76; 
riding on horseback at the cantering) 
pace, 3.16; walking at three miles par 
hour, 3.22; at three miles per hour 
and earrying thirty-two pounds, 3.5: 
carrying sixty-two pounds, 3.84; rid- 
ing on horsehack at tha trotting 
pace, 4.05; swimming at good speed, 
1.83; walking at three miles par hour 


and carrying one hundred and eighteen, 
pounds, 4.75: at four miles per hour, 
5; the treadmill, ascending at forty-fiva 
steps per minute, 6.5; running at six 
miles per hour, 7, or aeven times the 
volume of air that ia braathed when 
the body is in a state of perfect reat. 
These figures, although very interest- 
ing, might have been made more val- 
uable if Dr. Smith had indieated the 
volume of air which as the rule, ia tha 
moat stimulating to the appetite. Ano- 
ther ssries of experiments ’‘ shows the 
aame affect on the hasis of the amount 
of earhonic acid evolved hy respiration 
per minute,” from which it appeara 
thnt tha amount is not only affected hy 
different degrees of exertion, hut hy 
ths soundness with whieh onc sleeps, 
and even hy the time of day. Tha 
subject of tha experiment, while in a 
profouud sleep, evolved 4,5 grains of 
earhonie acid; in light aleep, 4.99; 
scarcely awaxe, at half-past one 1 o'clock 
a m, 5.7; at half-past two o'clock, 
5.94; at a quarter-past 6 o'clock, 6.1; 
walking at two miles per hour, 16.1; at 
three miles, 25.63; trendwheel, ascend- 
ing at twenty-eight and fifteen hun- 
draths feet per minute, 43.36. The 
necessity of ths hody for food varies 
proportionately as it is affeeted hy these 
and other causes,—Post,

Monopolies have heen odious in all 
ages. By a constitution of the Empe- 
ror Zeno, about A. D. 450, “fall mon- 
opolies and combinetions to kesp up 
the price of merchandise, provisions, or 


justice demand redress, Yet farmers 
hava as good a right to combine to fix 
the price of grain, as ths iron mongers 
have to fix the price of nails, In eciv- 
ilized community iron is almost ns great 
a necessity as hread. 

But all these combinations to regulate 
prices, eit er of commodities or lahor, 
or transportation, are wroog in princi- 
ple, and, in the long run, detrimental 
to the best intereste of the commuity. 
They have allthe odious features o 
monopolies estahlished by law without 
the check nf being under the eupervis- 
ion of law. They create a kingdom 
within a republic, Rings control the 
Legislatures of the State, and control 
Congress. Tne salary of the pres- 
ident of some of these corporations 
which alreedy overshadow the civil 
power, is as great a» the ealery of the 
president of the United States. Jndgee| 
are their eervile tools, and ministers ofl 
law do their bidding, Tneir liberal 
patronege of the press secures ita 
friendship and silence. Two great cor- 
porations have given the Empire state 
some of ite employees for judges of the 
Court of A ppeals—our highest tribunal 
—and placed them in authority for the 
modest term of fourteen years, 


lt is said you can do nothing as a| 
class to remove these obatncles, he- 
cause you sre so numerous and so wide- 
ly scattered!

Disensslou iu tho Central Ohlo Wesley 
an Couference. 


Rev. A. Crooks in his report to the 
American Wesleyan of the eonferences 
tells the following, how the lodge ques-

The Anti-mason- 
ic leaveo is fast hecoming an ,elomont 
of positive power within the bounds of 
this Conference, Before our arrival, 
a programme bad been etersotypsd for 
on Anti-mssonic meeting extending 
through Friday afternoon and cyening, 
A circular had been printed and circu- 
lated declaring the secret orders anti- 
Christian, anti-republican, and of dam- 
aging effect upon the Christian church 
and tho republic, and challenging the 
friends of those orders te come to their 
defence, ‘Ihe anti-Christian character 
of those orders was maiotained by 
brother Richsy in an earnest and able 
address of more than an hour; he and 
the other speakers confioing remarks al- 
most wholly to Freemasonry. It is 
esseotially anti-Christian in its selfish 
exclusiveness,—excluding all the wom- 
en, the aged, minors, the infirm and 
the indigent, and all who had the mis- 
fortuos to he born slaves, — Aoti-Ohris- 
tian in its extra-judicial and hence pro- 
fane oaths; in its rejection of tha Lord 
Jesus in its authorized prayers, and 
even outting his nama out of the word 
of God which it professes to quote; 
and anti-Christion io fostering and 
promoting the mean and dangerous sen- 
timentof secrecy, Brother Richey waa 
followed hy hrotber Oardensr who re. 
lated his expsrience in the Masonic 
mysteries. He had joined the Masons 
in 1826 under the representstions of 
men in whom he had every confidence 
that it would grestly add to his useful. 
ness. Morgsn’s revelation of Masonry 
was essentially correct. He had heen 
reproved personally for praying in the 
lodge in the name of Jesus. He now 
regards the institution as having its ori- 
gin in perdition, Repeated calis wers 
made for a defense of the negative of 
thie proposition, hut allin vsin. No one 
attempted to respond. 

Such was the interest in this discus- 
sion, that the evening meeting was 
transfered to tbe Preshyterian meeting- 
house, the largest auditorium in the 
place, which was crowded with patient 
listeners until near eleveo o'oloel. W, 
A. Wallace, editor of the Anti. Masonic 
Herald supported ths affirmativeof the 
proposition declaring the anti-republi- 
can character of these orders in an ad- 
dress of one hour. The speaker clearly 
showed that Freemasonry is sn empire 
in the midst of the republic and an em- 
pire of the most dangerous character, 
being secret; that its obligations are in 
essential conflict with the duties 
ef the ciizen, and that its fun- 
damental principles and organie struct- 
ure are essential absolutism, and there- 
fore anti-republican. This position was 
demonstrated by appeal to Webb’s Ma- 
sonic Monitor by Roh. Morris.

communicated to lim the answer of Follett, which was, that 
they should not come on. Some of the party suid they would 
roceed, they had come for the purpose and would go on, 
They concluded, however, that it was uot ndvisuble to pro- 
ceed in the carringe, uud most of the purty left it about a mile 
and u half east of the village and proceeded on foot to Buti- 
vie, and the remainder returned with the carriage. The 
-next morning, early, Morgan was arrested and taken to the 
publie house where the purty ad slept Am extre stage was 
procured for the return of the party, in which they left the 
village with Morguo, Just as they were ubout to start, 
Miler came up and insisted that Morgun should not be taken 
away, us he was in custody of the sheriff of the county for 
debt, and he, Miller, was one of lus buil. Miller, however, 
was immediately pushed aside hy Danolds, the tayern-keeper, 
who elosed the door, and Chesebro having seated himself 
on the outside with the driver urged him to drive fust until 
he should get out of the county. But the driver became 
uneasy and stopped ahout 80 rods from Danolds', refusing to 
roceed. He was, however, persuaded to go as far aa Stof— 
ford, where he was assured Ganson would become his surety 
aguinst nll responsibility; and on his arriving at Stafford, 
Ganson accordingly gave him such assurances as induced liin 
to proceed, At Le Roy, Hayward. who held the process, 
offered, as he afterwards said, to take Morgun before the 
justice of the peace, who had endorsed the warrant, that he 
might givo bail if he chose. No such offer was mude to 
him in Batavia, where he might have found bail. and there 
was no rensou to supposo that he could have friends i. Le- 
Roy to whom he could apply in such an emergency. He 
accordingly declined, saying that when he rot to Cuuandai- 
gua he could couvince Mr. K ingsley, the apparent prosecutor, 
that he did notintend to steal the shirt and cravat. ‘Tho 
party arrived at Conandaigua, fifty miles east of Bataviu, 
about sunset, and Morgan was examined hy tho magistrate. 
Loton Lawson appeared as à witness on lis behalf, and 
made such statements as induced the discharge of Morgun. 
To have procured his imprisonment for larceny, would of 
course have defeated the real object of the conspirators, be- 
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. 
cause his person would have been out of their control. As 
soon as POS was thus discharged from arrest under the 
criminal process, Chesehro produced a claim against him for 
a dehtof two dollars, due to one Aaron Ackley, on inn- 
keeper in Canandaigua, with an authority to collect the debt 
on his own account, Morgan admitted the debt, confessed 
judgment, and seemingly aware of the determination to 
detain him, pulled off his coat, nnd desired the constable to - 
levy on it, or take itas security for the debt. Hayward, 
the constahle, refused to take it, and conducted Morgan-to 
jail, where he was left ahout ten o'clock in the evening,

ATTEMPT TO CARRY OFF DAYID C. MILLER, 


FUBLISHER OF THE ' ILLUSTRATIONS OF MAGONRY." 


On Tuesday the 12th day of September, about noon, a 
erowd of men suddenly appeared in the village of Batavia, 
nearly all of whom carried with them clubs or stieks newly 
cut, and resembling one another, and to all appearance pro- 
vided for the occasion. The crowd assembled themselves at 
the houso of Danolds, an inn-keeper, To the oldest inhabit- 
ants of the village, almost all of them were strangers, and 
to this day the names of very few have been distinetly ascer- 
tained hy us, although the whole uumher thus equipped 
were sixty or seventy. They were manifestly selected for 
the occasion, hecause their names and persous were not 
known to the inhahitaota of the village generally. No nro- 
tive for their sudden appearance was assigned. Immedi- 
ately after this assemblage, Jesse French, one of the con- 
ataliles of the county, repaired to Miller's printing-oflice, and 
in a rude and violent mauner arrested him, alleging that he 
had a eriminal process, or a process in behalf of the people.

BARBARISM IN YALE COLLEGE, 


DRLATED DY AN EYE WITNESS. 


An alumnus of Yale College, speak- 
ing of the election of Wm. M. Everts, 
for whom he voted, as trnstee, remark- 
ed thst Everts was a memherof ” The 
Skull and Bones," and well knew from 
experienco the nature of the college 
secret socicties which he recommended 
the t uctees to suppress. 

“Did you,” I asked, * helong to any 
of those societies in Yale P” 

“No,” he replied; "hut | have wit- 
nessed their initiations.” ®© The col- 
|lege Seniors were inyited to witness 
| frou a gallery, the initiations of the 
lower classes.” 

He eaid the * Skull and Bones" was 
named from ths o'rcumstance that a 
delegation, armed with à literal human 


skull and cross hones knocked and rat- 
tled the same against the doora of their 
candidates elect, at midnight, which 
waa their time of meeting. 

My informant then described the 
different modes of initiation which he 
had witnessed. The candidates were 
gathered after night, hy metnhers dress- 
ed ina grotesqne costume, furuislied 
hy n New Haven Jew who dealt in such 
things; and if on the way to the hall, 
which commonly led hy tbe college 
restaurnnt, the candidate treated his 
conductor to an excellent supper, it 
lightened the savageness of his initiation. 
But if he was poor or “stingy” he was 
put through without mercy. 

I told him that a friend of mine, the 
son of a wealthy banker in Indiana, 
wae not tossed inthe blanket, or 'h'z- 
ed"atall ‘That must havs cost him 
one hundred and fifty dollars,” was his 
reply. Ithen saw how the immense 
sums apent in nigbt entertaimnente hy 
these societies are procured. The 
wealthy are let off for money; while 
the poor furnish at once the amusemer 
and money hy the man degrading ini- 
tiation which the wealthy pay to get 
rid of. 

The candidates be raid, were hrought 
in blindfolded, and put in asort of man- 
cage at the end of the hall; from which 
when the orgies hegan, they were tak- 
en hy operators who ran them at bresk- 
neck speed the length of the bsll; 
where the blinded and befooled wretch 
was put into a simple dry goods hox; 
pad-lo-ked down close, and then, with 
rope and tackle, jerked suddenly to the 
top of the ball, which was in this case, 
some twenty or more feet. Suddenly 
the bottom of the hox was jerked out. 
and the candidate came down sprawling 
upon a large eail-cloth blanket, rigged 
with poles ac the adzes, in the lands 
of a dozen or twenty stout and prac- 
ticed fellows, who tossed him nearly 
hack to the box he csme from, till they 
were satisfied, and the master of cere- 
monies says, *'That"ll do,” 

Another intere"ting ceremony wss 
Isshing the candidate to a machine in 
the wall of the room; head, shoulders, 
arms, hody, legs and feet, and then hy 


[jointe in the eame bending his head 


and feet as near together as practicahle 
and whirling him round and round au 
axle, head over heels, till giddy and 
near swooniug. Another was, to place 
the hoodwinked candidate in a shallow 
hox on wheels and runuing him at full 
speed, the length of the ball, over 
sticks of lumber about two inches square 
which bad the cffct of joling and 
throwing him around ro as to require 
all bis strength to hold on, Ifin all 
or any of these delighiful college per- 
formances the candidate does not wince 
or beg off, hut goes through with the 
stocisim of an Indian, or utters witty 
remarks, he is a hrave fellow; but woe 
tothe wretch whose weak constitution 
or acute sensihility makes bim to 
fine! 

“But,” said I, *'suppose one refuses 
to go at the summone of one of these 
hterary societies!" "Tf he says, ‘t go 
to the Onmma Nu,’ and trests them 
respectfully,” was replied, **he 1s let off 
But if be simply refuses they double 
teams on him, and perhaps hit bim over 
the besd witb a sort of psddls like a 
policemmsn’s club." 

‘And i it possible,” I continned, 
“tbat citizens of New Haven are aware 
of this aystem of extortion, rowdy- 
ism, night fersting and general devil- 
try.” 

"Many of them have witnessed 
thess initiations, Dr, Bacon has wit- 
neased them.” 

"And yet,” I replied, "Dr, Bacon, 
ina letter to the Boston Congregation- 
alist, cams down on a New Haven dai- 
ly which published the fact that a stu- 
dent bad the hones of his fore-arm 
broken while heing initiated and was 
taken home in a carriage, with an af 
fected lordly contempt, and spoke of 
tho secret clan, the “Delta Gamma,’ I 
think, as a harmless debating club.” 

Tho object and end of this training, 
horse-play, buffoonry and midnight sport 
with human souls and bores, is, to ex- 
tort money to run the concern; to han- 
dle, subjugate, tams nnd intimidate 
human heings, made in the image of 
God, to hold night revels and feasts; 
and to mingle enough of the awful, 
mysterious, and mock-solemn (for in 
the midst of this devil'e bs'derdash, 
honor is nppealed to and oaths nnd 
obligations administered) to generate

At Higlilsnd thers was a full house 
and interested and respectful attention, | 
with the exception of a few slight man-| 
ifestations of rowdyish sympathy with 
secretism. One gentleman Odd-fellow 
exemplified the ennohling and reüning 
influences of that honorable handmaid 
of henevolence and religion hy going out. 
during the lecture with a stamp and a 
slam, and with the company of a few 
thoughtless hoys paradmg round the 
house and muking a noise like a dog, 
even jcratching and harking occasional- 
ly at the open window. One lady(i) 
when presented with a tract declined 
accepting it saying, spitefully, “I would 
not read the stuff," But the audience 
generally seemed to receive the truth 
gladly, and contributed liberally to- 
ward the expenses of the lecturer; save 
only the Masons, who baving said he- 
fore his‘ coming that they would wil- 
lingly help psy for the lecture because 
this agitation was making Masons faster 
than they could possthly doit themselves, 
Theso had whispered it around, as it 
afterward came out, that the lecturer 
promised from Chicago had failed io 
come, and Bro.

His position 
was that Uie oath or covenant made the 
Mason, aud that Masonry as im institu- 
tion was what sworn, perpetunl eecrecy 
wonld make it In this lecture he 
made some sharp points, and handled 
the suhjeet genernlly so as to glve sat- 
isfaction to all the uninitiated, 

In his third leeturo bis ohject was to 
show that Masonry wasa religion; that 
as a religion it was essential Baalism, 
Concerning this lecture there was hut 
ons opinion, and that was, that it was 
remarkally well done, His arguments 
wors elearly stated aud fully establish- 
ed. Mis illustrations gave a life-like- 
ness to lis arguments and made them 
not only pleasent to listen to, hut very 
eonvincing. The few present who he- 
lunged to, or sympathized with secrst 
fraternitive, at times gave evidence of 
bsing hard pressed. Baal religion,and 
the religion that fellowships everything 
but Christianity, looked so mueh aliko, 
as he was descrihing them, that thay

Just as they were about to start, 
Miller came up and iusisted that Morgan should uot be takon 
away, as he was in custody of tho sheritf of the county for 
debt, and he, Miller, was one of his hail, Miller, however, 
was immediately pushed aside by Danolds, the tavern-kecper, 
who closed the door, and Chesebro having scuted himself 
on the outside with the driver urged him to dave fast until 
ho should get out of the county, Bnt the diver becaioe 
uneasy emer about 80 rods from Danolds', refusing to 

rocced. He was, however, persuaded to go us far as Staf- 
ford, where he was assured Gauson would become his surcty 
against all responsihility; and on his arriving at Stafford, 
Gansou accordingly gave him such assurances us induced bim 
to proeecd. At Lc Roy, Hayward. who held the process, 
offered, as he afterwards said, to tuke Morgan belore the 
justice of the peace, wlio had endorsed the warrant, that he 
might give bad if he chose.

The Apostlo eloses n burning climax 
with the exalting word, “For ye are 
| Christ's and Christ is God's." Are 
you Christs! Many tnlk about him 
commendingly or the contrary. Who 
feele that he is hist What is such a 
feeling! That of entire disposession 
hy yourself, All unrenewed people have 
a fancy that they are their own. They 
| can do what tbey will with themselves. 
Tbey can employ their affections, their 
time, their monay, their brains, or what 
theyplease. If they owe alleyiance toany 
person, itis to those of theirown bouse- 
| hold, or to human heings to whom they 
are indebted; not to Christ. They 
may have a blind thought of something: 
| due to God, hut only 1n the senso of not 
violating any voice of conscience in them- 
selves, that is, not opposing their bet- 
ter self. Any thought of personal al- 
| legiance to Christ, they do not entertain 
any affection for him, any solicitation 
for his guidance, any conference with 
him as to the direction of their affairs, 
or the bestowment of their means, or 
time, or worde, they do not fora mo- 
ment entertam. They write hooks 
about him, and never ask him to help 
them in the composition. They pre- 
pars sermons even, on him, and never 
employ his aid in the preparation. 
They rush into husiness without any 
consciousness that all their success must 
come from him They engage in their 
professions and pleasures, unmindful of 
him by whom are all things Be ye 
not like unto them. Do not diaregard 


moral and social life of Americans with 
open contempt. No word known to 
American ears provokes a sneer from 
them so certainly as Puritsn;hy which 
they mean not the moral austerity of | 
New England life in an early day, but 
everything that may he classed under 
the head of evangelical religion andi 
piety. And itis characteristic of the 
rationalistic German to put into pract- 
ice his theories with tha least possible 
regard for the opinions and rights of 
others. He is not content that there 
shall he no rehgioua instruction in the 
public schools, hut ia determined that 
the Bible shall not be recognized at all. 
He not only scoffe at religious worship, 
but demands that all lawe which give 
protection to religious societies he re- 
pealed; nnd takes delight in making 
the Sahbath a boliday and the sat 
time for games and public proces- 
sions. 

And he has found out that hia suc- 
cess does not lie in the field of argu- 
ment, hut in the political caucus and 
at the hallot box; that the average 
politician can he hought for an insig- 
nifieant price. No candidate for civil 
office can hope to eave his vote who is 
not pledged against the enforcement of 
any temperance or Sunday laws that 
may be found in the statute books, 
who favora the Bihla in public schools 
or who thinks that a profession of re- 
ligion is not a most objectionable fea-| 
ture in the character of teachers of our 
children, The worat charge that can 
he hrought against one seeking office 
| is that he is a gentleman and a Chris- 

tian. To carry out his anti-religious 
ideas he promptly eacrifices atl purely 
| political issues and principles. Pre- 
tending to be a friend of the public 
schools he joins hand in hand with 
Catholic priests, whom he thoroughly 
hates, to exclude tha Bible from them, 
knowing that the aim of the priests ia 
to destroy the schools rather than have 
| them nou-catholic. 


cause some of their brethren affiliate, 
with unbelievers, in secluded places,| 
under pledges of secrecy, They ean 
not reconcile euch relation and conduct 
witha consistent Christian character. | 
They so express themselves to their 
offending brother, and entreat him not 
to repeat the offense. But whatis tha 
reply! Does he say, For your con- 
science! sake and for the sake of the 
peace of the church of Christ I wil] af- 
filliate no more? Would that sucb were 
generally true; but it is not —lnstead 
of the charitsble act haing in the offend- 
er turning away from his course—com- 
ing out from among unbelievers—the 
attempt is made to hring the offended, 
the aggrieved party, under obligations 
hy the law of love to eay nothing of 
the offense and to hold the offender in 
good Christian fellowship, and thue 
strengthen tbe hands of wickednesa; 
hecause he says that his conscience does 
not condemn him for his course. Thus 
the authority of scriptural precept and | 
example is discarded, yea, trampled 
under foot, under the plea of the rights 
of conscience, 


Again ; cana man he true to himself 
and faithful to the Judge of all who 
allows himself to he placed in responei- 
ble positinns of trust or duty in the 
chureh, and at the same time feels and 
declares that he will not enforce or ex- 
ert bie influence that tha proper autbor- 
ities enforce the laws as the external 
declaration of the matured judgment 
of the congregation, or denomination, 
hy its properly constituted authorities, 
under the plea that he can not consci- 
entiously doso? It may ha that many 
of his own way of thinking may stand 
by himin his opposition to law and or- 
der; yet how ha can maintain a good 
conscience hefore God and man, and at 
the same time violate, or encourage 
others in the violation of the fundumen- 
tal laws of the society, is a prohlem 
which I ean not solve. Whatever may 
be the rights of conscience, it certainly 
has not the right to justify any person 
in christendom who refuses to ohey 
Christ or who refuses to walk charita- | 
bly.—Daniel Shuck, in the Telescotr.

Progress is stamped upon every in- 
terest which tbe immortal mind makes 
itsown. There 1 growth in art, aci- 
ence, literature and every branch o 
learning. There is progress in ozrioul 
ture, commerce, the mechanic arts, the 
general spresd of intelligence, the dis- 
semination of thought, the methods of 


travel, and in almost every thing 
which looks to the elavation of the} 
race. 


Nor does advancement stop with aea-| 
thetio culture and material growth. 
The appreciation of the principles of 
law ars better understood, and the 
the study of theology and its fitness 
fora fallen race is receiving new tests

The question 
now is “How shall the men worth mill 
ions, retain their means"? and 
“Whet shall bo done with men who 
own railroads and huy legieletures f^ 

But while dead issues of matertal and 
moral nature in their old forms are 
thrust away to slumber in. the garret- 
corners of tne world, the living present 
with its mighty interesta, ask men of 
thought and action to he up and nt the 
front in every goud word and work 

New questions ere coming up, than 
which more ponderous have never been 
settled by men. [t is easy to sce that 
British invasion wee justly repelled, 
hecause its presence meant inequality 
among the people who found a home 
on our shores.  Bnt among us there is 
a communism, hred in the workshop 
and fed on the farm, whicn is whetting 
ita swords beneath the very eavea of 
our dwellings.

our public prints 

For these questions society : no 
match, Humanity, unaided in euch s 
storm, bas always heen hewildered. 
ft cannot bridle the cyclone, it cannot 
turn beck the ocean currents; it can 
cast no anchor through the dark waters 
to the bittom; it can bear but cannot 
see the wild lee shore all strewn with 
wrecks and corpses. No vessel on s 
rock-bound coast ever needed a pilot. 
more. 

Woe hetide that man or organization 
which now cannot and does not call to 
hu aid the power of the Holiest and 
Highest—the Saviour of the world. 

In him is needed an all-conquering| 
confidence. That alone can save. The 
iron will of one etout hesrt shall make 
a thousand quail A feeble dwarf, 
diuntlessly resolved has turned many n 
ude of battle, hy rallying giants who 
would have fled. 

Then few and feeble though we he, 
that is none of our business since God 
eslls us with pillars of cloud and fire to 
tbe front.

The eonditions and obligations of ad- 
mission into tbis order ought to pre- 
vent Cbristicos from unison with it 
Tha "constitution" stetes that those ad- 
mitted must be willing to “take our 
pledge for life.” Maoy, we dare say, 
reading this, suppose thatour “pledge” 
has regard exclusively to total aheti- 
nence, This isnot so. What is ioclud- 
ed in our "pledge" the candidate is un- 
able to ascertain until it is gradually 
and warily revealed to him in. she sev- 
aral stages of his initiation and broth- 
erhood. The whole of this pledge or 
“solemn obligation,” the order of tha 
initietion, and other services, ete., nre 
contaioed in a book called the *' Ritu- 
al,” respeoting which the law is—* No. 
member or ollicer (even) can purcbase 
or personally possess rituals or officers’ 
cards for his own use; they can only 
be sold tolodges as such, end, before 
new ones are supplied, the old ones 
must be returned to the Grand Lodge," 
Hardly abls to helievs that wa read 
this law rightly—that a book we badi 
heard extolled (by Templars) as one of 
tbe grendest productions in tbs lan- 
guage, which isin rslation to the order 
what tho liturgy is to tho Eptecopsl 
church, was really withheld from the 
publio—we applied to grend worthies 
and to the head office for a copy, ao that 
we might decide for ourselves respect- 
ing it, but were cooly informed that 
we could not beve it eitber for love nor 
money, What tho solemn obligation 
was “we should be informed before 


means to assassinsto the Bahe of Beth-) (just hefore) taking it, and would then 
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have the opportunity of withdrawing; 
but be liturgy, in whicb we should 
afterworde have to join, ** we must take 
entirely on faith’—faith in tbe iude- 
pendent order of Good Templars, “We 
bave not so learned Cbrist;' and we) 
submit whether the fect tbat tbis ‘Book 
of Ritual," witb which every member! 
of tbe order has so much to do, 16 with-| 
beld— not ovly from his careful uil 
but from his very sight—he not in it- 
self euffictent to prevent his entertain- 
ing the thougbt for a single second of 
becoming a good Templar f 

It eo happened, however, that while 
making inquiry respecting tbe order, 
we received by post from a friend two 
pamphlets on the very subject—one by 
the Rev. J. Kerr, a director of the 
Greenock Total Abstinence Society, on 
“Secret Societies}? the other by the 
Rev. J. Heron, Kilrea, on ‘Good Tem- 
plarism, not good Christianity." Botb 
pamphleta are publisbed by C. Aitchi- 
son, Cestde Piace, Belfast, and we 
strongly recommend the perusal of, 
them to those wishing to understand 
the nature and tendencies of this and 
kindredorganizations. These authors, 
ina way perfectly honorable to them- 
selves, have seen this secret, sacred 
hook, tbe “Ritual,” and give ua several 
important and lengthy extracte from it. 
We have tbus obtsined, witbout psss- 
eing through the ordeal of initiatiop, a 
little information respecting the con- 
tents of this book; and, though we are 
unable to join in the laudaüion of it, 
and cannot help pitying the taste ofl 
its admirers, we do sdmit that the vow 
or oath is not a trifling matter, end, like 
marriage, ‘should not be thoughtless- 
ly or lightly entered into," At a cer 
tain stage of a ceremony lasting the 
greater part of an hour, which we 
really wonder how sober, sensible men 
can go tbrough, the candidate for 
Templsr orders and honors, standing 
befors the altar, on which rests an 
open Bible, witb bis hand on hie 
heart, solemnly vows—'*' That he will 
not reveal any of the private work or 
business of this order to any one not 
entitled to know the same, and that in 
all things he will yield a cheerful obe- 
dience to all our laws, rules, and usag- 
ee.” Then follows preyer, which, asit 
must be the one in the ritual, is in har- 
mony with the principles of the order; 
after which, the wortby chaplsin in- 
forme the candidate that “ a Gond Tem- 


| plar's vow ia registered in heaven,” and 


adjures bim, "as you vnlus your stand- 
ing here, snd your peace in eternity, 
keep that vow sacred to the end of life." 
Now, we mey be told that thess words. 
do not refer to thie, and do not mean 
tbet, and hare regard only tothe other 
thing; but what we have to do is sim- 
ply to teke them in their plein gram- 
maticel meanmg, nnd look at what 
they imply. Apert from every gloss 
which may now he put on them, they! 
bind the party to two things, which 
are wrong—submission and secrecy. 
Hereiaa pledge of eubmission, n''prom- 
ise of cheerful obedience to all the laws, 
rules snd usages of the order!” Gb- 
serve, at the time thie vow is made, tbe 
vower does not, cannot know all these 
laws, rules and usages; the book con- 
taining some of them he was forbidden 
to see; into a lodge he was never hefore 
allowed to enter to witness the usages 
there; new laws or rules may yet be 
introduced. These laws, rules and us- 
ages, hava in many ineinnces, to do 
with solemn rites” and “sacred 
servicae" and “religious exarcisea;" and 
ask, Can anyone, uoder the 
promse of e lift-loog obedience 
to Chnst, end in fellowship with 
his church, consistently with his pro- 
fession make that vow! And then 
there is tha vow of secrecy. Again 
we sey it ts of no use a Templar affirm- 
ing what ha underatsnds by that, and) 
what exclusively tbia secrecy refers to. 
Here are the words of tbe *'ohligetion"" 
—''not to reveal any of tbe private 
work or husiness of this order to 
anyone not entitled to know the 
same," What the private work or 
busineas of this order is now, 
or may at any future time be, tbe csn- 
didate, like ourselves, has no means of 
knowing. It requires, however, nol 
very great effort of the imegination to 
conceive of ‘‘private work or business” 
in lodges composed, as we have seen 
such lodges may be, of oll oheractera 


we 


and creeds, which it would be wicked 
in any citizen, much more a Christian 
to conceal from tbe very party the 
lodge or order thought *'not entitled to 
know the same,” No society, eccular 
or sacred, hes eny authority to require 
such a pledge; no man or woman is 
justified in entering into eucb a vow. 
It is a sin agsinst tbe family, tbe 
church, and the community of which 
he may forma part. In vindication 
of this secrecy, Good Templar books 
tell us tbat families nnd churches ere 
secreteocieties. This je simply untrue. 


lf any femily were to bring all ite mem-| 


here under eny such obligation as this, 
1t would be hecause there was in that 
family something terribly wrong; if 
any church dered thus to act, it would 


cease that moment to be achurch of 
Cbrist. Gne lerge church in our own 
denomiuation, to its honor be it record- 
ed, refused to allow their school-room 
for the meeting-plsce of one of these 
lodges, because it was a secret society. 
If our families, cburchee, and societies 
were a!l conducted on tbis principle of 
secrecy. we sbould have Pandemonium 
on eerth. There are deeds of darkness 
besides drunkenness, whicb the teeto- 
tal pledge will not keep out of e man's 
besrt nor prevent entering into a Tem- 
plar lodge, which may at some time 
form a part of the privnte work or bus- 
iness in which secreoy would he sinful; 
and the mere fact tbat sncb nn obliga- 
tion has to he entered into, even though 
tbere were no eecrets to reveal, is eufi- 
cient to place the order where a Chris- 
tian sbould not go. The low vulgarity 
of the raps, grips, signs and passwords, 
hy which this brotherhood is united, 
and its cecrecy maintained, is such that 
if facts were not sgeinst it, we should 
have thought no Cbristisn gentleman 
or lady could have come down to be 
mixed up with or employ. — Notwith- 
standing facta, we say, ''These things 
ought not so to bs." 
lÍL—rax RiTUALIBM OF THIS ORDER 

ie, wethink, a resson why Christians 
ought not to jom—at least, why tbe 
memhers of our churches should not 
identify themselves with it As we 
have said, the ‘Book of ritual," which 
contains, we believe, the order for the 
solemn services of initiation, installa- 


tion, institution, ete, is not to 
he seen outside the lodge; but 
we bave sufficient reason for as- 


serting that its theology and heathen- 
ism are such as that no Christinn 


should use it in the worship of God. | 


It may contain some truth, hut itis not 
“tbe truth ss itis in Jesus," Apart 
from this no smell mater, “Good Tem- 
plarism," says the Manchester Exam- 
inerand Times of May 2d, may be 
described as the Ritualist or High 
Church scotion of tlie greet confedera- 
tion of temperance reformers. . . 
They sppeel to the esthetic and spirit- 
ual neture of their members by enlist- 
ing their aid in the performance of a 
highly ornate religious service, set in 
liturgical form, and accompanied by 
Titualistie observances The lower 
outward senses of mere sight and hear- 
ing, are also powerfully appealed to. 
The eye is dazzled with displays of 
glittering regalin, and the tickled ear, 
15 gratified by the frequent and digni- 
fed utterenca of mouth-filling titles.” 
All this is not only admitted, but con. 
tended for in the tracts and pamphlets 
of the order, In regard to it, wa 
simply ssk, whether the ministers nnd 
members of ehurches, who preach and 
speak of the ritualism of the Romisb 
and Puseyite churches as one of the 
curses of Christendom, end a terrible 
hindrance to the Gospel of Christ, ere 
consistent in heing euch thorough-go- 
ing Rituslists in aGood Templar lodge t 
Surely, if this manner of worship be 
wroog in the ove place, it must be 
wrong in the otber. We have witness- 
ed some of tho baneful effecta of 
this Templar ritualism on the feel- 
ings and conduct of somo of the mem- 
bers ofour ehurches snd congregations 
The simple services of our holy religion 
have become lesa attractive. Ritual- 
itio performances are pled for and snp- 
ported, The jhuska of a Good Tem- 
plar lodge are preferred to the breed o! 
the fathers house. Some of our 
churcbes and femilics heye reaped firat 
fruits from this organizition already; 
end we very much fear there ie a sori- 
ous harvest yet to be gathered in. It

by the wisdom of his glorious Son ; and 
hey are daily cultivated through the 
grace and goodness of his divine Spirit” 
What can this be but a claim that Free| 
Masonry 18 a direct revelation from God 
and tbat it contains all saving truth f 
If Masonic Christians really believe this, | 
why need they care to plant and nour- 
ish churches and missions? But if, 
tbey consider this authorized language| 
as a false and impious boast, why con-| 
linue tu give theirinfluance to make the 
ignorant and unsuspecting believe it? 
Do they not know thet thousands are de 
pending on Masonry alooe to secure ad- 
edmittance toHeavenf Gnly the other 
day I asked an old man of fair intelli

He vehemently denied any euch ob- 
ligations; said he was a Master Mason, 
and an Gdd-fellow; knew these charg-| 
es false; that they had been gotten up 
to burleeque these orders; tbat I knew 
nothing about tbese orders, or I would 
not indulge in sucb unfounded charges! 
against them; were these nltars a sbel- 
ter for thieves, robhers and murderers 
he would not remain among them, his 
conscience was clear in these things, 
ete. 

I repeated from the Fellowcraft's 
osth: -< Furthermore, I do solemnly 
promise and swear that I will obey all 
regular signs and summons sent, hand- 
ed or thrown to me by a brother or 
lodge of this degree," otc.; also from: 
the third degree: '* Furthermore do I 


promise and swear tbat a, brotber Mas-| 


ter Mason's secrets, committed to me as 
such, I knowing them to be euch, shall 
remain as inviolable in my breast as in 
bfs own, murder and treason excepted, 
and they left to my own election." 

Said heto me, ''Were you in court, 
on the witness stand, and asked the 
question if these clauses were in. these. 
Masonic obligations, would you swear 
they were?” I answered, '* I certam- 
ly would.” He asked, "How could 
you do that!” I answered, “by having 
taken these abominable obligations in| 
the lodge, and renounced them because, 
of their criminality.” 


Here tbe conversation took a mark-| 
ed turu; end without another denlal of 
these criminal obligations, he seid, ‘I, 
too, 8m opposed to thelodge,but on diff. r- 
ent grounds from you. I have not been 
in alodge for four years. I find myself 
in the lodge essociated with many men 
of euch moral end social standing, that 
lcould not be seen on tbe streets in| 
their company without disgrace, Ae aj 
Christian minister, I invite my lodge 
brethren to Christ, often tobe met with 
this reply, "The lodge is a good 
enough church for me, if I live up to 
my lodge obligations | am good enough;" 
Thus supplanting Christ with the lodge. 
And yet this Christian minister, inosw- 
ing the tendency of the lodge to iguore 
and supplant his Master, and to drive 
perishing souls to perdition, will give 
lus influence by example to the lodge, 
will deny ite criminal obligatioos to tue 
outside world; aod then cap it. all, in 
the presenca of one who knows the 
craft, with the confession of the most 
heathenish and damning nature o 
these secret institutions.

7. That the imperillad interest of 
justice, and the very existence of our 
Repuhlic require thet those comhina- 
tions that impede the execution of the: 
one, and usurp and defy the power 
and prerogatives of the otber, be ahan- 
doned and opposed by all lawful means, 
in our power. 

B. That we rejoice that some of 
tbe Christian denominations occupy 
such high, noble and unmistakable 
ground on this subject; and we urge 
them to a closer correspondence, and a 
fuller co-operation in this matter. 

9. We recommend the friends of 
the oguse to arm themselyes with tbe 
truth revealed in auch works as the 
revelations of Bernard, Morgan, 
Stearns, Finney and others, and sup 
port in active service the Christian 
Cynosure, and lecturers sent into the 
field. 

10. That we urge laborious local 
effort, and that every one who !as 
light shall make it sbine round about) 
bim; and the cultivation of s spirit that 
will bring every friend of liberty, truth 
and light into convocation aanually, to 
discuss principles and davise measures 
suited to evert the daoger into which 
church and state are hrought by secret 
organizations.

THE CHRISTIAN CYNOSURE: OCTOBER 14, 1873. 


Pnreuant to appointment the mem- 
hers convened at the church on the 
evening of tbe 2d of January, 1872. 
G. W. Chspma», presiding, read Matt. 
xviii, 15-35, inelusive; offered a Ma- 
sonic prayer in which neither the name 
of Ood nor Christ was mentioned, 
Cherges wera referred to, snd I was 
“requested and required to make an 
acknowledgement and ask forgiveness.” 
The machinery was soon in motion, 
and the “‘row'’ hegan inside, while 
members of the craft snd 
were outside viewing the scene 
through the windows, It was now 
plainly indicated that Cbapmao had 
improved the interval hetween Decem- 
her 18th and Janusry 2d, in manufac- 
turing public opinion and educating hia 
forca up to the voting point ; and the 
result was, that every man, women and 
child in the eburch that he could con- 
trol were in attendance ; a circum- 
Stance the mere palpahte,in view of 
the fact that he could not command a 
reepectable audience to hear him 
Preach on any ordinary occasion, This 
meeting exceeded the former meetings 
in unfairoces, bro w-heatng and vitupe- 
ration, If any person stated facts fa- 
Yorshle to me, they were mede the 
subject of vituperation, and hrow- 
hesten in such a manner that it was 
wholly useless, ae well as uosafe, for 
any one to speak favorable of me. 

lt was evident to every honest, oh- 
serving mind tbat under a mark of zeal 
for the church, Chapman had caught 
the opportunity to vindicate Masonry as 
against the cbureh nnd gratify private 
hostility, and as I was the first vicum 
of Masonic vengeance in tbe Disciples’ 
Church, ıt was intended to tesch such a 
lesson as would forever silence me and 
intimidate others; and thus this mod- 
em Diatrephes, who by craft has 
worked himself into the chief seat in 
the, eynagogue, can stay there and

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roceeded to Stafford, a village about six miles east from 
jatavia, On arriving there Miller was seized by two men 
and conducted to a room in the third story of a stono huild- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masonic lodge room, In this room 
he was guarded by five mon, who euid they wero acting as 
assistants to French, and under his orders. While thus 
secluded and guarded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
rived, andthe former after somo short detontion was permitted 
hy French to see him. The constable was then asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant hy virtuo of which he 
held Maller in custody, hut he steadily refused to oxhibit or 
describe it; hut stdl left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
counsel, thnt the warrant wasin a criminal |n 
and atlength nvowed tbatit had been issued by n magia- 
trate at Le Roy. It should here be stated that about 8 days 
hefore the successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daniel 
Johns, whose sudden appeuranco at Batavia has heen men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place. A short time 
after Miller's introduction to tho lodge room at Stafford, thia 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in his hand a 
drawn sword, and walked with large and quick steps across 
tho room, and, as Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror into 1e captive, Miller bowever ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having lenrued in eome way whicb he can- 
not recollect, that Johns was his prosecutor, Johns howovor 
anewcred in a voice that faltered a little, ' Miller, 1 am only 
doing what I have been ordered to do." During his deten- 
tion in the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud cnough to be heard by allin the room, that he was not 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
iricd hy an ordinary tribunal, but was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, "What tribunal i" He replied," You will 
see.” ‘The others made no remarks in denial orexplanation, 
but he heard one man say to another, “Miller is nothing but 
anentered apprentice." To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, hy which French and lus coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's olico at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own time and the patience of tho reader. 
It was manifest that tbe conspirators wished to consume 
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the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could be avoided. But in the course of the after- 
ternoon, French, seemingly by inadvertence, admitted tha 

the process he had against Miller was in fact a processin a civil 
suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. About dusk tbe whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justico, who had issued the 
warrant, Frencb then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller etsid in the office ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justico colled for tho coasta- 
ble and warrant, but neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he was 
at liberty to go whero he pleased. This was ahout nine 
o'clock in the evening, It appeared from the docket of the 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
jel Johns; John Davids had been also arrested by tbe direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custedy onthe jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from the arrest. Miller having 
thus obtained permission to return, was making the best of 
his way toa public house, when Freneh and Johns suddenly 
appeared again. The former endeavored to seize Miller by the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man. Butalthough attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he aucceeded in reaching a public hons~ 

and after another ineffectual attempt by Freneb and his 
associates to prevent him, he returned late at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and alarm. — Tbat this 
lawless assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
euring the arrest of Miller, by virtue of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to 
the publie. We have conclusive proof from the oxpresa deo- 
larationa of those who led the troop, and from various other 
sources, that one of the objects they vad in view was to pull 
down the office of Miller, il that sliould he necessary for thu

The Sermon on Swearlog. 


“But I asy onto you, Swear not at all.'^ 
v 


In speaking from these words, hefore 
| this venerable hody, I shall not pre- 
tend to discuss the subject, whetker. 
what are called ctvil or judicial oaths 
ere lawful or unlawful. I shall here 
taka it for granted that our Saviour had 
immediately in view the immoral ten- 
dency of ell profane swearing. Ishall 
take it my principal object in this dis- 
course to epeak of the nature of pro- 
fane swearing, to show why it bas an 
immoral tendeney, aud theu to make 
such deductions as tbe nature of the 
subject mey demand. 


Matt. 


profane swearing. Swearing essen- 
tially consists in takıng an oath. This 
is admitted hy the most learned jurists 
and moral philosophers. Simply to 
utter the words, “l swear,” does not 
constitute swearing unless the person 
uttering them, either understandingly 
or explicitly, calls snother heing to 
witness or promise thst he will or will 
not do a thing by the aid, attrihute, or 
knowledge of some other being or ob- 
ject, virtually imprecatihg a curse upon 
bis own head if he fail to fulfill his eu- 
gagement. When, therefore, any per- 
son sweare in a light and trifling man- 
ner, or on a light and trifling occasion, 
calling on God to witness, or to deal 
with him in tbe last day eccordingly 
as he shall perform or break hie vow; 
or when in euch a manner or on sucb 


an occasion be takes an oath by God, or] 


by beaven, or by earth, or by any be- 


ing, attribute or object, this may be 


considered tbe essence of profane swear 
ing. I now proceed to show, 

IL Why profane awearing bas an 
immoral tendency, That it has an 
immoral tendency, was no doubt the 


all.” The apostle James also says, 
“But above all things, my brethren, 
swear not, neither hy heaven, neither 
by tbe eartb, neitber by any otber 
oath; but let your yea, be yea, and 
| your oay, nay; lest ya come into con- 
demnation.” Here, tben, I would re- 
mark, 

1. That profane swearing betraye a 
want of reverence for Deity. No one 
who truly loves and fears God will jus- 
tify an unlawful or profane oatb, or 
more especially give countenaoce to the 
custom of profane swearing, 

2. Profane swearing is trifüng with 
serious things. It is trifling with the 


the Deity. — It is trifbng witb the sol- 
emnity of an oath, ben lawfully ad- 
miniatered, It is trifling with the fu- 
tura scenes and retributions of eter- 
nity. 

3. Profane swearing tends to destroy 
a sense of moral obligation. It seara 
the cooscience ' 'with a hot iroo.” 
etupifies the mind, darkeos tbe under-

serious concern for the soul or the 
the tbiogs of eteroity; and is generally 
wholly regardless of his obligation to 
ohey the law of God, 

4. Profana swearing tends to weaken. 
our confidence in a serious and solemn 
promise, We place very little conf- 
dence in the word of that man who is 
addicted to profanity; aod every such 
man virtually says to others that he 
will sell hoth his word and ¿bis con- 
scienca very cheap. 

5. Profane swearing leade directly to 
other species of immorality. Those 
who are regardless of their own con- 
sciences, cast off the fear of God and 
trifle with his names, titles, attributes 
aod perfections, generally become 


wholly abandoned in their moral char- 


acter and give themselyes up to all 
| kinds of wickedness, 


I might offer mady more reasons toj 


prove the immoral tendency of profane 
swearing; but sufficient has already 
been said to answer my present pur- 
pose, and tosbow with what propriety 
our Saviour enforced the precept in the 
text: “ But I say unto you, swear not 
at all.” 
IMPROVEMENT. 

1. lf profane swearing has such an 
immoral tendency, as 1 bavc shown, and. 
it ie so very offensive to God to trifle 
with bis names and atirihutes, then 
we may learn the propriety aod impor- 
tance of divesting a candidate for Free- 
masonry of his wearing apparel; cloth- 
ing him with an old gown and pair of 
drawers; putting a hoodwink upon his 
eyes, and a rope about his neck; lead- 
ing him into the lodgo in this solemn 
manner; prayiog over him, and read-

figure, character, mark, stain, shedow, 
or resemblance of the same may he- 
come legihle or, intelligihle to myself 
orany other person in the known 
world, whereby the secrets of Masonry: 
may be uolswfully obtsined through 
my uoworthiness, To all which I do 
most solemnly snd sincerely promise 
and ewear, without the least equtvocs- 
tion, mental reservation, or secret eva- 
sion of mind in me whatever; binding 
myself moder no less peoslty, than to 
thsn to have my throat cut across, my 
tongue torn out by the roots, and my 
hody buried in the rough sande of thel 
sea, where the tide ehbs and flows 
twice in twenty-four hours. So help 
me God and keep me steadfast in the 
due performance of the same.” 

2. If profane swearing has an im- 
moral tendency, and on this account| 
our Saviour aays, *'Swear not at all;" 
tben we may see the importaoce of 
binding ourselves against immoral prac- 
tices hy the following oath, —''Further- 
more do l promise and swear that I 
will not violate the chastity of a Mae- 
ter Mason's wife, mother, sister, or 
daugbter, I knowing them to be such, 
nor suffer it to ba done by others, if in. 
my power to preventit.” a 

3. If profane swearing has an im- 
moral tsndsncy, and those who swear 
are often addicted to otbor crimes then 
we may see the propriety of the fol- 
lowing oatbs:— **Furtbermore, do I 
promise and awear that I will aid andi 
assist à companion Royal Arob Mason, 
wben engaged in any difficulty, and

In London, Manchester, and other 
English citiesin 1735 there were the 
following cluhs: the Surly eluh, the 
Kit-Catcluh, the Beefsteak club, the 
Mock Hero'a club, the Beau's club, 
the Quack's club, with innumerable 
others like them, When a tap-house 
was suffering by competition or return-

In 1790 there ware the Odd-fellowa, 
the Humbugs, the Socisty of Bucks, the 
Purl Driekers, the Great Bottle Club, 
the No-pay-no liquor Club, held at the 
Queen and Artichoke, Hempstead Road; 
with a host of similar devices to hide 
misery from the eyes of vice, and trans- 
fer the wages of laborers to the pockets 
of drameellers. 


Such was the ignoble origin of Odd- 
fellowship. Each of these devils’ dena 
bad its '’ initiation." In the last named, 
at Hempstead road, “the admitted 
member, having paid hia fee, waa in- 
vested" the record tells us "with innug- 
ural honors in the shape of a hatin tha, 
form of a qunrt pot, out of which he 
drank.” 

Odd-fellowship would prohably nev- 
er have risen above the low level of its 
origia had not Freemasonry fallen. 
Then this club arose at once to tbe dig- 
nity of an “order.” Soon after Thad 
deus Stevens went to Washington sn 
Odd-fellow's procesrion passed hy the 
Capitol, and a member of Congress, 
supposing them to be Freemasoea, said 
“Mr, Stevens, you Anti-masons seem 
not to have done your work very thor- 
oughly." **Gh]" ssid Stevens, $* These 
are not Masona, they are only the mag-| 
gots crawling out of the dead carcass of 
Masonry, which we have killed.” And 
there was truth in tbat harsh fig- 
ure, 

Freemasonry bad hecome so odious 
thnt nothing could save it from utter 
exünetlon and extermination but to 
hide its foul spirit under a new namo 
and novel forms. And, to day Odd- 
fellowship is but a mere feeder aad jani- 
zary of the Masonic lodgs; which’ 
builds all the permanent temples while 
Odd-fellowship butlds none, showing 
that the lesser order is regarded as un- 
certain, temporary, and fluctuating, 
while the old lodge intends thnt its 
stone castles sball remain.

that he had been an Odd fellow for the 
let twenty-five years; that hie lodge 
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prid a benefit of fifteen dollars per| nor to play the part of the moral or po- 


week to every member while sick; in 
return for weekly dues of 20 cts. eacb 
from the entire membership; and he 
assured me there was but one lodge in 
the whole country which exceeded his 
in the greatness of its bounty; ono Cal- 
ifornia lodge paying 20 dollars per 
week to ita sick, and. charging a weekly, 
sum of 25 ols, per member. ^ 

Now thie bumble mecbanic had paid] 
under the rule two hundred snd sixty 
dollars, ($260), whicb sum multiplied by 
200, the number of present members, 
gives an aggregate of Fifty-two thou- 
sand dollars, He had no idea how 
much of this snug amount bad been 


paid back to the sick members; but he 
anid they wero very careful in the re- 


ception of members to avoid receiving 
week or sickly constitutions; and that 
they increased the demand for initia- 
tion according to the age of the candi- 
date,from $15 to $100 each, this, heside 
the weekly and occasional dues. In 
ahort, but for the blinding, hefooling, 
and mock-solemn ceremonics of the or 
der, a simplo slate and pencil would 
convince every member that their lodge 
was, financially considered, s gigantic 
awindle, 

Bnt the pith and point of the whole 
concern, was brought out by the single 
question: * Do you know how many of 
your lesding memhers sre Freema- 
sona f" 

“Pretty much every one of tbem.” 
was his reply. 

The fatuity and blindness of such in- 
iMiates is simply nppalling. By the 
aimple procesa of putting a few Free- 
masons in the lead of each of the lesser 
lodges, the slmost interminahle host of 
initiates become, in the worda of Prof. 
Robinsont “underling adherents to un- 
known superiors:” and when the entire 
population has resched a certain degree 
of trained subserviency and corruption. 
the United States are at the mercy of 
the center and core of these sworn 
clans! 


Sceret Soeletles and Politles. 


From the Utlea Dally Herald. 

There is not only no excuse in this 
country for secret political organiza- 
tions, but they are violstions of the 
spirit of our republican institutions. 
For this reason, they should mzet the 
uncompromising opposition of every 
maa who loves fair play snd freedom. 
The abominations of Know-nothingism 
are now conceded hy nll. The outrages 
of the seoret society of Tammany, not- 
withstanding its indorsement by Oov. 
Seymour, nre familiar to the American 
people and a disgrace to Amarican pol- 
itics. The excitement produced by the 
interferenca of tbe Masona with politics, 
is a matter of history. Every where 
sad at sll limes, secret socioties, eo far 
as they dabble with politics, muat exert 
a baneful iefluence. The publie mind 
is justly and properly filled with sppre- 
hensioa by their presence, as the indi- 
vidual would be if he kaew aa assassin 
were orowling around in the dark. He 
could not tell when aad where the as- 
aassin might strike, nor what miglit be 
his motives, nor who might be his vic- 
tim, Asn matter of course, all men 
would be interested in ferreting out and 
rendering the assassin harmless, So 
must they and co will they feel in re- 
gard to all secret political societies. 


For these reasons, we oppose the 
Patrons of Husbandry, while we sym. 
pathize with their ostensible objecta— 
the education of the farmer and the in- 
forcement of his rights, beth in fhe 
making and the administrntion of the 
laws. We do not spprove vf these se-| 
cret methods of advancing even a good 
cause. So far asthe questions of so- 
ciality and benevolence are coacerned, 
we have nothing to say. These are 
matters for individual taste and discre- 
tion to decide. It is only when the se- 
cret society affects or seeks to af. 
fect public measures that we have 
a right to object and to know 
what is proposed, that we may be pre- 
pared to indorss or opposs tbe meas- 
ures, s8 we think tho public interest 
demands, Noset of men united in a 
seoret organization can have more 
Tights or legitimate interests to advance. 
than those not so united. They have 
no right to carry any schema. through 
by surpnse, nor to lie in ambush for 
ths purposs of thwarting their fellows, 


Only opon, 
free and honorable warfare is tolerable 
or justifiable under our republican in- 
stitutions Open and free discussion 
of all public questions, and honorable 
dosling in all public matters, sro what 
wo demand. We know it is denied 
that the Patrons of Husbandry 18 a po- 
litical organization.

The following 
from a local democratie contemporary,

The nd- 
ministration party is so linked with 
monied corporations that its lendera 
look upon the marvelous growth of the 
farmers’ movement with ill-concealed 
alarm. 


This is false pretense. The principal 
aim of tbe grange is political. The fnot 
is clearly demonstrated in the West, 
wherever the granges ars numerous 
enough to give them iefluence, The 
non-political clauae is preliminary and 
descriptive. It is intended to quiet tbo 
scruples of honeat snd honorahle men, 
who object to'bocoming political asans- 
Once roped in, it ie believed 
that these men can be controlled and 
used when wanted for political purpo- 
ses, Andin this fulse pretense is a 
confession that the thing is wrong—thst 
seoret political associations are rcpug- 
nant to the popular interests, It he- 
trnys the consciousness that the right- 
sous prejudieo against suelh societies 
must be overcome in order to secure s 
reapectable membership. It isthe devil 
ina new ahnpe, tempting men into a 
snare. The alluring bait concesls a 
barbed book, and ia not whatit sppesre 
to be. It professer not to meddle with 
religion or politics. ]ts real aim and ite 
practice is to meddle with both—in se- 
eret. It cannot be otherwiss than disas- 
trous to the community at large,

Reaction is aure to fellow. It has 
even now begun. It would not be 
atrange if thia reaction should reach 
the other extreme, aad make indiserim- 
inate war on all secret organizations. It 
will in the end greatly arouse public 
indignation, aud in the fury of excite- 
ment produced by a real outraye on 
both individual and public rights, who 
shalleay where the tide will stop? 
There is already an organization in ex- 
istance, known as the Nutional Associa- 
tion of Christiane, whose principal te- 
net is oppesition to all aecret societies, 
Thie organization sees in the secret 
graoge new justification for its oxjatnece 
and new bope for the organization of a 
political party based on opposition to 
secret è cietiea in the United States. It 
is now contemplnting a national conven- 
tion for the very purpose of cencentra- 
ting the opposition to secret politienl 
societies. Ifthe folly of the grange is 
cootinued, this opposition will gain 
force and take formid4hle shape, and 
we shall fight over again eomething like 
the battles of Anti masonic daya, Tbe 
struggle will be fierce and even vindict- 
ive, but it einnot long remain doubtful, 
Secret political aocicties must go down 
hefore the popular tornado which will 
in the end sweep over the land, carry- 
ing with it the united power of the 
patriot, the lover of fnir play, the hater 
of dark ways, nnd the Christian, Tbe 
demagogue, the political assassin and 
the enemy of equal and exact justice, 
will have reason tocall onthe rocks and 
mouninins to lide them from the fury 
of an outraged and righteously indig- 
nant people,

While thus 
ded and gunrded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
» andthe former ofter come ehort detention was permitted 
The constable was then asked for a 
escription of tho warrant by virtue of which ho 
heid Miller in custody, but he eteudily" refused to exhibit or 
describe it; but still left no doubt on the mind of Miller or his 
eounsel, that the wurrant was in a criminal proceeding, 
and ut length uvowed thut it bud been issued by a. mugis- 
trate ut Le Roy, It should here be stated that about 8 duys 
before the successivo urrests of Morgun nnd Miller, Dumel 
Jolins, whose sudden nppeurance nt Batavia has heen men- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from thut pluce. A eliort time 
after Miller's introduction to the lodye room nt Stafford, this 
same Daniel Johns entered the room, holding in his band a 
drawn sword, nad walked with lurge and quick steps neross 
the room, and, ns Miller describes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terrorinto the captive, Matler however ventured to re- 
moustrate with him.liaving learned in somo way which he can- 
not recollect, thutJohns was his prosecutor, Johns however 
ered in n voice thut faltered a lide, '' Miller, I amoely 
doing what I havo heen ordered to do." During his deten- 
tion in the room, oae of the guards told liim in. language 
loud enough tu he henrd hy ullin the room, thot he was not 
to he tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried by an ordinery tribunal, hut was goiog where Mor. 
gan was. Miller asked, " What tribunal ?" He replied," You will 
sce," ‘Lhe others made no remarks im denial orexplanntioo, 
but ho beard one mun say to nnother, "Miller is nothiog but 
anentered apprentice,” To detail all the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French nnd his coadjutors en- 
denvoied to excuse themselves from proccedieg with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a uecless wasto of our 
own time and the patience of tho reader. 
lt was maeifest that the conspirators wished to consume 
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tho time until night ehould fnvor tho completion of their 
projects, nnd thnt to proceed to Le Roy was no part of their 
plan, if it could he avoided. But in the course of the nfter- 
ternoon, French, seemingly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 

the process he had against Miller was in fucta process in a civil 
suit; and from that time hie resolution scemed somewhnt 
shaken. Ahout dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Itoy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself plnced before the justice, who hnd issued the 
warront, Freneh then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared, Miller staid in the office ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the consta- 
ble and warrant, but neither constable, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr, Miller thut he was 
at Tiberty to go where he pleased. This was about nine 
o'clock in the evening, lt appeared from the docket of the 
macistrote that n warrant had heen issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at tho request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids had been also arrested hy the dirce- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of tbo county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was dischurged from tho nrrest. Miller having 
thus ohtained permission to retura, was mnking tho best of 
his wuy toa public house, when Freach and Johas suddenly 
appeared aant. ‘The former endeuvored to seize Miller by the 
collar, and called loudly for belp to retake tbe prisoner— 
Johns usked if there wns no person there who would help to 
secure thnt man, But although nttempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a publio hove” 

and after another ineffectual attempt by French and his 
associates tu prevent him, he returned lute at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and nlarm. — That this 
lawless ussemblage of men took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the arrest of Miller, by virtua of a process never in- 
tended to be acted upon, we slinll take no trouble to show to 
the public. We have conclusive proof from the express dec- 
Inrntions of those who led the troop, and from varions other 
sources, that ona of the objects they nad in view was to pull 
down tba office of Miller, it that should he necessary for the

The Lord's Tenth, 


Gne tenth was sacred to the Lord from 
the earliest ages. It was not a Jewish 
provision merely, but when the gospel 
was “preached to Abraham", he recog- 
nized the justness of the rule, and on 
his return from the defeat of the kings 
who had captured Lot, we are told that 
©Melehizadek king of Salem brought 
forth bread and wine: and he was the 
priest of the most hish God. And he 
blessed him, and said, blessed bə Ahram 
of the most high God, possessor of heav- 
en and earth: and blessed he the most 
high God, whieh hath delivered. thine 
enemy into thy hand. And he gave 
tithes (tenths) of all, Gen. xw. 18— 
20. 

So also when Jacob, the wandering 
fugitive, eaw heaven opened abore him 
at Bethel and the Lord revesled him- 
self to him in words of grace and prom- 
ise, "Jacob vowed a vow, saying, If 
God willbe with me, and will keep me 
in this way that I go, and will give me 
bread to eat,and raiment to put on, so 
that I come again to my father’s house 
in peace; then shall the Lord he my 
God: and this stone, which 1 have set 
for a pillar, shall be God's house: and 
ofallthat thou shalt give me 1 willsure 
ly give the tenth unto thee,” Gen. 
xiviii 20-25. 

The law given by Moses simply re- 
affirmed this ancient duty, sndnot only 
tithes, but also offerings and first fruits, 
and days and weeks of sacred time, 
were demanded by the law and devo- 
ted to the Lord under the Jewish dis- 
pensation. 

No one collected these tithes. No 
officer or tax gatherer compelled their 
payment;—all was voluntary,—but 
notwithstanding all this, robhing God 
in tithes and in offerings always proved 
to be oue of the poorest speculations 
that a back-slidden Israelite engaged in. 
The rain woud not fall on their fields, 
and worms and bugs would eat up 
their produce, and blight and blasting 
would consume that which greedy 
apostates sought to withhold from the 
Lord. 

Itisso now. The curse of God s 
on the covetousness of the age, A 
continual whine of poverty and hard 
times goes up from these God-robbers 
onevery hand. They are poor, and 
they oughtto be. They are wretched, 
and they always will be.

and hard work, too Are youasham 
ed of heing known as helonging to that 
highly respeetable arm of society—the 
farmers—that you sre in such haste to 
to be away from the farm? 

Allow me to ask you whether it is 
most respectable, to he living under 
your father's roof, assisting your par- 
ents at their labors, or at work for stran- 
gers, obliged to reeeiye their com- 
mands and ohey them? 

There's no place sosafe or eo respeet- 
shle for a young person as the father’s 
house, and no influence but the influence 
of home can be trusted to assist in the 
formaton of the habits and charac- 
ter of the young. 

Are you anxions to escape from the 
restraining influence of your parents 
Alas! how many a shipwrecked soul 
dates the beginning of thair sorrows 
from the time they broke away from 
parental restraint. 

Do you fear to soil your hands with 
the labor of the farm? 

Ghl never mjud liowtoll.stained and 
brown the hands are if the heart is only 
white] and while you are surrounded. 
with the quiet, healthy influence of 
home, it is so much easier to keep the 
heart pure than whee you are in a 
great, noisy city, where one exciting 
influence makes room for another still 
more exciting, and the soul ia hurried 
from one sin to another uatil all is lost, 
and the ruined soul pants for the far 
away days when life's fields were green, 
and the hirdsong of innocence was ever 
fl»ating upon the air. 

Many young people upou the farm 
complaiu of a lack of socisl and literary 
advantages, tis true, in too many 
instances, that the fireside is neglected 
at the farm, even while the table is 
bountifully spread, and the beds are 
soft and luxurious, 

But it needs just this reformatory iu- 
fluence to remedy the evil that you are 
taking away from the farm with you, 

It is certainly more commendatory 


for you to remain at home and perse- 
vere in your efforis for securing literary 
advantages amony your associates, than 
than to run away from the farm to the 
city, where you wäl find that you 
must exchange one advantage to gain 
another, and after all your efforts you 
will find that all the advantages belong- 
ing to this life are never given to one 
individual, 

It is sad enough to see the boys leav- 
ing the farm, but still more sad when 
the girls grow dissatisfied and ashamed of| 
the lot of the farmer's daughter and as- 
pire to something greater. 

lftheir ambition was really fixed upon 
something essentialy greater than be- 
ing what they are eapable of becoming, 
even as farmers daughters, it would be 
well enough. But to leave the farm 
for the uncertain life of a city shop girl 
is going down the scale, instead of up. 

Learning the fashions, wearing cheap 
finery, attending the theatres and oth- 
er questionahle places of amusement, 
does not exalt a young girl, either in her 
own estimation or the opinion of oth- 
ere, 

And I have only this advice io give 
to the sons and daughters of farmers— 
Stick! The highest ambition any boy 
can entertain is to become a noble, hon- 
erable man, and the farm is just as 
good a place as any other for doing 
that. 

And the best a girl can do is to be- 
comeaconscientious, whole-souled wom- 
an, and the quiet, purifying atmosphere 
of home life is of the greatest ad- 
vantage in becoming that noblest of all 
God's creations, a true woman. Then 
stick to the farm, hoys and girls, and 
you will never regret in after lie hav- 
ing done so.— Mfrs. Hayden, in Bos- 
ton Cultivator

VIEWS OF PROF, WILDER OF OORNELL 
UNIVERSITY. 


The liberty of tho individual sacrificed in 
Becret secieties— Their secrecy favors evil 
—Their benetits equeity attatnable with- 
out sccrecy—A proposition to excludes 
society members from colleges. 

Sii— The Tribune for the 15th inst, 
mentioned the death of Morumer M. 
Leggeit (son of the Commissioner of 
Patents) as having occurred during 
ceremonies preliminary to initistion 
into the *'Kappa Alpha” Society of 
Cornell University. The following 


verdiot was rendered by the Coroner's E 


jury on the evening of the 16th inst. 7 

The jury heing duly charged and 
sworn to inquire on the part of the peo- 
pla when, whers, and how the said 
Mortimer M. Leggett came to his death, 
do find that ssid Mortimer M. Leggett, 
a student of Cornell Univerauy, came 
to his desth on the night of Oct, 10, 
1873, between the hours of 9 aod 10 
o'clock, by accidentally faliing from à 
chif on the south aide vf Six Mile Creek, 
in tho village of Itheca, TomplunsCoun 
ty, New York, 

The witnesses were the physician 
who attended the injured man, a pro- 
fessor in the University, who is e mem- 
ber of the Society, and seven students, 
also members of the Sosiety. 

The evidence abows that Leggett 
and another student were to join the 
“Kappa Alpha” Society on the night of | 
the accident. Before the formal imua- 
tion the candidate was, sccording to 
custom, to he led blindfolded to some 
lonely spot, in this instanca nearly a 
mile from the villsge, in the dry bed 
of Siz Mile Creek, which could here be 
reached hy a secure path. The blind 
was to ba then and there removed, and 
the candidate to renew his pledge of 
desire to join the Society; he waa then 
again to be blindfolded and led hack to 
the rooms, where the initiation cere- 
monies, described as very impressive 
and enjoyable, would take place. All 
agree that none of ths preliminarigs 
consist in taking candidates to danger 
ous places in order to terrify them; nl- 
ao that none had been drinking; aleo 
that no ill-treatment of any kind was 
intended or offored; and that Leggett 
made no opposition, 

A party of Kappa Alpba” students 
were to rendezvous about 9 o'clock in 
the road which follows the south bend 
of Six Mile Creek, at a point about 150 
yards beyond the last house in the ril- 
lage, and nearly opposites a pinc tree 
which stands upon tls very brink of 
the rocky precipice, which here over- 
hangs and is about 85 feet from the 
turfy bed of the creek. The road fense 
is about 50 feet from the edge of the 
ol, and theintervening ground bas 
an inclination of about one foot in four 
or hve, hut is pretty evan and clear of 
shrubbery. The tree is five feet in 
girth, has no low branches, and sends 
several large roots into the bank, ona 

of them forming the edge over which 
the fall occured; there are oo bushes 
on that side for several yards, bnt to 
one at a distanco, unacquainted with 
the locality, the tops of trees in the 
creek bed might appearas such. While 
awaiting the arrival of others, North- 
rup buckled a black cloth over Leggetta 


The ground over which Leggett vas| 
to walk had previously been Gegen 
by Flint; hut no one else knew the na- 
ture of the bank, excepting perhaps 
Northup, a Senior and a resident of 
Ithaca, who, howeyer, àid not appear] 
to he familiar with it. 

It is importaut to note that all of the 
ravines in Ithaca have, as a rule, steep 
banks, varying from 10 to 100 feet 
bigh; and that so great care bas been 
exsroised in approaching them tbat, 
although the University lies between 
two of them, but a single accident has 
occurred in them. 

Wagon testifies: When I got over 
the fence Leggett was standing with 
one or iwo of tbe boys; I took bis arm 
and we walked down toa large tree; 1 
had some convereatios with oue of the 
boys; Leggett was not leaning against 
tbe tree at that time; don't think | bad 
hold of him before; I then etocd him 
against the tree, or rather he leaned 
apainet it; 1 had charge of him because 
I was hetter acquainted with bim tban 
the other boys, he was leaning sgainst 
the tree, and | stood about a foot from 
him or within reaebing distance; in 
about three or four minutes I saw his 
body inclining to one side as though 
hus fect were alipping and he was going 
to fall; he was on the right aide of the 
ires, or rather on the south aide; I 
thought he was merely falling to the 
ground, not down the precipice; lmov- 
ed forward to steady him, andin so 
dorng stepped on what I thought was 
a limb; belisve now tt was n root of the 
tree; it caused me to alip, and I fell 
overthe brink; did noteucceed tn doing 
what | intended orin supporting him; 
In attempting to save him | fell myself; 
don’t knuw how Leggett came to fall; 
bis arme were not pinioned in any 


Ay. 

Lo testifies: I was in the field be-| 
tween the fence and the tree; then I saw 
Wason elip and disappear, Leggett die- 
appearing un instant. afterward; there 
was hardly four feet hetween them 
when they iell; I was eutirely ignorant 
that there was a precipice there; was 
greatly surprised to see them disappear, 
and imagined they must have slipped 
dowu a bank; the idea of a precipice 
never struck me; my natural 1m pules 
was to help them, and acting upon it, 
1 ran or moved diagonally off the cl ff. 

Lee asd Wason were light meo, and, 
though bruised and stunned, will recov- 
er; Leggett was large and beavy; he 
died in leas than two boure, his only 
distinguishable words being, “Ob, don't" 
and "Take it off" of which various in- 
terpretations, or perhaps none at all, 
may be given. 

The verdict appears to be satisfactory 
iothefamily of the deceased and to 
the members of hie fraternity. -, Perhaps 
it ought to bs to all others. I have 
taken sufficient interest in the case to 
examine the acene of the accident, to| 
attend the more imporinnt portion of 
the inquest, and to study the whole 
evidence, together with the method of 
ite elucidation, I know nothing of legal 
discriminations, but the verdict ofa 
coroner'a jury is presumably iotelligible 
to the common mind. Leggett volun- 
tarily put himself in charge of these 
young men. From the moment of his 
blindfolding he was as helpless and ir- 
responsible for his own safety as an in- 
fant; more 80 than is a passenger who 
enters a railway train; and it was the 
duty of those assuming this charge to 
protect him from all avoidable harm. 
The only causes of death which they 
eould not avoid, would be an carth- 
quake, a ligbtning stroke, the fall of a 
1ree, ora missile from an Unseen source, 
But to lead him toward a ravine, to 
place him against, or allow him to stand 
near, a tree upon ite very brink, even 


at the equal risk of their own safety, 
was ss little juatifible aa if they bad) 
laid him across a railroad whose ex's- 
tance they had not observed, or had| 
seated him upon a keg of gunpowder 
whose contents wero unknown to them, 
hut, under all the circumstances, pre- 
eumably doubtful in their nature. With 
all the candor and impartiality at my 
command, | have supposed my dog in

lt was important to learn all the cir- 
cumstances in order to convince the 
public that no dangerous ceremonies 
were taking place at the time and place 
of the tragedy: and ns this is proved, 
we mey look upon the errorsin it ss 
individual only. But there is another 
feature of the csse which is in part ap- 
parent in the evidence, hut most ohvi- 
ous to a spectator of the inquest; and 
this ie perfectly characteristio of secret 
society proceedings. The witnesses 
were cherged with no crime; the pub- 
lic merely wished to know all the cir 
cumstances, atid they were the only 
sources ofinformation, The fast-spread- 
ing rumors arising from the baste and 
secrecy of the arrangements for sending 
off the body, would naturally, so it 
seems to me, incline the witnesses to 
let the truth be known as soon as possi- 
ble. Whereas it is notorious that cer- 
tain interested persons, sll of them 
members of this or of other secret so- 
cieties, objected to an inquest, urged 
that it inquire merely as to the direct 
cause of death, and adviasd the avoid- 
ance of all questiona tending to show 
the nature of the performances, actual 
or intended. And finally, ae the evi- 
dence shows, some of the witnesses 
could not have heen more reluctant to 
give information if they hedbeen under 
charge of murder: especially waa this 
noticeable in regard to tbe blindfolding 
of Leggett. 

As a result of thie unfortunate policy, 
the jury became suspicious ( that is, 
those membere thereof who were not 
themselves membere of secret societies), 
and the preas echoed the dreadful re- 
ports concerning the "killing" of Leg- 
ett. In spite of thie, the re examina. 
tion cf the first witness, five days later, 
was a repetition of questiona and em 
swers, the latter as briefand as little to 
the point as possible; und the first sat- 
tafactory testimony was that of Les and 
Wason, who, being only Freshmen, 
and recently ‘infected by the cacoethes 
celandi, told in ten minutes, and bat 
for their weakness could have told in 
five, what Sophomores, and Juniors, 
and Seniors, not to mention others, 
hed been striving to conceal for nearly 
aweek, And to this delay, and not 
in any sense to the inquest itself or to 
the facts evoked, we must ascrthe the 
general misapprehension respecting 
secret society ceremoniea, and the ob- 
loquy which has fallen upon all our 
societies, and indirectly upon the insti- 
tution to which they belong.

Must we assist at an auto da fe, in order 
to qualify for expressing an opinion 
upon the horrors of the Inquisition! 

An institution is tobe judged in part 
from ita theorr, and in part from its 
practice; and, while tne latter is the 
ie the easier way, itis not slways the 
most trustworthy; for the nature of 
practice depends largely upon special 
conditions of individusls; and a final 
judgment requires a vast collection of 
cases, in order to prove that they are 
not exceptional. But it the principles 
of an institution can he shown to an- 
tagonize "higher laws” of moral or 
civil order, it mey fairly be regarded 
as cruel in its effects. It is not denied 
that, during war or great political cri- 
ses, or under other exceptional condi 
tions, secret organization may be need- 
ed for self-protection; but history shows. 
that all such hidden associations which 
peraiat after the occasion which called 
them into heing ia passed, tand to de- 
generate into instrumenta of barm to 
society, to the stete, and to their mem- 
be rs. 

That there are natnral degrees of se- 
crecy ia evident to all. Into the inmost 
soul of man Ocd alone can enter; and 
the attempt of mortal, whether as 
“confessor” or not, is an effort toward 
the “unpardonable sin." The married 
pair are, in theory at least, in each 
others confidencs to a degree which 
the higher animals respect among them- 
selea, and which only the most de- 
praved of human beings esek to violate. 
There are family sscrets which result 
from ths nature of blood-rslationship; 
for the family is in certain aspects a 
unit, like the married pair, So, too, 
the associations of church, of politica, 
of mutual aims and tnstes of all kinds, 
are in varying degrees natural aod 
harmless; but only in so far as they do 
not conflict with the fellowship of man 
— with the recognition of the higher 
law, "Ahoveal| nations ia humas- 
ity." 

Not that sil are to associate together 
or upon the same level; human nature 
forbids, and reason sbowa the physical 
impossihility; but the unbiased mind 
will readily see that any hond which 
locapacitates him, however little, for 
an impsrtis] recognition of virtue and 
worth in all mankind, or which leade 
him, however slightly, to uphold cer- 
tain individuals or orgenizations against 
his inner convictions of rightand wrong, 
must be injurious to bis mental and 
moral freedom and progress. Do wise} 
men form intimate husinessconnections 
with acqueintances of a few week's 
standing? Would nota merchant just- 
ly suspsct the motives of such a com- 
parative stranger who asked admission 
to his commercial confidsnce! Yet 
here is a matter of mere dollars and 
cents, and the terms of aco partnership 
are npenly announced. Is then a youth 
justified in forming an alliance, defen- 
sive at least, with othsrs whom he has 
known fora few months at the most, 
upon e basia of mutual agreement which 
virtually binda him to he intimate with 
them only and forsver, aed to stand 
by them under nearly all ciroumstan- 
ceaf And ought he not rather to infer 
that their sarly solicitation is founded 
atthe hest upon his supposed social 
position of msana, rather than npon 
their conviction that hs is one calcula- 
ted ahove all others to help them in 
the bard work of hfe in and out of ool- 
legs! No assertion ia here made, but 
the queation ia a fair one. And does 
he realize that in a few years he will 
be à man, a member of aosiaty, and a 
citisen of the atate, placed, perhaps, 
in a position requiring absolute freedom 
of thought and act! that he may he a 
husband asd father, the center of a 
family circle and the repository of all 
the secrets which bis family relation 
involves! Can he fairly and honorably 
keep up an intimate relation with a 
arge body of individuals whose;corpor- 
ate proceeding» ara kept from his wife 
and children, for no resson which one 
can comprehend, or which he could 
ex plain, even if he would Ià And ought 
he to aemplain when they, in turn, 
have sacreta from him; when his wife 
has friends whoare not hi», and when 
his sons form attachmenta which may 
bs wall snough in themselves, hut

whose clandestine nature, in imitstion 
of the parent, tends almost inevitahly 
to render them pernicious! 

Yet this is what may he, and too 
often is, exacted from every meraher 
ofa secret organization, whether in or 
out of college, as the terribly dear price 
of the social, peliticel, or theologicas! 
advantages which his membership con- 
fers. I purposely enumerate these 
three, for there are cliques in society, 
cabals in politics, and secta in religion, 
and it would he very easy to show that 
in these departmenta do eecret organi 
zations fied most congenial soil. Science, 
thank Heiven, is generally incompati- 
ble with petty concealment; Ood's truth 
is free to ell, and the naturalist, at 
least, has too much earnest work upon 
his hands to admit of leerning grips 
and psss-words,and the non significance 
of Greek initials. 

The most powerful and the most 
mischievous of all secret organizations, 
the ablest and most untcrugulous op- 
ponent of religions freedom and of sci 
entific progress, is that of tbe “Jesuits;” 
and no one can deny that in so fer as 
concerna their secrecy and their social 


wise, under all circumetsnces. It is 
difficult to see why the esme kindly 
reiations cannot be maintained without 
the secrecy; and it is n elur upon botb 
Providence and hnman nature to hold 
that the door of cbarity can be opened 


only by a peouliar twiet of the handle, | 


which in point of fact ia no secret to 
‘outside barbarians.” Nor are all such 
givers of aid immaculate; a near rela- 
tive, who had beens Mason from early 
youth. and had traveled extensively 
over all scetiona of the couotry, once 
told me that whenever a map gave hum 
the Masonic grip, he avoided hie socie- 
ty; and ] know members of thie snd of 
other secret organizations with whom I 
would not trust the integrity of my 
dog's tail, Not that there not rascals 
just as black outside the pale; no such 
question is raised or need to be, What 
l urge is, that he who joina a secre 
iraternity of any kind whatsoever rune 
the risk of ‘warmisg a viper,” or of 
heing “taken in” by a rogue, whose 
only claim upon hia acqueintence is a 
secret sign, which they know in com- 
mon and which any one can find out 
who takes sufficient pains. In short, 
for the slender chance of benefit from 
fellows of the order under conditions 
little likely to arise, we are nsked to 
link ourselves socially, and more or 
lesa fully in morals and in business, 
with peraons who may prove utterly 
uncongental in tastes and mode of 
lfs. 


Moreover, whetever may bave heen| 


the cass in past-years, itis certain that 
now the annnal expenditure of an ''aet- 
ual member” for society purposee, which 
he justifies to hia family on the ground 
of looked-for aid in misfortuns, would 
enable him to mske acertain provision 
for them by life insurance, and to in- 
sure himeelf while traveling. Deny 
this who can. But one other advan- 
tage haa ever heen claimed for secret 
organizations over open ones, namely. 
that in war life or liberty may be pre- 
served through the recognition of the} 
‘secret bond." Now I am satisfied 
that the artificial animosities and unjust 
decisiona resulting from secret afilia- 
tions far outnumher the cases above 
mentioned; aod it muat he remembered 
that all these cases, except only those 
where common humanity would not 
otherwise have heen exercised, involven 
a direct betrayal of the party or nation 
with which the benefactor is astiog. 
Both reason and experience indicate’ 
that when concealment ia practiced

ciety men. What I haveseen and heard 
during five years warrants mein afirm- 
ing thet nine-tenths of tho mischief and 
immotallty of the earlier yenra of the 
Cornell University was directly due to 
the presence end influence of secret s0- 
ciety men who came here from other 
institutions for the svowed purpose of 
engrafting branohes of their parent 
trees upon our young and otherwise 
perfectly healthy organization, And 
further, speaking not as Professor, bnt 
as a citizen end member of the Univer- 
sity, I feel no besitation in adding that 
tho lerger proportion of oll the distur- 
bances whicb have in any way affected 
the comfort of studente, of faculty, and 
of citizens, have been either originated 
or carried out—or both—by means of 
seoret organizations. 


The correctness of the following stata- 
menta msy easily be ascertained from 
thore who were hero at the time the 
cases occurred, A young student was 
induced to join a secret fraternity; nat- 
ursily boyish and incensidemte, he 
speedily fell hobind in his studies: he 
purchased an expepslve hadge: he felt 
bound to contribute his ahare to the 
frequent festivities which rendered Oas- 
vadills "notorious, and for these and 
other society objecta expended the funds 
eent him for tuition sod board: his dif- 
ficulties became at last too great for fur- 
ther concealment from his father, nnd 
he left the institution under not very 
creditable circumatances, Another 
student, in moat respects the opposite 
of the one just mentione2—young, it 
is true, but unusually mators, conacien- 
tious, aod independent—was induced 
to join a society which enjoyed a very 
high reputation for schularship, conduct 
and social position. Some of bis form- 
er friends perceived a change, but re- 
epected him too much to complain. 
Suddenly he severed has connection. 
No reason was ever made public: but 
it is generally uoderatood that a mem- 
her committed an offense against jus- 
tics snd college law. True to their 
pledge, bis fellows refused to condemn 
his sction. Finding remonstrance in 
vain, the new member dared do that 
wbich few have ever done, and freed 


«| himself from on association in which 


he found the senee of right and wrong 
overpowered by an oath of mutual sup- 
port Whatever may hove been the 
exact cause, the fact remains thet one 
of our most brilliant students and ex- 
cellent young men, who was, in fact, 
too good to liye, found the secret honds 
of ons of the beat societies too galling 
for endurance. That he retsined the 
respect snd good will of his late asso- 
ciates is still more conclusive evidence 
of the fact that he left them for com 
science’ sake, and was notasked to re- 
sign. 

In a mos. able, as well as moderate 
article upon secret societies (The Con- 
gregationalist, 1871, vol 23, No. 
16,)President Crosby states very de- 
cidedly that his adverse opinions are 
hased in a great measure upon his ex- 
perienco ax sesretary of a college facul- 
ty; anothercollege president bas averted 
to the “babyichness of secret societies,” 
whiles third denounces them as an

Being requested, ae n member of the| 
Chicago delegation to the World's Evan- 
gelicel Allinuce, to present. the aubject 
of the reform againat Freemasonry to 
that body, it is uppropriate that I 
ehould report tothe committee the pro- 
grese mede. 

A peper for presentatiou to the Alh- 
ance waa put into my hnnde, which 
would bnve occupled in reading four or 
five miuutes, This paper I presented 
to tho committee on programme, nnd it 
wat returned, endorsed: ‘The pressure 
on topica already decided npon preclud.e 
the possibility of entering upon thia 
aubject," Gf this committee, Dr, Ad- 
ame wae Chairman and Rev. Ganse, 
Sec'y; the tirat was repurtad to me asa 
high Mneon, ot. the fatter 1 know noth- 


ng. 

"fis refural on the part of the com- 
mittee rendered it impossible to do more 
thon moke a tea minnte's speech follow- 
ing the preaeatatiog of eume paper, 
as by rule papera were limited to thirty 
minutes, ood any member wan permit- 
ted to speek ten minutes on the gener- 
al subj-ct of discussion while there 
should he time. Accordingly on Mon- 
day, Gct. 6th,I enu ‘avored to obtin on 
opportuuity topreseotthiscause, hut ns 
several papers we extended to an 
hour each, and as the committee plnc- 
ed upon the programme a gentleman 
not speakiug in Englieh but in French, 
who occupied thirty-five minutes, it 
Was not possible to fiud ''room for Him 
(Christ truth) in the inn," 

Seeing wlot I feared was o deter- 
mination to override tbe rules of order, 
Christian courteay, etc., on the pari of| 
the Business Committee, I sited 
"note to Dr, Schult, saying that un- 
less the rules of order which had been 
adopted were observed by the officers, 
I should deem it uecessary to appeal to 
tue house, On the following moruing 
Pres't. Wuolsey announced that thence- 
forth papers would be limiled to thirty 
minutes and what time remamed, if 
any, should be occupied by members 
who had sent their nomes to the chair. 

Gn the came day when this announce- 
ment was made (Tuesday, Oct. 7,)I 
sent up my nome, saying that I had n 
few remarke to make on Christianity 
aud its Antagovisme. My name was 
paesed to Dr, Adame, Prince, Schaffcet, 
and the conclusion teemed to be that it 
would not be safe to allow mo the time 
to which I was entitled, for fear some- 
thing should be anid shout Masoury. 
Several geutlemen whose names were 
sent to Pres't. Woolsey after my own 
were announced and permitted to oc- 
cupy time and the chairman was nbout 
to announce tbe odjournment, when I 
aroveandsaid: Mr. Charman: I have 
a few words to say on Christianity nnd 
its Antagonisme. The antagonist of 
which I wish particularly to epeak ie 
Freemasonry. Can I have an oppor- 
tunity at this time!” 

Prest Woolsey replied that theeom-| 
mittee had decided that this subject could 
not be introduced, I rose and etated| 
that I had no desire to present a pro-| 
gramme paper. hut to speak ten min-| 
utes on onc of the topics already assign- 
ed, 

Dr. Adomo then came forwnrd and said) 
that owing to the diffireus opinions on 
that subject tbe comaittec had shutit 
out, but if I wished to appeal from the 
committeo to the house I could do ac. 
Gnce more rising to my teet I end, "1 
have no desire to appeal from the com- 
mittee. I do not ask their entorse- 
ment for the viewa I wish to present. l 
merely wish the ten minutes to which I 
am entitled as a memberof this Ailiaoce 
to opeak of Freemasonry, which five] 
hundred thousand Christinns in this 
country declare to be hostile: to Christ- 
innity by abutting away Freemasons 
from the communion table, 


At this point the diseussiou censeil and 
at no snhecquent time was it taken up, 
thouzh in the course of a few remarks 
on missions I mentioned the teatimony: 
of Dr. Fisch, of Paris, 

I have in writing these linee no de- 
sire to question the honesty or wisdum 
of tho offiours of the Alliance, but mere- 
ly to give a concise nceount of things as 
they occurred.

FHAAMDLE 

We, the undersigned citizensof Wis- 
consin, helieving that the time haa fully 
come when an organtaid, intelligont 
Christian effort ebould he put forth to 
counteract and eupress tha growth and 
inflzenc? of anti-republican and antt 
Christian secret combinations, and be- 
ligving thot tbis can best he effected 
through local, county , and state orgon- 
laviions, do therefore organiza ourselves 
into an anti sscrecy sisooration, auxilia- 
ry to the National Christian Association 
formed at Pittaburg in May, 1868; and 
we ndopt the following conetitution: 

I This exsocistion shall be called 
the Christian Antsecrecy Association 
of the State of Wisconsin, and shall 
hold its meetings nnnua!ly or oftener 
at tho call of its Executive Committee 

IL. Tbe officera of thie association 
*bnll be a preaident, two or more vice- 
presidenta, a secretary, and treasurer, 
who shall perform the duties usuelly 
ns«igned to their respective offices. 

Ill. The officers of the nesociation 
shall be choeen annually by hallot and 
the president secretary, and treasurer 
shell bs an executive committee with 
power call extra mestings and to tran- 
sact other businese necesenry to the 
prosecution of tbe objects of tlie anao 
ciation. 

“IV, The objact of thie association 
abhall be to disseminate truth on the 
subject of aecretoath-bound nnd kin- 
dred societies, and to endeavor by all 
lawful meana to baoish them from the 
church of Christ, wbicb tbey disparge 
and eupplant, and from civil society 
which they demoral'z* and corrupt. 

V. Any person may becoma a mem- 
ber of thie association who is in eympa- 
thy with this reform and who egne thie 
constitulion. 

VL This constitution may bo nmen-| 
ded by a two-thirde vote of all the mem- 
bers present at ony snnual meeting 
provided the nmendment has been sub- 
mitted atn previous annual meeting. 

Rev. H.H. Hinman having been ap- 
pointed a committee on resolutions] 
reported tbe following, whicb after 
careful coneideretion were adopted, 


and political reasons for our opposition 
tothis institution we present the follow- 
ing:—(t.) ltisa dnngerous and nppree- 
ive monopoly, ex :luding from its mem- 
bership allindigent, aged, and infirm 
persons and all women, and conferring 
on one eeventeenth of the voters of the 
nation four fifths of all the offices of 
profit and trust (2.) It perverts justice, 
binding the witness or juror under 68- 
eret oaths, that may be and often are in 
direct conflict with kis civil oath. (3.) 
Ii is eonfeesedly a system of pure 
despotism, exerting its unseen power not 
only over its own members hut largely 
over the pulpit nnd the prers. (4.) Ic 
strikes down the grond eafe-guard nf Re- 
publienn institutions—free discussion — 
ecknowledging no reaponsibility to pnb- 
lic opinion, nnd resisting all discuesion of 
ita cbaracter, 

5. That while we view with sorrow 
and alarm the prevelence of moral, 
cia] and political corruption as exhtbit- 
ed in Tammany Rings, Credit Mobilier! 
schemes and *'hack pny” ewindles, we 
look for the crues m the cultivation nf 
a sworn, studied, and hnbitual avcrecy, 
and a neglect of that simplicity and) 
godly emcerity which aro the great 
charncteristics of n Christian people. 

8. That we sympathize with the 
industrie] masses in their eforta to es- 
cape from the oppression and robhery 
of secret rings, ond we deeply regret to 
ace so mnny—eepecially nur farmers— 
drawn into the secret meebes of the 
grange, which wo child of Freemason- 
ry and e means to defent the vory end 


at which they nim, 

T. That we recogniae in the Chris- 
tian C ynosuve, an able and efficient in- 
atrument of our enti secrecy reform, and 
as such we heartily commend it to the 
sympathy and patronage nf ail the 
frends of tbis reform and that we will 
exert ourselves to enlarge its circula- 
tion, 

A vote of thunke was tendered to 
Mr. J. McCnaky, of Fanoy Creek, for 
use of the proceedings of the first Anti- 
masonic convention, held at Philadel- 
phis, Sept. 12th, 1830.

Inctdents from the Indlann Fteid. 


LiooxixB, Oct. 24tb 1873, 

. « . In conversation with 
a gentleman residing in York, Ind., he 
related to me the following fact while 
conversing with a professional gentle- 
man in an adjoining town, He was so 
much surprised at hia sentiments as to 
ask him, ‘Bur, doctor, ycu don't mean 
to compare Masonry with the church do 
youl” “No,I donot,” was the prompt 
reply; “Masonry is so far superior t 
the ohurch thst tbere ia no chance for 
a compariaon |" 

At tbe close of my speech at Albion, 
Ind, Get 20., 1873, a gentlemau 
came to the atand where I offered him 
Morgan's Expose telling bim that for 
25 cente he could take the first three 
degrees in Masonry. He replied that

THE REMEDY. 

When the evil of secret organizetions 
is once admitted to outwetgb the good 
they accomplish, the remedy ahould be 
radical in its nature, although its effects 
may be slowly manifested. 

(1.) Let the members of secret or- 
ganizations be at once looked upon as 
only *parts] men;" a happy phrase 
employed by Haeckel to indicate the 
undenishle fact that only one-half, snd 
that the poorer, belongs to humanity 
—the better is a slaye of a clique, 

(2.) Let us deny their eligibility to 
any position of honor and trust involv- 
ing discrimination hetween individuals. 

(3.) Let no woman marry until her 
suitor takes s solemn pledge never to 
remain in or join a secret organization of 
any kind, except for the protection of 
life, health or property during war or 
other exceptional circumstances. 

(4.) Let colleges prohibit the forma- 
tion or continuance of secret societics; 
exact a pledge from every entering stu- 
dent; and if necessary make unhesitat- 
ing expulsion the penalty of. member- 
ship. 

(5.) Let the roasons for this action 
be embodied in a printed pamphlet to 
he placed in the hande of all who are 
orseek to become students, and sent 
likewise to their parents or guardisns. 
Ten times the expense which this 
would involve would besaved to the 
colleges in time and trouble. 

If for no other reason, we hail the 
admission of women as a means of rift- 
ing the secret society curee; they may 
thoughtiessly wear the badges of their 
friends' societies or adopt their modes 
of thought; hut as long as they aro ex- 
cluded from or decline to enter the or- 
ganizations they must he ranked as op 
ponents of the system; and where they 
are in the mejority they may even out- 
vnte the sebeming politicisns of the 
nother sex. 

Let the studente seriously inquire 
whether social enjoyments, literary 
purauits, or scientfic investigations 
cannot he attained without recourse to 
& meane at once so offensive, cumher- 
some, and futile as secret meetings. 
Let them see that in tbe only desira- 
hle sense a family circle is a secret, 
that is, a private society; tbet a party 
for any purpoae need embrace only in- 
vited and congenial guests. And let 
them resolutely deny themselves all 
such privileges as can only he enjoy- 
ed under lock and key, in the dark, or 
in a windowless monstrosity like a cer- 
tain hall at New Haven. It has heen 
urged ‘upon me to confine these an- 
imadversions tn college societies, in 
order to gain the support of the Masons, 
Gdd-fellows, Good Templara, Farmers’ 
granges, and other extra-collegiate se- 
cret organizations. "hia might be ex- 
pedient, especialiy if any thing like ade- 
cision hy hallot were aimed at, But as 
my only object at present is to awaken 
publio atteotion, I prefer to state my 
honest conyiction that, however be- 
nevolent may heve heen the original 
purposes of tbese combinations, all their 
paraphernalia and mystio rights are 
just as much tomfoolery as those of any 
student? society, If, however the 

Masons, eto., can prove themselyes eu. 
perior to college societies, so much the 
worse for the latter; if not, then ao 
the worse for them both. 

lam well aware that some of the 
opinions here advanced are too radical 
io he agreeable, und that a certain 
amount of odium must follow their puh- 
lic expression, But on the other hand 
lam assured that they are shared hy 
some in whose judgment [ have great 
confidence, and that the great public 
outside of secret organizations wil! up- 
hold them iu great measure, But I 
am lese desiroue of establiahing my o vn.

The ¥ictorles of Peace. 


Cobden, who in his own seas carries 
more guns than other manin England, 
having received a panegyric pronounc- 
ed by some clergymen on the obarac- 
ter and services of the Duke of Welling- 
ton, has written three very long and 
able Iciters in denial of the justness of 
the wars of England against France, 
and consequently of the right of Wel- 
lington, whn led in these wars, to be 
considered as a good man ora public 
benefsctor. He maintains at great 
length thst the war against France was 
underteken to put down the principles 
of freedom ln referring to the im- 
measurable superiority of victories of 
peace over victories in war, he makes 
the following etriking allusion to the 
mora! heroism of the English Quakers 
amid the Irish famine:

Buta few courageous men left their 
home in Middlesex and Surrey, end 
penetrated tn the remotest glena and 
hogs of the west coest. of the stricken 
island to adminiater relief with their 
own hands. Tbey found themselves, 
not merely in the valley of the shed- 
dow of death—that would he hut an 
imperfect imege—they were in the 
charnel house of a nation. Never since 
the 11th century did Pestilence, the 
gaunt handmaid of Famine, glean so 
rioh a harvest. Inthe midst of a scene,

The Roligion of Freemasuury, 


BY REV. J. P. LYTLE. 


It is proposed to prove—1. That 
Freemasonry ta a rehgion; 2. That it 
olaime to be a saving religion; 3. That 
Itis a Christless religion; 4. That it 
is a Satanic or devilish religion; 5. That! 
it is a damnable and damning religion. 

1. FARE MASONRY I$ A AELIOION, 

Freemasonry is a religion, or, if 
you prefer it, has a religion,—a 
religion of its own, A man may 
have a religion aud not be religious, 
buta system cannot. 
which has a religion is a religions sys- 
tem, and every institution whieh lias 
a religion is, so far, a religious institu-

tion. Itis uot meant, of course, that| what has gone before, we secept it 
Freemasonry is the true r thus: ‘Masonry is a handmaid to re- 
There ore two kinds of religion in the|ligion.” One of the three things for 


world; the true and the false, and Free 
masonry belongs to the latter, Itis a 
compound of paganism, Judabisin and 
natural religion. Though Masons 
sometimes deny our proposition, at otb- 
er times they admit it, and glory in it, 
just as suits the occasion. 

The second paragraph of the "Man. 
ual of the Lodge,” by Albert G. 
Mackey, and also of his “Ritualist,” 
opens in these words: “If seoular as 
sociations have found it expedieut, by 
the adoption of eome preparatory forme, 
to avoid the appearance of an unscem- 
ing abrubtnese In proceeding to 
business, it may well be supposed that 
religious societies have been still more 
observant of the custom.” Then 
showing that the "ancient myateriee 
(those sacred rites which have furnished 
so many models for Masonic symbol- 
ism) were opened with very solemu 
ceremcnies," he goea on: "lu like 
manner, a lodge of Masons is opened 
with the employment of certain cere- 
monies.” Thus a Masonic lodge is 
plainly distinguished from a secular 
association, and rauked with those 
which are to be regarded as religious. 
lt is true that Sickels introduces his 
“Monitor” by saying, "Freemasonry 
is a moral institution, and it is a favor- 
ite definition that Masonry is à system 
of morality, veiled in allegory, and 
taught by symbols.” But then it is to 
be remembered thut from the Alpha to 
the Omegn of Freemasonry it ie taught 
that morality is all the religion which 
man needs—that morality will eave 
him. 

"Tho "Aucient Charges” of Masonry 
say, (Manunl of the Lodge, page 216), 
“But though in ancient times Marons 
were charged in. every country to be 
of the religion of thut country or na- 
tion, whatever it was," (thus in Eng- 
land Protestant, iu Italy Papist, in 
Turkey Mussulman,in China Confucian, 
in Utah Morman, etc.) It is now 
thought more expedient” (since with 
Masanstbe religion which a man should 
profess la a question merely of cxpedi- 
ency) "only to oblige them to that 
religion in which all men agree," And, 
page 220, "Wo being ouly, na Masona, 
of the Catholic religion above men- 
tioned, charging a man to change his 
religion every timo he crossed a gec- 
graphical houndary waa thought to be 
too broad a farce, and it io deemed cx- 

pedient to oblige him only to those 
religious opinions which suit every 
latitude aud longitude I" 

That Masone regard their order as a 
religious society is so plainly tought in 
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these passages (and many other similar 
ones might be adduccd) tbnt it may 
seem unnecessary to proceed with the 
proof Lest, however it may be 
thought that our proposition is only an 
inference from teachings of Masonry, 
we give evidence of a more unequivocal 
character. Turning to the "Lexieon of! 
Freemasonry,” pnge 404, we reed, 
"The religion,then, of Masonry ls pure 
theism, on whieh ita members’ engraft 
their own peculiar opinions; but they 
are not permi‘ted tointroduce them in- 
| to the lodge, or to connect their truth 
| or falschood with the truth of Mason- 
| ry.” (Let Masonry be true and every 
other religion a he), Now if the relig- 
ton of Masonry be *'pure theism,” then 
it hae a religion, and the system must 
he a religious system, 

On the subject of prayer (Mackey’s 
Mauusl of the Lodge, page 40) we 
read: "As Masons we are taught never 
io commence any great or important 
undertaking without first asking the 
protection and blessing of Deity, and 
this because Maconry is a religious in- 
stitution,” Here, then, our proposition| 
is affirmed in terms, and argument ia| 
not only unnecessary but impossible. 

It is true that on page 166 of the 
same work it is said, ‘Masonry is not 
religion." This looks somewbat like 
the trick of the conjurer—“now you 
see it, and now you don’t see it.” 
Having told us again and again in dif- 
ferent forms that Masonry is a religious 
society or institution, it will not avail 
to say at the last, “Masonry is not 
religion," That it is not true religion 
we know, andas this is the only possi- 
ble sense in which this declaration can 
betsken to make it consistent with 


which the earth is disquieted, and the 
four which it cannot bear, is a maid 
that is heir to her mistress, And this 
"handmaid" puts on such lofty and 
supercilious airs toward her mistress, 
Christianity, and the Master, Chriet, 
that ıt is no wonder tbe carth is deeply | 
disquieted under her. | 
If, however, all the “Manuals,” 
“Monitors,” '*Ritualists," "Lexicons," 
etc, were absolutely silent as to the 
point whether Masonry professes to be 
a religion, we have, nevertheless, 
abundant evidence that it does so infite 
forms and ceremonies.  Mssonry has 
its altars, priests, prayers, benedictions, 
hymns, morals lessons, illuminations, 
regenerations and eternal rewards.

*' These efforts to join the arm of polit- 
ical power with the Christian effort for 
the purpose of religious and moral re- 
form are identieal in principle with 
union of church and state,” We quote 
from that paper, aa itis supposed to he. 
the organ of a body of Christians or- 
gsnically and disciplinsrily opposed to 
secret societies, and probably on this 
point reflecting the fears of mauy out- 
side the communion of the Free Meth. 
odist ahurch, But we tbink such feara 
unfounded, and that there is a wide 
disparity between the two.

The Knights of Pythias appear to 
rank third among secret organisations, 
as far ae numbers are concerned, al- 
though ten years have scarcely elapsed 
eince ila founder, then a department 
elerk in Washington, employed hie leie- 
ure hours in concocting an extensive 
government ewindlo, varied with the 
equally eougenial task of organising a 
new secret society, 

The following illustrations of wisdom 
and bravery of secret Knight-errantry 
will be appreciated by the readers of 
the Reformer. 

During the process of conferring the 
| third degree of the Knights of Pythias 
the oandidateis brought before the cban- 
| celtor, the blindfold taken off, nnd be 


square, in which are several sharp iron

refuses to do knowing that it might 
prove a fatal jump to him, as the aarp’ 
ir-n will easily penetrate tbe soles of| 
bis feet. The chancellor then gives the 
command, ''Executioners, do your 
duty!" Four mou dressed in black 
gowns snd black masks, immediately 
siezo the cendidate by tho arms and 
legs and forcibly seat him on ihe india- 
rubbersubstitute. Occasionally a candi- 
date jumps ss directed, (he hns proba 
bly been posted up by a friend). The 
members immedistely cry ont, ‘Brave 
Knight!" Sometimes a caudidate of a 
compromising turn of mind, jumps over 
the dreaded spikes, but he is promptly 
led back to the starting point, compell- 
ed to do the fair thing, or elee is forci- 
bly seated according to the ritual, 
The lesson taught by this is that the 
candidate should implicitly obey the 
commands of the order notwühstand- 
ing apparent denger, having the ne- 
surance, however, thst no evil will he- 
foll him, 

An instance 18 related of a loss of life 
occurring a few years ago in Philadel- 
phia, in consequence of tbe omission to 
substitute the immitation spikes for 
the resl ones; the candidate obeyed 
the order, jumped on the sharp iron, 
and died from the effects in the lodge 
room, ‘So are the sous of men sner- 
ed In an evil time.” 

The permanent password of the so- 
ciety is "Caution," This must not be 
written, stamped, stained, etc. ‘The 
ceremonies are nearly over; the candi- 
deste has sworn that he will not write 
or reveal the password, He is led to a 
tahle; handed a list of words, one of 
which is ’'caution,” and carelessly re- 
quested to copy them, The candidate 
takeshis seat atthe table, commences 
copying, but when shout to write cau- 
tion the table with a loud report flies tu 
pieces, snd the password in conspicu- 
ous letters confronts the startled and as- 
tonished “Knight,” who was on the 
point of perjuring himself by writing 
the simple word ‘‘caution.” 

What a decided taste secret orders 
have for mock-burials, murders and 
skeletons! The ceadidate in third de- 
gree of Masonry is murdered, buried 
and resurrected alive. Odd-fellows, 
Grand Army ofthe Republic, Kuights of] 
Pythias, and st least one branch of the 
Ku-Klux make use of a human skele- 
ton in conferring their degrees, When 
taking the third degree in the Knights 
of Pythias, the candidate is caused to 
kneel, the bandage is taken off his eyes, 
he finds himeelf beside a coffin, in which] 
which is a skeleton; across the coffin 
aretwo swords; on the swords rests a 
Bible; the candidate puts one hand 
on the Bible, and the other on bis 
breast, He occupies this position while 
the patriarch (who also is chaplain 
repeats the charge or obligation of the 
degree, Mesnwhile the members pres- 
ent, masked ond kneeling, surround 
the coffin, the gas is turned down, and 
the peculiar flame derived from alcohol 
mixed with self, throws a lurid light) 
upon the scene. 

The climax of the wickedness of 
*uch proceedings is invoking the bless- 
ings of the Almighty on the follies 
above referred to. ''H therefore the.

THE LODGE CONSPIRACY AGAINST 
SENE1OR POMEROY, 


I wish to mase a few remarks on tba] 
subject of "Photizo’s” letter from Kon- 
asa in the Cynosure of Oct. 30, viz: the

ponds with what I benrd repeatedly. 
during my recent lecture tour in. Kan- 
sas Although it was apparent that 
the conspiratore hnd succeeded not only 
in sccomplishing the political assassin- 
ation of their victim, hut also in creat- 
ing, [ may suy, in puhlio minds that 
perplexity and uncertainty in which 
mystic Craftness ever aeeks to shroud 
ite crimes and by which it ia so often 
uble to prevent suspicion from npene 
into conviction. As the cuttle fish es- 
capes from its pursuers hy darkening 
the surrounding waters, ao Masonry es- 
capes public condemnntion. Obstruct- 
ing men's intellectual vision hy inter- 
posing tbe inky hlackuesa of their mystic 
craft, they glide away from the place of| 
evil action and ere nol perceived. 

Thus it is charged thot after Sena- 
tor Pomeroy’s Chicago speech, the 
sons determined upon his political 
death, for the simple reason that he dia- 
approved of Freemasonry and dared to 
speak his sentiments. Of this the facta 
stated hy'tPhotizo" nre stroug proof, At 
first the Masons seemed to heve forgot- 
en their usual caution. Their rage aud 
confidence transported numhers of them 
beyond the hounde of mystic discretion .

their hearts concent to tho supreme au- 
thority and control of Masonic oath, 
There are many nominal Masous who 
erroneously euppose Masonry acknowl-| 
edges that the will of God or the law 
of ahsolute right, 1s paramount to a 
Masonic oath and of such force and su- 
premacy as to render every Masonic 
duty which conflicts withit asin, But. 
the “simon pure" Masons many of them 
consider that the Masonic oath ia so aw- 
fully sacred that whatever it may re- 
quire is right, ie the highest and most 
iuperious duty, And others of them 
don’t cire whether it is soornot: they 
tutend to keep their Masonic ouths 
whether or no, and intend that other 
Masons shall he of the same mind or 
they will not trust them with Masonic 
secrets, These ''simon puree” are the 
real Masons, the ones who employ 
Masonry for the evil to which it is ndapt- 
ed. The othera seek, but vainly, to 
employ it for good purposes, Since: 
then there are two such dissimilar chivs- 
es in the lodges, decetyers and deceived, 
wemay alwnys tuke il for grapted 
that the  deceivers, the “simoun 
pures” perform (be villainous workaud 
keep its secrets from the deceived and 
honest members as carefully as they do 
from outsiders, only using both as un- 
conseious cal’s-ps ws, as fnras possible to 
doso snd keep them in ignorance of their 
maticious designs.

Here is the 
only difficulty in the ense. We huve 
on one hand the orth of York, who 
plainly ought to heleved only &o far ae 
other clear evidence confirms his testi- 
mony. And on the other ws have the: 
oath of Senator Pomeroy who plainly 
ought to he believed implicitly, unless] 
there is clear nnd. decisive evidence to 
the contrary, As yet the develop- 
ments are not such aa to divest the 
case of all uncertaioty or douht respsct- 
ing the guilt or innoceuce of Senator, 
Pomeroy. The public needs more light. 
But whether the legal investigations 
that are pending shull vindicate or con- 
vict him, the evidence tbat the Masons’ 
did corruptly conspire tə assassinate 
him politically, for no cause hut freely 
expressing his sentiments against secret- 
isin, is clear and certain and will re- 
muin the same whutever may be the re- 
sult of the pending trials. They laid a 
snare for the innoceut: for every man 
is to he held innocent until proved guil- 
ty. By their own showing they tempt- 
ed him to do the wroog of which they 
accuse him. And if they prove him 
guilty that will uot prove their inno- 
cence. They havo proved no wrong, 
done hy him hut that in which they 
were the lempters, It was sad indced 
thut our first parents yielded to the 
wiles of the tempter. But if the tempt- 
cd, for yielding, foll, surcly the tempt- 
er shall not go unscathed. His malice 
lost none ofits criminality by its success, 

Whatever the final verdict may he on 
the charge of hribery in. this case, its 
oistory furnishes ahundunt proof that) 
Freemasonry is prscisely adapted to} 
the most malignant conspiracies; and 
thal however many honest men there] 
may he in the lodges. there are not 
wanting, and from tho secret nature of 
the ordernever will he wanting, bad 
men enough in it to employ these adapt- 
ations for the infernal purpose of ruin-| 
ing evon the most innocent and worthy 
meu, for no other cause than daring to 
speak their most profound convictions 
agamst Masonry. We only regret that. 
Mr. Pomeroy when he drew his sword 
had uot thrown away thescabbard aud 
repeated hia deadly blows as often os 
he bad opportumty. Had he spoken 
twenty times against Masonry, Masons 
could only have dono their worst against 
him; and that they have done us it is. 
But had he repeated his blows with the 
cool determination of ono hent on vic- 
tory or death, he would heve cowed 
the cowards and put them to ignomin- 
ious flight; or at least, brought out 
auch developements of Masonie malig- 
nity aş would have saved him what he 
suffered by trusting to their emiles and 
deceitful kisses.

a monthly magazmuo, was acnt to the 
wecretary of tbe lodge, who was alao u 
lending official mombher. of tho chureh, 
for the purpose of ohtaining aub- 
serihers, which holdly placed the 
authority of Mose: and Jesus Christ ns 
religious teachers, on a level with Zor- 
oaster of Persiu, Confucius of Chine, 
aud the Arahian Iconoclust, leaving 
every memher of tlie fraternity at por- 
feet hhurty to choose nmoug them. It 
gave the following in substance, and 
nearly in the eame words, ue the creed 
of Masonry: It teaches that Ood ia the 
Great Architeet of the Universe, in 
whose ommnipolenco, omnipresence, 
wisdom, goodness and truth, every 
Freemason must havo faith; in the final 
triumph of good over evil he must hope: 
and for tbe faulte, follies, and errors of 
hi» hrother man he must evar entertain 
the heaven-hora virtue of charity. 
Wore tlus creed uniyersul, and ita gen- 
tle teachings everywhere obeyed, this 
world would bo a parndiae end Mueon- 
ry without a mission, Thus hy an art- 
ful liyorce of these three cardinnl 
Christian graces mentioned hy St. Paul 
from Christ, their aource nnd center. 
a moat consummate species of io fidelity 
was being introduced into the commu- 
nity to poison the unauspecting minds 
even of professed Christian families, 
About the same time the corner stone 
of the Cedar Valley Baptist Seminary 
waa laid by the Masons with hypoerit- 
ical ceremonies and lying addresses, 
(he principal, and pastor of the church 
brothering the fraternity by a compli- 
mentary prayer on the occasion. 

An instance of the power of the order 
over those who are not members was 
given in connection with the late lec- 
ture. A prominont merchant there 
had offered us the use of 4 aplendid 
hall for the purpose, free of charge. 
He afterward recalled st, and put ona 
nominal charge, evidently to avoid he- 
ing proscribed hy the Masons, and in- 
jured in busmess, Thus the “image 
ofthe beast” has power to speak and 
cause that no man may buy or sell who 
will not worship it. The attendance 
upou tlic lectures was small, hut they 
excited some degree of opposition, and 
it is hoped that seed was sown which 
wil hear fruit. A strong point wis 
made of the anti-Christinn character of 
tbe religion nt Masonrg as shown in ex- 
cluding the very name of Christ from 
ita nuthorized worship; to which a week 
utiempt was made outside at a reply 
hy saying that Christ created the world 
and wns therefore worshiped ae ‘The 
Great Architect of the Universe.” The 
only other argument I heard of was 
the usual one of slandering the Jeetur- 
er, 

At Charles City the Congregational 
church was secured for $2.00 pernight, 
somewhat to my surprise, showing that 
leading officers were members of accret 
orders, An effort wns previously mide 
iosreure the Baptist church, by con- 
aultation with the pastor, who claimed 
to he antr-seccetiu principle. The con- 
sent of the church authorities however 
was nol obtained, but the pastor prom- 
wed to rend the notice of the lectures 
in the congregation the preceeding Sab- 
lath. Accordingly n notiee was pre 
pared nnd sent in, but was not read. 
Just hefore the opening of the first leo- 
ture in the Congregational church, tho 
following was handed us to he read. 
“There will he an nyater and ice cream 
supper in the hasement of tho Baptiat 
church this evening. By orderof Com.” 
This afforded opportunity tor a public 
stutemeut substsnüully as that above,

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and the matter was left for their reflec. 
tion, The attendance here also way 
small, Ina community where num. 
bers have professed the high and holy 
atate of eetire sanctificatioe, very few! 
sympathizers appeared, and perhaps 
not one moved thereto hy this profess- 
ed experience, | 


How painfully this fact illustrates 
the statement of the lecturer that in 
the days of the anti-slavery agitation, 
the highest professors of religion were 
atthe South, and among slave holders, 
But this race is uot to the swift, nor | 
the battle to the trong. “Not hy| 
might, nor by power, but by my spirit, 
saith the Lord." This is a rigbteous 
warfare, and we may well appeal it to

"The project of a national union ofaz- 
riculturists was first conceived by alive 
Yankee, while on n visit to the sontb- 
ern states in 1866, and was matured! 
aud put in operstion in the celty of| 
Washington in the yeur of 1867, hy a 
few thoughtful and earnest men, who, 
after careful daliberalion, hecame con- 
vinced not ooly of its practicability hut 
of the desirablen: 3 of such an organizn- 
tioo. In January, 1866, Mr. O. H. 
Kelly, who was then connected with 
the department of agriculture, a native 
of Boston, and the owner of a. farm in 
Minnesota, received. a commission from 
President Johnaon, to make atour of 
the Southern States and report upon 
the agrivulture and mineral resources of 
the country. The war had heen closed 
but 3 few mouths, and naturally enough 
he did not expect to meet with a very 
friendly receptioe from the people of 
the South, espesially aince hn visited 
them in the capacity of a government 
officer, Being a member of the Mason 
ic fraternity, however, and of good ad- 
dresa, he traversed all af thera states 
east of the Mississippi without a single | 
unpleasant incident. Ha found that 
the 

“Mystle Tie ef Bretherheod" 
was still sacredly regarded among the} 
Masons of the Souvh, War had hut 
just swept over the country as with a 
besom offre, The work of ooaterial re- | 
cuperation had searcely begun. Thef 
planters, suddenly deprived of their 
“peculior institution,” wera ina deze. 
They knew nothing of the free labor 
aystem, or how to practically avail them- 
selves uf its advantages, and were wait- 
ing as if for some revelation from 
heaven to enliyblen (iem. Struck 
with this distressing state of affaira, 
Mr, Kelly mentally inquired if there was 
not some remedy lor it; some way hy 
whicb the planters of the Soutb could be 
roused from their lethargy and be mnde 
to realize the brilliant possibilities, of 
their noble calling. Deeply impressed 
with the necessity of some action, he 
reached ihe eity of Mobile, where he 
first conceived the idea of the 
Uuion of Agrienitural Socletles 


for practical co-operation. He remem- 
bered that thee avciotica were separate 
and independent organiz nions, having 
no iuterest in one anitivr, und tbe] 
question occurred to him * Why could] 
uot the farmcra, Loli North and South| 
unite the noie as the Macons, who have 

clung together for hundrede of years for 

aocial and educational purposes, with a 

view to promote their common inter- 

ests?” After snending four montha in 

the South, and mentioning his views on 

such an organization to & numlier of 
prominent gentlemen, most of whom 

were inclined. to thiek favorably of it, 

he returned 10 his farm in Minnesota, 

where he remained all summer. 

Tho Fonuders of the “New  Dispeusa- 

tmn. 

In Nuvemher of 1869 he came to 
Washington, aer. procured a clerkship 
1e the postofüre department, Me did 
not relinquish his project, aod mention- 
edit toa number of gentlemen, most 
of whom treated the matter witli indif- 
erence, and a few of whom gave high! 
ongourazvment. Among the latter 
were Mr. William Saunders, then, as 
now, stperiutendent of the gardens aed 
grounds of the Department of Auricul- 
ture; Mr, Wilum M. Ireland, then 
as now, chief clerk of the fiuauce 


ment; Rev. Joun Trimble, Jr, Rev. 
À. B. Grosh and J. B. Thomson. Mr. 
Grosh is too well known.in Odd-fellow- 
slup to eecd special notice; whera the 
bistory of that order has been read, his 
eame is familar, Of the other gentle- 
men mentioned it 18 only necessary to 
say that they were, aed are, man of ex- 
cellent judginent and superior educa- 
jon, and all of them were high mem- 
hers of the Masonic fraternity and oth- 
er secret orders, and being proficient in 
ritualism, their assistance in tha prep 
aration of tha ritual of tha new orde 
was of a vary valuahlecharacter. The 
subject was informally canrassed by th: 
gontlemen mentioned, at differeat times: 
and various suggestions offered relative 
to the plan of orgamzatioe. — Acting on 
these suggestions, Mesars. Kelly aud 
Ireland, both of whom hoarded at the 
United States Hotel, oe Penasylvanir 
Avenue, together compiled 


Tho First Degree ef. the Order, 
iu room 45 of the hotel named, August 


5, 1867. Oe the 12tb of the same 
moeth, Mr. Saunders, who had been 


directed by the Commissioner of the De 
partment af Agriculture to proceed to 
certain points in the South and West in 
the interest of the department, took the 
ürst degree to St Louis, aed ie a letter 
to Mr. Kelly, Sandusky, Aug. 80, 
wrote: ‘I have mentionad your order 
to a good many and all agree in consid- 
ering the thing a graud iden" Dur- 
ing his tour, Mr, Saunders brought thu 
proposed new order to the attention of 
prominent agriculturists among them 
Mr. Anson Barilett, of Ohio, who was 
subsequently lected Overacer of the 
Nations] Grange, and Mr, Wm. Muir, 
of Missouri, asrociate editor of the Ru- 
ral World, published in St. Louis, and 
who was afier elected Steward of the 
National Grange. These gentlemen, 
x3 well as others to whom he mention- 
ed the subject, approved the scheme and 
thenceforward took a lively interest in 
ita success. Mr, Saunders reported 
Progress from time to time to the agricul- 
tural syodicate in Washington, and fur- 
nished them with the names of such 
gentleman as had promised to co oper- 
ate. Correspondence was entered into 
with these gentlemen, with Mr. A. S. 
Moss, and Mr. F, M. McDowell, prom- 
inent New York ayrtculturists, and oth- 
ere, and the result was tha reception off 
sugyestions, which were of more or less; 
value in the perfecting tbe ritualanil 
the formation of the Order. 

It was deemed necessary to the per- 
maneney of the order and ite effective, 
uesa in protecting agricultural intercata, 
io make it a secrat one. Its founders 
argued that persons enguged in many 
vocatioes other than farming haye ee- 
crete which are essential to their success 
in business, aed even the Fenate of the 
United States has itg executive sess- 
ions, which are held with closed doora. 
Of this 

Secret Fentnro of the Order 

Mr. Saunders wrote as follows in the 
preamble; “Unity of action cannot be 
acquired without discipline, and disci- 
pline cannot be enforced without sig- 
ficant organization; hence we have 
a ceremony of initiation which binds 
usin mutual fraternity as with a band 
of iron, but although its influence is so 
powerful, its application ia as gentle a* 
that of the silken thread that hinda a 
wreath of flowers.”

— All 
questions in Masonry muat he ulti 
mately disposed of hy the Worshipful 
Masters in Orand Lodge assembled; so 
that when a man takes an cath of alls- 
giance to the Grund Lodge he virtuully 
obligates Limself to obey the will and 
pleasure of a class of men who are) 
boued by oath to assist each other in| 
meintoieing their authority ovar their| 
lodges, and wiio are also bound to sus- 
taiu each other in the exercise of car- 
tain privileges and the enjoyment of 
certau immunities not guaranteed to 
them by tha written laws of Masonry, 
which every Masou is houud to obay 
according to his obligation asa Master 
Mason. Worshiptul Masters are re 
sponsible ior them conduct while in 
office, not to the ledges over which 
they preside, but to the Orand Lodge. 
Or in other worda they are responsible 
only to each other, And they are very 
apt to excuse each othere transgresa 
ions when only the rights of an inferior 
claes of Masona are concerned, 


After receiviuy the letter from Grand 
Master Hawley iu which he refused to 
iuterfere ie the matter of my complaint 
aguinat Benj. Kersey, who was acting 
Worshipful of Yates City Lodge, July 
18th,1772, I wens to G. N. Pierce who 
was theu W, M. aud asked him if he 
knew of aay process by which a dissat-| 
infied Mason ceuld ohtain an honorable 
discharga. He replied that he did not 
keow of any such process, but thought 
that perhaps the Grand Master might 
grant à special dispensation if I could 
give good raason for being dissatisfied, 
Ltold him that I was diseatisfied en 
account of their heing no responsibility 
ou the part of the W. M, He told me 
that was a mistake; the W. M's. were 
responsible, uot to the lodges over 
which they presided, but te a power 
that would be likely todeal with them 
mnch more severely than would their 
lodges. I tben told him that the Graud 
Master had refused to inyestigate the 
charge male hy me against Benj, Ker- 
sey, aud I thought, and several mem 
bers of the lodge thought, that such 
things ought to be iuvestigated; that 
an honest investigation would hurt nof 
one but the guilty, He said tbat he 
too had received a letter from the 
Grand Master iniorming him that I had 
no grounds {in his opinion) for cum-] 
plaiet, He furthermore informed me 
that the Grand Master's. refusal to 1u- 
vestigate was the end of the matter, 
unless Ben. Kersey should prefer char- 
ges against me for malicious prosecu- 
tion, and Ben was threatening to pre- 
fer such charges, I replied to this that 
Tahould not allow Ben. Kersey or any 
other man to hold a threat of that kind 
over my head; that [ should see him im 


mediately and tell him plarely that he ` 


must prefer hie charges at once or dix 
claim any intention of doing so. He 
told me | had hetter let Ben. alone; 
that there wes coesiderable irritation 
on the subject which would die outil 
let aloue, L replied, ‘Phat is uot my 
way of settling difticulties. Jf there is 
any irritation it shall he brought to a 


| head as soon as possible." 


Accordingly | saw Ben, Kersey in a 
few days; had s long cuaversatioe with 
him on the aubject; swallowed hw 
stutement which was in dircet contra- 
diction to the evidence of all the wit- 
nesses; and left him with the Impres- 
sion on his part thut I intended to drip 
the controversy and allow him to have 
it all his own way. But thia letter bus! 
been drawn out to a greater length 
than Lintended and it is ahout time 
thatit was brought to a close, 


In my frst letter I described to you one 
of the processes by which black aheep 
were smuggled into the Masonic fcld. 
In my next I propose to alow youhow 
the thing is uue in the Elmwood 
Ludge, as the process has buen de- 
serthed to me hy Murrison Steele. The 
W. M. of sant Lodge agrees with me 
that all foul work that is tolerated hy 
the Grand Master ought to be exposed, 
But he is too tmd to expose i, — Nu 
more at present.

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rocecded to Stafford, a village about six miles cast from 
Bntavia. On arriving there Miller was seized by two men 
aud conducted to a room in the third story of a stone build- 
ing, ordinarily used as a Masouic lode room. — 1n this roum 
he was guarded by live inen, who suid they wer ag Us 
assistauis to French, and under lus orders. While thus 
secluded aud gunrded, his counsel with 4 or 5 of his friends ar- 
ived, andthe former after some aliort detontiou was permitteil 
by French to see him, The coustable was theu usked for a 
sight, or deseription of tho warrant by virtue ol which he 
Miller in enstod y, hut he steadily refused to exhibit ur 
descrihe it; but still left uo doubt on the nnud of Miller or his 
counsel, that the warrant wasin m criminal proceeding, 
and at length avowed that it had been issued by a migis- 
trate at Le Roy. Kt should here he stated that nhout 3 di 
hefore the successive arrests of Morgan and Miller, Daw 
Johns, whose sudden appearance at Batavia hus been men 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place, A short tinio 
after Miller's introduction to the ledge room at Stafford, this 
same Daniel Jolms entered the room, holding in his hund u 
drawn sword, and walked with large nud quick steps across 
the room, and, as Miller deserihes it, seemed anxious to 
inspire terror iato the captive. Miller however ventured to re- 
monstrate with him, having learned in same way which he cmu- 
not recollect, that Johns was bis prosecutor, Johus however 
answered in n voice that faltered a little, *' Miller, 1 am only 
doing what I have been ordered to do," During his deten- 
tion it ilo room, oue of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to he leard hy allin the room, that he was uot 
to be tried at Le Roy, nor to stop there, nor to be 
tried hy au ordimnry tribunal, hut was going where Mor. 
gan was. Miller nsked, “What tribunal ?" He eplied, “You will 
see." The others made no remarks in denint orexplanatiou, 
but he heard one mau suy to another, ‘Miller is nothing but 
an entered apprentice." "To detail ull the evasive falsehoods 
and idle assertions, by which French and his coadjutors eu- 
deavnred to excuse themselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice's office at Le Roy, would be a useless waste of our 
own time aud the patience of the reader. 
Tt wus manifest that the couspirators wished to consume 
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the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of thcir 
plun, if it could br ayoided. But in the conrse of the after- 
ternoon, French, scemingly hy inadvertence, ndmitted tha 
the process he hail against Miller was in fact a processina civil 
suit; nod from that time his resolution sccmed somewhat 
shaken, About dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, nnd afwr many efforts 
on the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed before the justice, who had issued the 
iwürrant, French then gave directiona to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared. Miller staid in the ofice uhont half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the consta- 
ble and wnrrant, but neither constable, warmut, or plaintilf 
appenred, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he 
at liberty to go where be pleased. ‘his was nbout 
o'clock: in the evenings lt appeared from the docket of the 
mayistmte that a warrant had beeu issue against Miller, 
and one Jolin Davids, on the oath and ut the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids had been also arrested by the direc- 
tions of French, but the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he wasin his custody on tho jail limits, upon 
which he was dischnrged from the nrrest Miller having 
thus obtained permission to returu, vas making the best of 
his way toa public house, when French nnd Johns suddenly 
appeared ayain. The former endeavored to seize Miller by the 
collar, and called loudly for help to retake the prisoner— 
Joltns asked if there wns no person there who would help to 
secure that man, But although attempts were made to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a public hous~ 
nnd niter another stual attempt by French aud his 
associates to prevent him, he returned late at night tu Batavin, 
aud relieved his family from terror and alurm. That this 
luvless assemblage of meu took place for the purpose of se- 
curing the nrrest of Miller, by virtue of n process never iu- 
tended to be acted upon, we sliall take no trouble to show to 
the public. We have conclusive proof from the express dec- 
larations of those who led the troop, and from various other 
sources, that oue of the objects they had ia view was to pull

Anyjperson interested in agricultural 
pursuits, of the age of sixteen years 
(female), and eighteen yeera (males), 
duly proposed, elected, and complying’ 
with the rules and regulations of thel 
order, is entitled to membership and the 
benefit of tbe degrees taken, 


All charters and dispensations issue 
directly from the National Orange. 

Nine men and four women having re- 
ceived tbe four subordinate degrees,may 
receive a dispensation toorganize a sub- 
ordinate Orange, 

Applicatione for dispensations shall be 
made to the Secretary of the National 
Grange and be signed by the persoas 
applying for the same, aad be accom- 
pasied by a fee of fifteen dollars. 

Religious or political questions will 
not be tolerated as subjects of discus- 
sion in tha work of the order, and no 
political or religious test for membership 
shall be applied. 

The foregoing bears the ear-marks 
of Masonry in almost every line,— 
*'mutual instruction and protection,"— 
*'expand the mind by tracing the beau- 
tiful lawa the Oreat Creator has estab- 
lished in tbe uaiverse"—nothing of his 


laws in His Word,—muat be “propos- 
ed—eleoted—comply with rules andreg- 
ulations of the order,"—bes its 'de- 
grees,’ ‘charters, — 'dispenaations," 
a defiaite number having taken a defi- 
nite number of degrees to get » dispen- 
sation,—-defioite fee fora charter or 
dispensation—source of money-making, 
—and finally ‘religion aad politics are 
excluded subjects in the workinga of 
the order. No person conversaat with| 
the subject can donbt of the Masonio| 
lineage of this youag sprout ol secre- 
cy.

Freemasonry Forty Years Age 


Serrility of the R»ilglons Presa 
in 1831, 


From the files of the Boston Tele- 
graph, Aug. 8, 1831, is extracted the 
following scathing review of the Ke- 
corder, n leading religious jourual off 
the same city. Like cases are so often 
met at the present time, that tho arti- 
cle ie not without a melansholy intor- 
enti— 

In our Inst paper we staled that) 
Messrs, Willis and Tracy, of the Re-| 
corder, had mede a feint at recouncing 
their ullegiance to the Masonic institu- 
tion, That our renders may judgo for 
themeelvea we place their deolarations 
in nur columns of today. The timo 
was, when such statementa and osten- 
sible pledses would have in a mess- 
ure silenced objections on the part ofl 
Anti-masons, and probably have satis- 
Bed a largs portion of the Chrietian 
Public; but, that time has gone by. 
People know more about Freemasonry 
now than they did onca, . . . 


Mr. Willis was a proprietor of the 
oldest and moet widely circulated relig- 
ious newepsper in the land. He had 
emphatically set himself up as a watch- 
man In Zion, and a faithful recorder of| 
whatover migbt materially effect the 
cause of religion and interests of the 
churches, The religious publio waa 
paying him thousands of dollara annu- 
ally for information, Christiane and 
cburches had the rght to expect, and) 
fidelity to tho gospel. demanded a full 
exhibition of all those facts aud princi- 
plea which tended either facihinte or 
obstruct the march of divine truth aud 
the edvancement of tba Re«deemers| 
kingdom, Sustaining auch a relation tol 
the churches and community at large, 
it was dificult to see how he oould be| 
honest and faithful to his trust without 
stating facts and exposing the abomina- 
tions of Freematonry, especially so far, 
as they had a hearing upon religious 
privilegea and righta in connection 
with tha purity and influence of the 
gospel, The blasphemous rites and) 
obligations of that inatitution hsd he- 
gun to be developed. Tbe cry of 
murder bad been heard within its 
portals. It began to be discovered, 
that the principles of the order, con-| 
nected by profsne end bloody oetha, 
were the bones aad emews of the great 
anti-Christisn heaet of tbe lest daye. 


Under such circumstaocee, it woe not 
strange that the ory of the Christian 
publio wae loud and long for informa-| 
tiou Tha church as well as civil 
community was agitated to her center. 
In her own bosom were to ba found 
multitudea, who bad “lived delicious- 
ly sad committed fornlestion” witb this 
great epiritual harlot; and she had the 
right to call upon her physicians futh- 
fully to probe ber wounds, and to pre- 
scrihe the menaa for her restoration aud 
soundness, This information Mr. Wil- 
lis had it in his power to give, He 
was the best situated for this purpose 
of any man in the community, — His 
establishment was old, permanent 
and well supported, and his publica 
tion was read every week hy many thou- 
sands, Ifthe many scoree of papers 
on his exchange list were silent as 
death, it wae still the more necessary 
for him to blow the trumpet in Zion;| 
and there were hundreds who were 
ready to give him the most ample aud| 
faithful testimony cooceraing the abom-| 
inations of an institutioa in all reepeots 
hostile to the ohurcb, and more foul, 
extensive and powerful than probably 
any other which ever erated oa earth. 
But, under such circumstances, and un- 
der auch aa imperious call to duty, 
what did Mr, Willis do? Did be blow! 
the trumpet in Zion and sound thel 
alarm? Notin the least. Did he pro- 
fesa to msiatain neutrality, and to have 
nothing to do with the controversy on) 
either side? Yea, Did he observe 
that aeutrality which he professed to. 
maintain? No, When a full and seri- 
ou» renunciation of Freamasoary was 
offered him for publication from an em- 


Henry Sewall]in the state of Maino, 
andothersof asimilar nature from oth- 
er sources, did he give them n place in 
the Hecorder? No. What reason did 
the editor of the Recorder ncaign for 
excludmg such communications from ita 
columns?

Were tha communicstions of Gen. 
Sewall and others, whicb could not find 
a ploce in the Recorder politicall No 
more than the epistles of Paul are 
political which exhort Christisns 
to be subject to oivil authority. 
Were tlie “letters of R v. Henry Junes,” 
which could not find a place in the £e- 
corder, political? Fur fromit. Never 
did auy human productione breathe a 
purer spirit of Christianity or confine 
themselves more exclusively to the in- 
teresto of the church and religion, flag 
tho ‘topic’ of Masonry snd Anti-mason- 
ry heen ‘more disputed snd inflamma 
tory” than the principles which have 
agitated the Unitarian controverey, in 
which the Recorder has been engaged 
from the beginniog! Not in the least, 
But did the Recorder obsorve that 
strict neutrality on the subject of Ma- 
sonry end Anti-masonry whicb had, 
been avowed hy ita editors, No 
When a large number of Masonic pro- 
feasora of religion, from tbe state of 
Vermont, forwarded their vindication 
of themselves and Masonic principles, 
and virtually charged the lie upon 
more than five hundred seceders, in- 
eluding ministers of the gospel, civil- 
ians of the highest distinction and pur- 
est character, and many private mem- 
bera of the church, it was very prompt- 
ly inserted, notwithstanding the "ine 
flammatory” and “ political ** nature of 
ths subject, When Rev, Joseph Searle 
forwarded a communication, called a 
"'rennnciation" of Freemssonry, in 
which he expressly ssid, “Z have 
nothing to renounce,” it appears to have 
found an immediate insertioa in tho 
Recorder, with no other apology than 
the following salvo: 


" Tbe course which we have hereto- 
fore pursued ia regard to Anti-masonry 
does not preclude us from publishing 
an act of reauncistioa hke the follow- 
ing; we therefore comply with tha re- 
qacet of the writer.” 

Had we the files of the Recorder, we 
could easily show that, in many other 
instances, eucb kind of neutrality bas 
been maiataiaed,as to throw the whole 
weight of its character and influence 
upon tho side of Freemasonry.

The Religions Amendment to the U. S. 
Coustitntion. 


CAIL FOR A NATIONAL CONVENTION. 

The people of the United Statea are 
awakening to the fact that the Nation- 
al Constitution is destitute of any ex. 
plicit acknowledgement of Ood or the 
Christian religion. Although it is the 
fundamental law of a great Christian 
people, ite want of a distinot Christian 
character bas led even such men aa 
Dr. Woolsey, Ex-President of Yale 
College, to state that it would need no 
change to adapt it to a Mohammedan’ 
nation. 

Thus, mnny of the friends as well 
as tbe foes of Chrietianity are pointing 
out a strange inconsistency. While it 
ia an indieputable fact that our govern- 
ment ia, ond alwaya has heen, admin- 
istered in connection with the Chris- 
tian religion; that many of ita laws, 
customs, and inetitutions are distinct- 
ively Christian, it is yet maintained on 
the one aide, and admitted on the oth-| 
er, that the Constitution, with wbicb 
ell our laws and institutions abould 
accord, is no more Chriatian than Mo- 
bammedan. 

This inconsistency, long a mattar of 
deep regret to many of our beat citi- 
zens, is now a cause of alarm. It is 
beiag used persistently, and in many 
instances successfully, against the Chris- 
tian institutions of our nation. It is 
made the basie of the most dangerous) 
assaults on the use of the Bible iu the 
common schools, Sabbath laws, public 
fasts and thankegivings, prayers in 
Oongress and State Legislatures, and 
all other simila: features of our national 
life.

Investing Monoy for Jesus, 


That it is allowable and right for tho 
people of Ood to lay up treasures aod 
accumulate the goods of this world 
seems olear, and admits of no douht 
from the teeching of the Scriptures. 
But that the people of Ood have a gos- 
pel right and privilege, either by pre- 
ceptor example, to apply the same 
accumulated goods in any way, or to 
any purpose that their feocy or wishes 
may dictate to them, we greatly douht. 
This is far from being the way that Je- 
sus points out to us, as we are by him 
represented only ns stewards over the 
goode, while the Lord is the rightful 
Proprietor. So that if we wieh to serve 
our Master acceptably we muet neces- 
sarily consult his divine will, aa to how 
we shall dispose of them. 

And as money seeme to be included 
as a pert of the goods ovar which we 
have the stewerdship, I think the cap- 
tion of tbis article a pertinent one. It 
ie well known that maoy of our breth- 
ren have grown wealthy, and no doubt, 
legitimately so, in sn honornbla, up- 
right, straight forward business, and as 
long as we see them making a faithful 
disposition of their accumulated goods, 
we have 0o cause to censure, but rather 
feel to juetify them, But when wa sce 
them foliow the example of a money- 
loving, mooey-craving, monopollziog 
world by investing the Lord's goods in 
railroed bonds, or plece them in the 
care of eome wenlthy bank, or woree 
yet, to sea them go into the banking 
business themselves, then our justif- 
cation ceases and a dispoeilion to re- 
prove euch n course takee its place, 

I think we ougbt to consider it one 
of Ood'e ecourgee if some of our breth- 
ren have met a temporal lose in the 
late financial panic, on account of non- 
producing stock, gamblers and recklesa 
speculators, Perbape a few mora euch 
shocks will give us more confidence in 
the Lord's securities, and a lit- 
tle less confideoce in the wild- 
cot securities that hava character 
ized the late money panic. The 
Lord tells us thnt "He that giveth to 
the poor lendeth to the Lord.” And 
when our confidence in that promise ia 
lost, we then lend to therich, thinking 
our money ie more secure, So when 
the bottom falls out of these earthly 
securities, let ue try the Lord's banke 
and see whether we wiil be dieappoint- 
ed. Again, how meny of

"In Persia estrology is recognized 
as a science, galmost as much as in the 
days ofthe Magi. While the poorer 
clesses cennot afford to concult the as- 
trologers 10 their alfura, the wealthy 
and ruling olassee, up to the Shah bhim- 
self, pay tbe highest deference to the 
calculations of the profession, If e 
journey is to he undertaken, or a mar-| 
riage celchrated, or a rohe of honor to 
he put on in public, the astrologer ie 
summoned to ascertain the propitious 
hour Implicit obedience is accorded 
to his utterances. Shonld the day 
fixed for a journey prove inconvenient- 
ly early, still exact compliance is given| 
to the requirements of the heuvenly 
hodies, At the appointed hour the 
traveler leaves his bouse, and gocs to 
the next door neighbor's, or to n garden 
beyond tbe city walls. He may there 
spend days or weeke iu completing his 
Preperations composedly, In no case, 
however, may he revisit bis own house; 
he is supposed to be absent on hie 
journey. 

“The entrance to the city, too, on 
returning, must he at the propitious 
hour revealed by the astrologer. Rather 
tben anticipate it, tbe party, he it king | 
or prince or eubject, halts a few milea 
distant, aud whiles awny superfluous 
time in the Persian's favorite employ- 
ment of smoking or tea-drinking. 

"The faith reposed in the nstrolo- 
gers, in foreensting eventa, was ludi- 
erouely displayed two or three years 
ago, when they ennounced 1o the peo- 
ple of Tahriz a desolating earthquake. 
The whole city and country were filled 
with alarm.

Address of the New York Stata Con- 
ventlon. * 


To the People of the State of New 

York:— 

Fettow Crrizexe:—From timo to 
time we have met in Convention for the 
purpose of expressing our opposition to 
Freemasonry and its kmdred ordere. 
Gnce more we have met for this pur- 
pose, and once more we set befora you 
in a few words, the reason for the ac- 
tion we deem it necessary to take. 

Fream»sonry is a government bidden 
from and hostile to the government of 
the United Ststes. Ita Jawa are for tha 
protection of Masons, and not in form 
orin spirit like the lawa nf the State. 
Tha good citizen is hound to sustain the 
laws of the visible, and the Mason ie 
bound bound to sustain the laws of 
his Invishle Empire. If then, there 


two ure opposed to each other, it is 
manifest, that just eo fast as the Invisi- 
‘le Empire gams adherents, good citi- 
ens are lost to the state, and that if 
Aasonry is to live, the United States 
govarnment must cease to exist. 


| ‘The laws of the land are designed to 
secure justice for att men. The laws 
of tha Insiubls Empire are designed to 
secure favors for all Masons. The 
State endeavors to protect citizens, by 
punishing violators of law. The lodge 

| endeavors to protect Masone against the 
laws of the land as long as they are 
true to their obligations to the Invisible 

| Empire, 

The laws of the United States forhid 
slander; theft, murder and treason. 
The laws of this Invisihla Empire 
bind Masons not to alander, steal 
from, or murder Masons, and pro- 
tects them ia slandering, stealing 
from, or murdering any ono else, This 
was proved for all time, by the murder 
af Wm. Morgan, who having put him- 
self outside the proteetion of the lodge 
hy revealing its secrets, wes slandered, 
stolen from his wife and cbildren, and 
then murdered with tbe unanimous 
consent of all sdhering momhers of 
this order. 

lt is true this murder hecame known, 
lut it was intended to he secret,as euch 
murders since have been, and it should 
he evident that to the dallest iutelleet 
an ]nvisible Empire with secret laws 
and penalties, will do its murderous 
work secretly so far aaltcan. It is to 
be noted that this and like crimes do not 
result from the abuse of, hut adherence 
to Masonic obligations. 

By the laws of this Invisible Empire, 
tbe smallest violation of Ma:onic law is 
punishable with death, itis hence ut- 
terly imposs ble to enforea Masouic law 
without murder. But though Masona 
who break their oaths bave heen, and 
are to be murdered, murderers who be- 
long to the order are to he?protected 
in the crime. 

Publie ofciala may steal the pub- 
lic money hy millions, Vanderpool may 
murder Field, and Siokes may shoot 
Fisk; courts may hecome market hous- 
er, where justice is sold in large or amall 
quantitiee to auit purchasers, taxes may 
ba heavy, and returns for labor ligbt, 
hut so long as a large number of our 
office-holders sre subjecta of this Invis- 
ihle Empire, justice will ha turned 

[away backward, trutb,will fall in the 
| streets, and cquity will not be allowed 
| to enter. 

These secret. ordera are destroying 
the confidenca hetween men to an 

| alarming extent, and unless progress in 
| this direction can ha atopped, men will 
soon come to rely upon force to seeure 
thair rights, and reliance upon lorce'ia 
anurohy. Painful illustrationa. of this 
sad result are not wanting. France, 
Spain, Mexico, and the Republies of 
| Central and South America, have 
been ao honey-combed hy aecret eeso- 
| cations ot varioua names: Jesuits, Ma- 
sons Friends of the People, and so 
forth, that now no man trusts his fel- 
| low, and the unhappy masses vibrate 
| from the despotism of the whole. 
| The action ofsecret associations upon 
| the religion of nations cannot he dis- 
missed without at least a paesing notice, 
Gh it ia a melancholy fact, that a na- 
tion ia never demoralized and destroyed, 
without the consent and co-operation 
of the ministry and the church. 

In the countries wa have named, the 
ministers, or priests, have been direct- 
ors or influentiai members of the secret 


elana which have-corrupted the peopla| 


and rendared self government well nigh 
impossible, 

Bo in our own land many ministers 

| havo entered this secret and Invisible 
Empire, which is also a false and idola- 
trous religion, while many more stand 
silent and timid heforeis, Tha religion 
| of Christ is eupplonted hy tha rel 
of the lodge. Men hecome reconciled 
[toa despotio religion, which invariably 
| leads to a despotic atate—and n corrupt- 
ed and fallen church leads to this de- 
mornlizing work which must end in 
either regeneration or rnin, 

"Uheas being our convictions, we here- 
by renaw our tcatimony ogainst this 
protector of all villainy, and pledga to 
this cause of God and humanity our 
faithful and persistent labors. 


Sketches of Masonry nt the Sonth. 


William Bid, a citizen of Lumpkin 
county, Georgia, a Juatice of the Peaca 
and a Freemason, at an advanced age 
died a few wecka since, Mr. Biard, 
though professing no nther religion 


than that of the lodge, was a man of 
good morals, heing m low worldly cir- 
cumstances, he, however, fell $12 he- 
hind in paying up his dues to the 
lodgs, and for this reason the lodge in 
Dahlonegs refused to give him a Ma- 
sooio funeral. Gn learning their de- 
terminstion, Mr. Wileheart Bane, a 
German helonging to the same lodge 
and near neighbor to Biard, went eight 
miles to Dahlonega to request the lodge 
to bury the deceased hrother Masoni- 
cally, hut they absolutely refused on 
the ground that he was behind in set- 
tling up his dues. His family pur. 
chased & parcel of white-headed tacks 
which they gavə to the carpenter io 
drive into the lid of the coffin in the 
form of a compases and rqunre, but he, 
hemg a Mason, absolutely refused to 
confer the honor on hisdeeeased hroth- 
er, Hence it appears that Mr. Baird 
was discarded hy hie Masonio brethren 
solely on the ground of bis poverty.

Cubon Musonry. 


Editor of the Cynosure: — 

In President Grant's last message I 
find the following: 

OUDAN GLAVERY. 

In taking leave of the subject for tbe 
present I wish to renew the eapracsion 
of my conviction that the existence of 
African slavery in Cuba is the priner- 
pal cause of the lamentable condition of) 
the island, 

I have psid eome attention to the 
difficulties with Freemasonry in Cuba. 
for a few yesre, and if what appears in 
the Chicago Tribune of Nov. 20th in 
true, why did not tbe President refer 
to thie cxciting cause which calle for 
such a stir among Masons of this coun- 
try— 

“Naw Yong, Nov. 19,—Gwing to a 
statement contained in a letter from 
Havana, that on tha mght of the 7th 
inst., when the news of the capture of 
the Virginius reached Santiago, the 
Spanish volunteers, in their fiendish, 
exultation over their triumph, visited 
the widows of the Masons who were 
abot in 1868, and brutally outraged the 
helpless woman, aod in the etruggle (it 
ie stated) four of the women were kil- 
led, seven have since. died, and several 
were in aucb a dangerous condition 
that they cannot possibly recover, a pe 
tion, now circulating in this city, ie 
heing signed generally hy tha Mastera 
of the Masonic lodges in New York 
and Past Masters of lodgea residing 
here, calling for an emergent session ot 
the Grand lodge of the state. to take. 


such action as may he necessary. Sim- 
ilar action on the part of the Masonic 
| lraternity is being taken in New Jeracy 
| and Massachusetts.” 


Iutha report of the San Domingo 
Commission, sent out in 1871, is found 
tha following: 

‘The Spanish occupation of the js- 
land in 1881 was found to ha consum- 
mated by fraud and to he most unsatis- 
factory and oppressive in results, civil 
and religious; threataning dangar to 
the Masonic fraternity, a large and in- 
ffuential order on the Ieland. 
Tbe people rehelled and drove the 
Spanisb into atrongholds on the coast," 

Not far from the time of the above 
report I cut from the New York Trib- 
une the following berapa: 

“Crry oF Mexico, March 6th, via. 
Havanna, March 7th.—The Voice de 
Cuba, publishes articles, to-day, denun- 
cietory of Masonry iu Cuba. The Ma- 
| sons lately arrested for holding a meet 
ing contrary to the orders of the Cap- 

tain General aro eti] in jail," 

vHavanna, June 22d.—All tbe Spanish 
and forcign members of the Masonic or- 
derarrested for attending a meeting of 
lodges have heen released onsgiving the 
bail to appear for trial at the summons 
of a military court." 

"Nw Yoaz, July 15, — Dispatches 
just received from Havanna say that on 
the 22d of Juna twenty of the thirty 

| Masons imprisonad on the charge ofi 
| having held seeret meetings and con- 
| apirmg with the revolutionists were re- 
leased. Nine Spaniards and the other 
ten Cubana are still prisoners, A short 
time ago one of tho Cuban Masons was 
tortured for refusing to tell what he 
knew of the rebellion, after which he 
was put in a dark cell and fed on hread 
aud water over a week; thence he was 
again taken and whipped whilo naked 
for refusing to disclosa what hid heen 
told him, saying ' ' My oath as a Mason 
and a msn ie too sacred; death I hon- 


or" The ten Cubans ore still prison- 
ers,” 


It appears by the foregoing extract 
that Masonry as well as slavery causes 
them much trouble, and is it not strange 
that the Masons of this country have not 
heen aroused before! Spanish, foreign 


and Cuhan Masons imprisoned just for 
disobeying military orders and punish- 


ed for not disclosing to their govern- 
ment what had heen told tbem *'on the 
square" of course! Horihlel How 
could the Masons of this country wait 
for acts still more horrible heforecalling 
the *Grend Ledge” togethar.® But 
whet do the Masons proposa to do now 
in calling the Grand lodge?” Ohl 
that is a secret the government must 
uever know. 

I believe during our terrible war, our 
government was not eo cruel as to pro- 
bibi: Masons from meeting in their se 
eret conclaves, hut in conversing with 
scores of returned soldiers, nearly all 
express their unqualified helief that Ma- 
sonry was a great hindrance, in many 
ways, in putting down the rebollion.

When we read or hear of a thing with 
which we sre not fully conversant, we 
inquire, " Whatisit good for,” ** What's 
its purpose,’ ‘For what end is it in- 
tended?" This heing learned we are 
soon able to form some notion of its 
character; hut when we cannot he in- 
formed the next and only resort is to 
follow and examine its tracks, These 
tracka are effects and from them by in- 
duction we trace tbe cause.

clamor through the dismal hours. and, 
the ahrieks of the mutilated and dying 
greet our ears, or tha dead Isy strewn 
in our way, and no light is thera and 
to our inquiriea no reply is made ex 
cept the echoea of our own voice, what 
do we then infer? What would have: 


been the feeling and instant inquiry of 


the anxious father and mother of the 
unfortunete Leggett, had they on that 
fatal night wandered along the banks 
of the murmuring Six-Mile Creek, 
when the dying groans and almost de- 
lirious ories of" Gbdon'tl^ “Gh don’t!” 
“Take it off!" "Take it off!" of an ea- 
piring son had met them. 
What] Can we,—men, — men with 
soula paca unmoved thia scene! Have 
we no feeling? Have we no heartat 
Have we no powers! Is there not 
enough here tohoi? the hlood and throb 
the heart? Can we, dare we stand 
mute hefore this monster, which 
breathes poison and plague in the very 
vitals of all that is worthy in hoth 
cburch and state? 

What could have heen the reply of 
the faculty of Cornell Univarsity when 
asked hy the hareaved parents, Why 
the death of our son? Could they say 
wo nre not responsible, when the 
crime was committed hy an organiza- 
tion approved hy them! If they do 
not sanction the '' Kappa Alpha’ they 
at least permit it aad a parmit hy a le- 
gal authority is equivalent to a tanc- 
tion; or, will they he weak enougb to 
say, “'ltis beyond our power!” Ifso 
what is their power; where their exec- 
utive; where is the power that has the 
right to stop the organization of means 
for the destruction of life anywhere, ea- 
cept thoae who can act from a legal 
basis? Ba tha answer what it may, 
upon the executiveaof Carnell iseprink- 
led the blood of tha murdered Leggett. 
Ifthe Faculty and Regents he Igno- 
rant as to the neture ond effects of such 
societies, so. much the more ara they 
the less excusah!a becausa their sanc- 
tion givea it credit and they thue are 
aubserihing to something of which they 
know nothing—a circumstance that is 
a disgrace vo a man of common intelli- 
gence, and on the part of the learned is 


inexcusable beyond all toleration, and 
deserves censure and ridicule, conse-| 


quently they either know and are crim- 


inal for permitting, or sre eriminol for 
allowing their own ignorance. ` 
I bave my opinion of the real eandor 
and worth of o professor who is either 
nominally or actively connected with 
eueh a society, Men ought to consid- 
er what they should, as well as what 
| they should not balong tx, It seems to 
me that ine land and ina day where 
men devoted to principle and men of 
solid worth are so strongly demanded, 
men, at least in high places and posi- 
tions of trust and reaponsihility ought 
to ba exceedingly discreet, use much 
foretbought, call largely upon their 
discriminating powar of what is moral- 
ly rigbt and wrong, make their hours of 
consideration many and often enter feel- 
ingly and epiritedly into fervent, heart- 
felt, pious prayer. 

Are they a henefit to a etndentt 
They are not, morally or intellectually, 
Can they be sociaily? No. For one 
to he benefitted socially must ha hene- 
fittad mentally, morally, becausa upon 
these primarily rest all bis relations to 
his fellows. — All the benefit that can 
be claimed for them is strictly selfish, 
end this man ought not to have, for of 
self msn has enough without any devel 
opment, encouragement or aide, Then 
what do we find to recommend them! 
| No morals, no intelligence, absolutely 
rothing. Yes, worsa than nothing, 
hecauee anything that does not advance 
invariably deteriorates, 


The Patrons—Whore the Money Goes 
Advantages and Disndyontages. 


An agricultural correspondent of the 
Chicogo Tribune, who aeems to write 
from experience, presents a very com- 
mon sense view of the granges, out- 
side any mornl relations of the order: 

The time wea ripe for a new order of 
thiogs and the farmer's clubs came for- 
ward to occupy the position and to be- 
come tha moving power, 

Tt ia true that the Patrons of Hus- 
handry bad made a sickly attempt at 
aomething: hut, as this measure eman- 
ated from Washington, it was looked 
upon with euspicion. But parties in 
Towa, Illinole and other atates tock 
hold of it, and to a great extent mod- 
ified and remodeled the institution, and 
gave tho order new lifo and vigor. 
But, after all, itis simply a farmer's club 
with closed doors and a ritual. In the 
first degree it is a personstion of "La- 
horar and Maid;" in the second, that 
of the “Cultivator and the Shepherd- 
esa;” third, “Harvester and Gleaner;" 
fourth, *Husbandman and Matron;" 
All of these make upa pantomime that 
serves to amuse, as thay draw in tha 
whole of the membere to take a part 
We may put these plays on a footing 
with blind men'a buf, apin the platter, 
or finding the hutton. It is simply 
amusement to draw young people to- 
gether, and the first. object of tha or- 
der was for simply social, moral, and 
mental instrnetion, That, at least, 
was the avowed object of Mr, Saund- 
era. But Mr. Kelley, whois the real 
head, gave it a broader field, tinged with 
Washington ideas; hut tbesa bad to a 
great extent, to give place in the re- 
modeling to suit the present crisia, and 
to meet tba present wants of the peo- 
ple. 

The young people are drawn to it by 
the novelty and aa soon as that weara 
off, it will prove a simple farmer'a club. 
Ite virtues and ita adyanteges have 
bean greatly exaggarated, which may 
retract on the membership. It has also 
the disadvantage of hemg a rather

If our farmer's cluh, thet has heen 
swallowed up in thie grange, had paid 
out this sum for such newspapers as 
adyocated their interest, or invested In 
a club librsry, I bave no douht that in 
the end it would be all the hetter. 
But thisis notthe end ofit, for we have 
to pay for our regalia, which will cost 
somctbingz more than $1.00 for each 
member, and added to this is 10 cents 

| per montb for monthly dues; 0 cents 
a quaster of this goes to the State 
Grange, New mamhers pay, male 
£5, and females 32, of which sum $t 
for each male and 60 cents for cach 


female, goes to the Stste Grange, 
The remainder of these sums—that is, 


of the new members and monthly dues 
—is retained hy tbe grange for its own 
use, If I could eve any advantage, 
any eceret art hy which we could grow 
more crops for less labor and money, 
could sell our produce foru greater 
price, or could purchase nur supplies) 
for lese money than tbe members off 
farmer's olubs, I would he satisfied; 
hut thus far no such scerets have heen 
given in cherge of our grange. 

The only feature thnt looks like an 
advantage is tbe social one; hut then 
we ougbt to bave these pantomime 
plays. 


AT A Laas Oost, 

The charges are too high. The old 
men meet to transnet the ordinary husi- 
ness of the eluh, and the young men 
and we of the softer sex are drawn to- 
gether for the eske of the show. 1 fear 
thot, unlees the cost is lessened and 
new features put in the pantomime, 
that there will he n falling off, and that 
the ritual, whicb is the common bond,| 
may cease to hold us ss one hody with) 
one mind. As it is, I doub 
ifthe Patrons have accomplished as 
mueb as they wohld have done openly, 
through the farmers clubs. When I 
hecome a little mora familinr with the 
fit of the regalia and the workings of 
the order, I may give my views more 
at length, |

in the knowledge to he gamed on join- 
ing the order, for I was catiafied that 
thera was nothiog within the order of 
any value that could not ha reached 
outside of it, and that ite vaunted sa.

Our vote came 
almost entirely from the Republican 
ranks and their mojority in this county 
is small; cousequently every argument 
anddevice, fair and false, was employed 
to keep the party intuct, and to injure 
representation of the anti-secret candi- 
dates, I think for the first vote, under 
the circumstances, we did well. The 
vote in this (Marion) township was 
60; inCenter 50; Jefferson 37; Stock 31;

A South Afrlcon Fonernl,

Dexia: On arriving there Miller was seized hy two meu 

aud conducted to a room in the third story of a stone build- 

iug, ordinarily used as a Masonio lodge room. In this room 
he was guarded by five men, wlio suid they were acting us 
assistants to French, and under lis orders. While thua 
secluded aud guarded, his counsel with 4 or 6 of bis friends ar- 
rived, andthe former after somo short detention was permitted 
hy French to sce him. ‘lho constable was thon asked for a 
sight, or description of the warrant by virtuo of which he 
held Miller in custody, but he steadily refused to exhibit or 
describe it; hut still left no douht on tbe mind of Miller or bis 
counsel, that tho warrant wasin a criminal proceeding: 

and at length avowed that it had been issued by a migis- 
trate at Le Roy. It sbould hero he stated that about 8 days 
before tho successivo arrests of Morgen and Muller, Dauiel 
Johns, whose sudden appearaace at Batavia has heen weu- 
tioned, suddenly disappeared from that place, A short ume 
after Miller's introduction to the lodge room at Stafford, this 
sumo Daniel Johns entered tho room, holdiag in his hand a 
drawn eword, and walked with large and quick ateps across 
the room, and, as Miller deseribce it, seemed auxious to 
inspire terrorinto the captive. Miller however ventured to re- 
mousteate with him, having learned in some way which he eau- 
uot recollect, thatJohas was his prosecutor. Johns howover 
answered in n voice that faltered a httle, '' Miller, I am only 
doing what I have been ordered to do.” Duriug his deten- 
tion ru the room, one of the guards told him in language 
loud enough to be heard hy allin the room, that he was not 
to he tried at Le Roy, nor to stop thero, nor to be 
tried by an ordinary tribunal, hut was going where Mor- 
gan was. Miller asked, "What tribunal 1" He replied," You w il 
see," ‘The others made no remarks in denial or explanation, 

hut he heard one man eay to agother, "Millor is aothing but 
an entered apprentice,” To detail all the evasivo falsehoods 
aad idle assertions, hy which French and his coadjutors en- 
deavored to excuse tliemselves from proceeding with Miller to 
the justice’s office at Le Roy, would bea useless waste of our 
own time aad the patience of the reader. 


It was manifest that the conspirators wished to consume 


82 
the time until night should favor the completion of their 
projects, and that to proceed to Le Roy was no part of thair 
plan, if it conld be avoided. But in the course of the after 
teruoon, French, seemiagly hy inadvertence, admitted tha 
the process he had against Miller was in facta process in a civit 
"suit; and from that time his resolution seemed somewhat 
shaken. Ahout dusk the whole crowd proceeded, with much 
noise and tumult, to Le Roy, 4 miles, and after many efforts 
oa the part of French to prevent him from so doing, Miller 
got himself placed hefore the justice, who had issued the 
warrant, French then gave directions to two of his assist- 
ants, and disappeared, Miller staid in the offico ahout half 
an hour, during which time the justice called for the consta- 
hle and warrant, hut neither constahle, warrant, or plaintiff 
appeared, and the justice informed Mr. Miller that he was 
at liherty to go where he pleased. This was about nine 
o'clock in the evenings Jt nppeared from the docket of the 
magistrate that a warrant had been issued against Miller, 
and one John Davids, on the oath and at the request of Dan- 
iel Johns; John Davids had heen also arrested i5 the direc- 
tions of French, hut the sheriff of the county informed 
them that he was in his custody on the jail limits, upon 
which he was discharged from tho arrest. Miller baviag 
thus ohtained permission to return, was making the hest of 
his way toa public house, when French and Johns sudden] 
appeared again, The former endeavored to seize Miller hy tha 
e. and colled loudly for help to retake tbe prisoner— 
Johns asked if there was no person there who would help to 
secure that man, Butidthough attempts were mnde to regain 
possession of Miller, he succeeded in reaching a public house 
aad after another ineffectual attempt by French and his 
associates to prevent him, he returned Inte at night to Batavia, 
and relieved his family from terror and alarm. That this 
lawleas assemblage of men took place for the purpose of se~ 
curing the arrest of Miller, by virtue of a process never in- 
tended to he acted upon, we shall take no trouble to show to

At present ‘two mites’ is a large eum 
to give away. While seeking to de- 
crease all expenses, we are disposed to 
make short work with outgoes that are 
quite onder onr control, like those for 
benevolence. Onr resources are en- 
dangered; therefore we aay, by our ac- 
tions, that unless the Lord will give ue 
hetter assurance of pecuniary pros- 
perity he ean receive very little foan- 
cial aid from ue in return, Especially 
will this be the case if our giving fs 
witbout system, —if its amount depends 
npon tbe ahility of aa agent, or upon 
our mood when an object is present- 
ed. 

We need to give up tbeidea that pri- 
vate interests are of first importance. Tt 
is a fit time for us to acknowledge that 
God's is the only business wbioh must 
go forward, and that, in fect, his husi- 
nese is ours—the one shove all others, 
to which our capital is pledged.

De Quincy 
tells ofhimself that, when traveling 
ence on the roof of a coech, he fell | 
neleep from weariness snd weakness, 
being at the time in bad health, and 
lurched ageinst another passenger, 
whoawoke him with much surlinese, 
and complained morosely of this inva- 
sion of his comfort. De Quincy apolo- 
gized, said he was unwell,but would do 
what he could to avoid falling asleep 
for the future. Nature would not he 
coerced, bowever, and he was soon 
slumbering again; when he felt the arm 
of his surly neighbor passed around him 
to prevent his felling, aud in all the 
etages of his journey, thereafter he eot- 
ed witb tbe tenderness of a woman to- 
ward the invalid. 

Much practicel philosophy lies in the 
seying of one litile hoy to another, 
‘Don't speak £o croes; there's no use in 
it" Truly no use for anything hene- 
ficial or pleasant, hut much use for the 
infloming of discord and establishment 
of malice. Especielly in domestio life 
is the sherp answer one of Saten's 
choice engines for the creation ot all 
uncberitableness, And those whocan 
refrain from it under provocation bave 
achieved a great victory over them- 
selves, One of the most tried and 
most holy women that ever lived acted 
thus, as described by her celebrated 
son, Augustine, “She had learned not 
to resist an angry husband, not in deed 
only, hut even in word. Only when he

Freemasonry Forty Tears Ago 


Masoule Ontrago—Letter from Solo- 
mon Southwicks 


Arpan, Aug. 2, 1831. 
To the Editor of the Boston Press. | 

Drar Si:—Il bave just returned) 
from an excursion into the westera hor-| 
der of your state; nnd as eome occur- 
rences which 1 met with may not he 
uninteresting vojyour readers, I submit 
a &ketcb for your consideration, 

Inthe summer of 1830 1 wrote a 
course of lectures on the Bible. which 
I have eince delivered in various pleces. 
Not long since a gentleman. who isone 
of the tutors in Williams College, Wil- 
liamstown, sent me an invilation, sanc- 
tioned hy the able, worthy and vener- 
sble President of the Collegs to deliver 
my whole coursa at that place, and 
proffering me the College chapel for| 
the purpose, I went accordingly,but for 
reasons of mere convenience delivered 
my lecturesat the. Congregational meet- 
ing bouse, of which the Rey. Mr.Grid- 
ey is pastor, to numerous and respect- 
able audiences, But wishing to extend 
the sphere of my usefulness in a 
good and hallowed cause, es well 
as to meke the hest use off 
my tme in other respects, I made| 
an arrangement to deliver my lectures 
atthe ehurches of North. Adams aud 
Williamstown alternately. To facilitate 
this arrangement, the Rev. Mr. Grid- 
ley of Wulhamstown geve me a letter of 
introduction to Rev, Mr. Yeomans. of 
North Adams, who politely offered me 
the use of his pulpit, I went to North 
Adams, agreeably to this arrangement; 
on Monday the 11th of July, nud atthe 
hour appointed, commenced the deliv- 
ery of my first lecture to a numerous 
and respectable audience of ladies and) 
gentlemen. But in the meantime a 
body of Freemasons and their deluded 
“jacke,” perhaps a hundred, more or 
less, hrought up a small field piece, I 
believe a. six pounder, with a drum. or 
drums, fes, etc, They planted the 
cannon near the door of the church and 
commenced firing, following up every 
discharge, of which there were mauy, 
hy heat of drum and music of the fife, 
ete, This unprecedented eud unhal- 
lowed disturbance of a literary and re- 
ligious exercise waa continued till I had 
closed my lecture, during which at one 
time they shoved up one or two of tho 
windows, and once or twice burst or 
threw open tho doors of the church. 
I had to make the greatest possible ex- 
ertion to be heard. The disturbance 
continued some time alter the lecture. 
Threats were then thrown out hy some 
of the rioters, that I should fare worse 
if I attempted to lecture there agein. 
I went again, however, thinking it my 
duty to do co, on the Wednesday fol. 
lowing, to deliver the second lecture; 
but on thie occasion, two cannons were 
hrought, instead of one, with addition. 
al music and a dieplay of flags. The 
riotere were double or treble the number 
of the night hefore; and aa they took 
their stand on the steps of the church 
and appeered determined to proceed to} 
grosser ects of violence than they had 
done on the previous evening, Mr. 
Yeomans, and a few jother friends 
thought it hest (o yield up, for that 
night at least, our civil and religioue 
liberties to a lawlesemoh. Thie, how- 
ever, did not appcase the rioters; for 
they fired their cannon, and kept their 
drume and fifes in play almost inces- 
santly till near eleven o'clock at night;| 
and among other elegaut specimens off 
mobocratic politeness, beat the rogue’s 
march, or some such tune near the 
door of Mr, Yeoman’s, under whose | 
truly hospitable roof I was then en-| 
gaged in conversstion with him and| 
several other gentlemen on the rude} 
and uncivilized atate of things exhibit-| 
ed out of doore. So mitch for North 
Adame’ Freemasonry, and ite regar: for 
liherty of speech. I afterwarda deliv- 
ered my lectures at Pittefield, and Stock- 
bridge, and waa well received in both 
placee by all but the rigid adherents of 
the mystio tie; if it can be any longer 
termed mystic, every part of which 
haa heen fully ond freely exposed, At 
Lenox, the Masonic fever was so high 
that a similar course to that pursued at 
North Adama waa threatened, and I 


was advised by the venerable Congre- 


gstional clergyman of that place not 
to attempt lecturing.

The melancholy death of young Mr.| 
Leggett, a student at the Coruell Uni-| 
versity, has undouhtedly occasioned n 
great desl of thought in every college 
in the country upon secret societies, 
Prof. Wilder, of Cornell, has written a 
very enreful and serious letter, in which 
he strongly opposes them, plainly atat- 
ing their great disadvautages, ond cit- 
ing the order of Jesuits as the most 
powerlul and thoroughly orgamzed oi 
all secret associations, and therefore the 
one in which their character and tenden- 
ey may hest he obseryed. The debate re- 
calle the history of the Auti-masonic 
excitement im thie couatry, which 18, 
however, seldom mentioned in recent 
years, so that the facta msy not be fa- 
miliar to the reader. 

In the year 1828, William Morgan, 
hving in Batavia, in the western part 
of New York, near Bufalo, was eup- 
posed to tntend the publication of a 
book which would reveal the secrets of 
Masonry, The Masons m the vicinity 
were angry, and resolved to prevent 
the publicaiton, and made several forci- 
hle hut ineffective attempts for that 
purpose. On the lith of September, 
1828, a party of pere»as from Canan- 
daigua came to Batavia and procured 
the arrest of Morgan upon à crimioal 
charge, and he was carried to Csnan-| 
daigua for examination, He was ace 
quitted, but was immedintely arrested| 
on a civil process, upon which an exe-| 
ention was issued, and he was imprie- 
oned ina jail iu Canaodaigua. The 
next evening he was discharged at the 
instance of thove who had caused hie 
arrest, and was taken from tbe jail af- 
ter nine o'clock in the evening, Those 
who had obtamed the diecharge in- 
stantly seized him, gagged and hound 
him, ani throwing him into a oarriage, 
hurried cf to Rochester. By relays 
of hors aud hy different hands he 
was borne along, until he was lodged 
in the magazoe of Fort Niagara, at. 
the mouth of the Niagara river. 


The circumstsnces of his arrest, and 
thoee that had precedvd it, had aroused 
and inflamed the minds of the people 
in Batavia and the neighhorhood. A 
committee was appointed ata public 


**]rish. night," or the Roman Catholics 
during the Titus Oates fury. In Jan- 
sry, 1827, some of those who had 
heen arrested were tried, and it was 
hoped that the evidence nt their trials 
would cler the mystery. But they 
plended guilty, and this hope was haf- 
| asd. Meanwhile a hody of delegntee 
from the various committees met at 
Lewiston to ascertnin the fote of Mor- 
‘gan, 
near the magnzine in which he had 
heen confined hs hsd heen put to death. 
His hook, witb its revelations, had heen 
published, and what waa not told was 
of course declared to be in&uitely worse 
than the actual disclosures, The ex- 
citement now become political. It was 
alleged thnt Masonry held itself supe- 
rior to the laws, and that Masons were 
more loyal to their Masonic oathe than 
to their duty se citizens. — Masonry. 
therefore, waa held to he a fatal foe to: 
the government nnd to the country, 
which must be destroyed; and in. sev- 
eral lowu meetings in Genesee and 
Monroe counties, in the spring of 1827, 
Masona, as euch, were excluded from 
office, At the next general election 
the Anti-mssous nominated a separate 
ticket, and they carried the counties ofl 
Genesee, Monroe, Livingston, Orteans 
and Niagara against hoth the great par- 
ues, A state orgnomation followed, 
und the election of 1830 the Anti-ma- 
sonie candidate, Francie Granger, wos 
sdopted hyjthe National Republicans, 
and received one hundred and twenty 
thousand votes, against one hufdred 
and twenty eight-thousand for Mr. 
Throop. Froma state orgsnizstion 
the Auti-mieons became no nations) 
party, sud in 1832 nominsted Wm. 
Wirt for the presidency, The Anti- 
masonic electoral ticket was adopled 
hy the Nationsl Republicans, and the 
union became the Whig party, which 
In 1838 elected Mr. Sesnrd governor of| 
New York, and in 1840 Gen, Harrison 
President of the United States, 

The spring of this triumphant politi- 
cal movement was hostility to a secret 
society. Many of the most distinguish- 
ed political oames of Westera New 
York, including Millard Fillmore, Wm. 
H. Seward, Thurlow Weed, Francis 
Granger, James Wadaworth, George 
W. Patterson, were associated with it, 
And as the larger portion of the Whig 
party was merged in the Republican, 
the dominant party of to-day hae a 
certain linea] descent from the feelings 
aronsed hy the abduction of Morgan 
froma the jail at Canandaigua. And as 
his disappearance and the odium conse- 
quent upon it stigmatized Masonry, 
that it lay fora long time moribund,

The Freshman, if he 
be neute, nnd he is more eo every year, 
naturally wonders how the youth, who 
are undenisbly commonplace in the 
daily intercourse uf college, should he- 
comesuch lofty brings in the hall of 
a secret society; or, more probably, be 
thinke of nothing hut the sport or the 
myeterinus incentive to a studious and 
higher life wbich thewociety is to fur- 
nish. He feels the passionate curiosity 
of the neophyte. He is amitten with 
the zeal of the hermetical philosophy. 
He would learn more than Rosicrucian 
oro. That iaa vision soon dispelled. 
But the earnest curiosity cbanges into 
esprit du corps, and the mischief ia 
that the secrecy nnd the society feel- 
ing are likely to take procedence of the 
renlly desirable motives in college. 
There is a hundredfold greater zeal to 
obtain members than there is generous 
rivalry nmong the societies to carry off 
the true college honors. And if the 
purpose he ndmirnble, why, as Pro- 
fessor Wilder naka, the secrecy? What 
more can the secret society do for the 
intellectual or socinl training of the 
student than the open soclety? Has 
any secret society in an American col 
lege done, or'oan it do, more for the 
Intelligent young mau than the Union

MAY DECOME A MASON, |

I consider his refusal to 
investigate such things as being equiv- 
alent to giving hie : ficial sanction io a 
process hy which hundreds of ohjec- 
tionable candidates ean he and proba- 
bly are smuggled into the Masonic fra- 
ternity. 

Gnce upon e time, while Doctor J. 
K. Secord was W, M of Horeh lodge, 
No. 363, of Elmwood, the lodge was 
called upon to vote ou the petition of a 
certain notorious hlack-leg to he made 
a Maeon. G. W. Smith, who is ae in- 
dependent as any Mason can he (some 
Masons pretend that when a man is un- 
der osth he connot he independent) 
was very oulapoken in his ohjectiors 
and held up his black ball so that all 
present could see it hefore he deposited 
it. Now, according to Masonic law 
this rejection would hold good for one 
year. But the next thas Smith heard 
of him wos that he wasa Master Mo- 
sou and member of the lodge ond had 
got there in less than three montha. 
Smith was of course very much sur 
prised, but could see no help fur it and 
concluded he might just as well keep 
his mouth shut in regard to it as to 
make any complaint. Some time af- 
terward Smith found out how it was 
done. It wasin this way. The lodge 
was called upon to vote on another pe- 
tition and the candidate was rejected. 
Nowif everything connected with the 
halloting had heen done necording to 
Masonic law it would have heem im- 
possible for the W. M or any one «lse 
to know who cast the black ballot But 
in this case it must have heen known 
hy the W., M, that Doct. W, M. Swish- 
er was the man, The W, M. closed 
the lodge in due form to remam closed 
until the next regular communication, 
unless sooner convened hy orderof the 
W. M. Thelighte were blown outand 
all hands left the ball, Ax they were 
leaving some one nudged Smith and 
said in a whisper, ^! Come back agam, 
Wash, after alittle and we will have 
some fun," Smith, heing in for any 
harmless sport, went hack in a few min- 
utes, the door was closed and lock- 
ed and all was dsrkness and 
lence until Doct, Swisher (who 
Smith says ''emelled a rat”) came 
back and gave the door three powerful 
kic Being unable to gain admission 
he went about his business. The hall 
waa lighted up; the lodge opened in 
due form; the caodidate wae hallotied 
for, elected and initiated in due form;

Now for Doct. Harry Steele, Soon 
after I had received the Orand Master's 
refusal to investigate charges agaiust 
Benj. Kersey, I was in Elmwood, and) 
I asked an old acquaintance of mine 
(who is a Mason), who was the beat 
posted Maaon in town, He referred) 
me to Doct. Harry Steele. I went to 
his office and had a long talk with him 
about the charge that I had made 
against Kersey, He allowed that there 
was some grounda for complaint, but 
vaid thxt unless the Grand Master 
could be made (o see the necessity ofl 
an investigation I might as well drop it. 
He had considerable to cay about the 
W. M's prerogatives and exemptions 
from criticism. I remember distinctly 
nbout his claiming that all subordtnate 
officers must obey the W. M.'s va] 
whether soch orders were lawful or un- 
awful, Ile then went on to tell. me 
how he evaded Jack Wood's objection’ 
to the toitiation of a certain eandidate. 
Said he, “Jack got religion a year orf 
two ayo,and he made a complete nni- 
sance of himeelf by exhorting the breth- 
ren during refreshment (intermission). 
Now euch thinga aro all very well in| 


place for them, And then Jack gotin- 
to a foolish habit of black-halling near- 
ly every candidate," (The doctor did 
notexplainto me how be knew that 
Juck was the one who was hlacl-balling: 
the candidates.) ‘+I detcrmined toget 
around bie objection. So I pretended tn 
close the lodge; assoonas Jack was gone 
{opened again nnd nad th» candidate 
elected and initiated." In my last let- 
ter to you I think I closed at the point) 
when I had just made an amicable set- 
tlement with Benj. Kersey and left) 
him under the impression that I in- 
tended to drop the subject I wae 
obliged to necept his statement that he| 
rescinded his order to the dencon to 
pass the hox without hlack-balle, al- 
though such statement was contradicted 
by general witnesses; and the deacon 
had said, "That i too thin.” Kersey 
appeared to be perfectly willing to ne- 
cept my statement that I had made a 
charge agsinst him, not for the pur- 
pose of injuring him, but be- 
cause I could see no other 
way of obfaining sn investigation; nnd 
Icould not help thinking that such 
matters ought to be investigated, 1 
claimed (and he allowed my clnim) that 
if I was obliged to nllow that he had 
merely madea slight metake,he should 
alow that I had only mode n mistako 
in my proceedings, and thst I woe nc- 
tualed by the best of motives. 

It has just occurred to my mind that 
T ssid something in my first letter 
about objection being lodged ngninet 
the advancement of Thos. Kersey in 
euch a way that it could not be cvnded. 
I will now show you how near the W, 
M. came to evading it. The objection 
was lodged by Charles D. North, the 
second one who refused to vote before 
hlack.balls were procured, sod who 
says he voted what he eupposed to be 
a black-ball after black-balls were pro- 
cured. The W, M. demanded his rea- 
sons for objecting, and was anewered 
thus; “Mr, Pierce, that is none of 
your husinees.” A day or two after- 
ward l called nt the store of Kersey 
& Pierce and asked Pierce to explain 
to me the doctrineof oljectiors. He 
did eo thue: ‘When a hrother has 
cbjection to the advaocement of a 


| brother he must make his cbjection to 


the W. M. giving hie reasone tk erefor, 
and if the W. M thinks such reasons 
good he staya proceedings, otherwise 
he proceeda notwithstanding such oh 
jection.” 1 naked Pierce to show me 
hie copy of the Oraod Lodge by laws, 
pointed out to him section 49 snd 
asked him if he would be pleased to 
he governed by it.

as soon as they hecome too poor to 
pay their re; ular dues; that, neverthe- 
less almost one in every nine of them 
Who retain their good standing are| 
paupers? I fancy I hear some Gdd.| 
fellow exclaim, indignantly, "Thy are 
not paupers" Why, then, do you 
pay these paltry eums and call it obar- 
ity! If they are not psupers they are 
not fit snbjects of charity; ond if not| 
fit subjects of charity the payment of 
this so-called relief is not a work of 
charity, Itis a simplo business trone- 
action, the mere payment of a debt, 
and to gloat and hoast over this as a 
work of benevolence is a deeeption and 
en hypocrisy. That some of the Gdd- 
fellows «ee and feel this is evident 
from a communication in the same nnm- 
her of the Heart and Hand from S. 
R. Shepherd one nf the Paat Grands 
of the order. He eays, “brothers who 
ought to receive this relief” frequently 
donete it heck to the lodge. Why? 
"Because other brothers do so” who 
ate rich, and these do not wish to he 
coneidered as paupers more than they. 
Thus it secms the money ia not actu- 
ally used at all, and yetit is all re- 
ported as so much. charity—n douhle 
deception. Thie writer declares that. 
often rich members draw and use their 
benefits and poor ones decline thom, 
and he aske that there he a change in 
this metter, thnt thia payment of re- 
lief shall he put upon the eimple basis 
of health ineurance aud called by its 
right name, ‘Then let those who want 
such meurance pay the premium and 
draw the policy when it hecomes due; 
and let them who prefer to pay their 
own doctor's bills and funeral expenses 
he exempted from the lodge dues 
which furnish the funds for such ben- 
efits. This would have à mnch more 
manly and honest look, But an ineur- 
ance policy which costs three or four 
times its face, where are the fools to 
buy! 

In all reason, therefore, this item of 
over a million dollare in relief to 
brothers must be atruck from the ehar-| 
itable list or reduced at leest ninety 
percent. Call it $160,000. 

What more! 0,432 widowed fami- 
lies were relieved hy payment of $171,- 
800.08. In strict justice this amount 
should be subjeeted to a similar reduc- 
tion with the relief paid to brothers. 
Tt was bought and peid for by the hus- 
hend in advaoce. It was not needed 
in a majority of the cases, Gnly a 
emall portion therefore can be properly 
charged to charity. 

But let thisetand without deduction. 
Then we have orphans relieved. (num- 
ber not statod) by payment of $19, 
844.72. Letthet stand, though tome 
of them were well supplied with friends 
and funde no doubt. 

Then we have for advertising the 
lodge by funeral pageants, $255,354. 15. 
Now as to these funeral pageants, we 
just remark in passing, nohody in a 
civdized and Christtan community ever 
wanred decent burial, even when Gdd- 
fellowship and Freemasonry were un- 
known.

for a rainy day, instead of apending on

suoh an alme, But we are not willing 
that he should be made to believe that 
the bestowment of this crumb of an 
alms is the main or real object of Gdd- 
fellowship, Much less,that this much- 
vaunted but really contemptible alme- 
giving entitles the order to hear the 
pelmin sll Christendom end justifies 
its insolent comparisooe nnd reproach- 
es of Christiaos aod Christiao churches 
in refereoce to their charities. 

For once, therefore, we accept the 
insulting challenge of these vaunting 
almegivers of 50 cents a year. “Show 
what you have done; words feed not the 
hungry." We speek as Christians and 
in hehelf of, Christians in distioctioo 
from seeret, so-called, benevolent socie- 
ties. We have ongiuated and sustain- 
ed the Children’s Aid Society in New 
York city, which has atded with food, 
clothing and instruction 24 788 poor 
children in one year, Among whom 


manent homes at an expense of $1,700, 
This ia only nne iuam in the expenses 
of this society for orplians during the 
past year. And this is only one insti- 
tution among scores of similar ones in 
all our large cities; and these poor ebil- 
dren are not the childrenof our friends, 
or of brothers in the church, but simply 
the poor and friendless or homeless 
who must he helped or perish, — Per- 
chance they may be the children of un- 
fortunate Chrietians, or of idle and of 
vicious parenta,orof Odd-fellowe whose 
inability to pay an endless tax, has for- 
feited their claim to funda which in 
better days they invested in that ‘‘be- 
nevoleut order which now in their eal- 
amity retains their money, but ignores 
the givers as a squeezed orango. But 
it makes no ditferonce, the Ghristien 
aid society takes up the child of the 
Gdd-fellow, whosc poverty has eunk 
him benesth his ordor'e notice, just as 
soon as any other child in want. We 
recognize the universal brothorhood of 
man. Humanity in waut ie all tho 
hailing sign of distrees we require. 
That is God's draft on ell. true heuevo- 
lense, They who pass this hy and de- 
mand some otber secret signature, dis- 
honor tho chesks of hoaven and prove 
their own benevolence a ehem, a couu- 
terfeit, 

Well, heie io one item of Christian 
charity towards orphans of $61,700, 
You may multiply that by twenty end 
then not exceed the amount of Christ- 
ian alms in this oountry during tho past 
year for this aame purpose, which will 
give $1,234,000 to offset your 319,- 
000. 

Rev. T. W. Aveling of London re- 
ported in tho meeting of the Christian 
Alliance in New York etatiotics of ten 
similar orzunizations of Christian phy- 
lanthrophy in Great Britain which have 
raised for orphane twenty millioue of 
dollars in round numbers, mostly dur- 
ing the last twenty years; nud ho states 
that the amount expended annually in 
hie country for purposes of Christian 
philanthrophy, i. e., over above what 
is paid ovor to sustain Christian institu- 
tions, is not less than Giteen and half 
millions of dollars. Set down as much 
done for Christian philanthropy in the 
the United States and you would not 
make an over estimate, Iu truth so 
much ie done in every Christian con- 
gregation for the good of those in their 
own locality, of which no record is kept 
or report piven, that exact estimates 
are impossible and the vastness of the 
amonnt incomprehensible if the items 
Besides all this 


and cents, whether paid by Christiane 
or others, is the fact that " Godliness ia 
profitable unto all things” and the “poor 
havo the gospel p.eached to them.”

Through your kindness, or that of 
some other, I have received a copy of 
the Herald issued on the 20th inst, 
in which I find an editorial under the 
aboye caption, to which I am disposed 
to reply. 

You say “the Rev. Mr. Pollock 
doesn't seem to antertaim a very high 
opinion of the usefulness of Freema- 
sonry, which ts bis business," Agreed, 
"And he pitches into the F. M's, from the 
pulpit, which is their business,” Agreed 
agam. And you have undertaken to 
attend to “their business.” And he 
mekes slight mistakes in regard to the 
origin and influence of the order, which 
is everybody's husinesy.” Very well. 
You know any one may make 'slight 
mistakes, and it is quite proper that 
everyhody should desire to have ali 
mistakes corrected. You further say, 
*'Mr. Pollock says that the order origi- 
neted in a London gin-mill something: 
over a hundred years ago, Tbts asser- 
tion on the pert of the reverend yen- 
tleman betrays an ignorance (some less 


eharitable persons might call it an un- 
healthy desire to misrepresent) of the| 
subject he has taken in hand.” I am 
right glad you let me off with the title 
of ‘ignorant,’ and didu't say, with those 
' lesa eharitahle persons’ that I lied. 
That was very kind in you, Mr. Editor. 
Thank you. But we'll just etick a pin 
hera. You then eay,*'In regard to 
the age of Freemasonry, we would 
simply refer Mr. Pollock to Webster's 
Dictionary, where he will find the or 
der descrihed as ancient." Was Mr. 
Webster a Freemason? What does he 
know about the order? Why refer me 
to him rather than some good brother 
of the order, who might he expected 
to have just the ‘slightest knowledge’ 
of the great antiquity of the order? 
Don't you just here concede that at 
least one thing, is antiquity, can 
be known to others than Masone! 
But I consulted the old gentleman 
and find he does kaow something 
about Freemasonry, though I dis- 


cover his mind is a little wavering at 
times. An sn instance of this fact L 
see that he told Mr. McDermott a few 
days ago that the order of Freemasons 
la ancient. and to-day he tells me a 
somewhat different story. He says to 
me that ''a Freemason is one of an an- 
cient and secret association or fraternity 


now exists, ''described as ancient by 
Webster, The public has been, and 
still is to large extent, hoodwinked hy 
the commonly worn title of Freameson- 
ry, when, in fact, according to its origi- 
nal applioatiow; no ‘such order exists, 


unless in our modern tiades unions of

"| These come the nearest, buteven they 


differ from those ancient Frsemesons, 
aud it is a meapplication of a name, or 
etlenst misleeds the people to apply 
the unqualified title of Freemasonry to 
the prosentorder Men are free heforo 
joining the lodge, but they are hond- 
men afterwards. And who does not 
know that not over one m fifty, proh- 
ably.not over oue in a bundred, is a 
“mason or Builder in stone?” And al- 
though much is made of the title 
“ Freemason” as heing the ancient title, 
this is not even the name chosen by the 
present order, They long since ceased 
to be known by that encient title, and 
have chosen a 'new name’ or names hy 
which they are more properly known, 
as ''Freé and Accepted Mssons” and 
1’ Speculative Soviety of Freemasons.” 
The old passed awey and the new still 
remeins to trouhle the earth, 

But we bave seen that however Mr, 
Webster may feel about the antiquity 
of the genuine, original Freemason, he 
Is not very strong on the antiquity 
of the "Free and accepted Mason,” or 
the “Speculative Soctaty of Freema- 
sons." Still it won't do to give it up 
on his mere eay to; for he may not 
havo been a Mason, and benca could not 
know about the antiquity of this most 
excellent order. We bnd better eonsult 
some others on this point. Indeed, I 
cannot help thinking that Mr. Webater 
has been reading up somewhat on Ma- 
sonry since you consulted him. I 
found in his company several works on 
that subject, and on looking over some 
of them I don't wonder much that his 
mind ehould he a little turned.

dustry,” a new “order” was started last 
yeer in New York. J. H. Brown, the 
self-etyled '* eecretary" of the ''Na- 
tional Lodge," published a letter on the 
80th of Gctoher last, ststing that there 
were then 200 local lodges, and calle 
for general deputies to organize exceed- 
ed bie shility to answer, — '* Whereso- 
ever the cercase is, there will the eagles 
he gathered together." The Scythe, en 
agricultural journal, hes heen appointed 
organ of this “order,” and publishes 
the following obstract of its constitution. 
and by-laws:

All 
chartere issue directly from the Nation- 
allodge. 

Ten local lodges may constitute a 
State lodge, The expenses of the 
Stata lodgee ehall he assessed upon the 
locai lodges pro rata, according to the 
membership, aud the expenses of the 
National lodge ehsll he assessed in like 
manner upon the State lodges. A char- 
ter fee of $18 ehall accompany each ap- 
plication and he paid into the treasury 
of the National lodge. The funde of 
the National lodge shall he appropriat- 
ed hy hallot of said lodge, 

The Executive Conncil shall appoint 
a General Purchasing Agent, who shall 
give honds for his fidelity. He shall 
have cherge of all arrangements of| 
purchasing, between the producers and 
consumers, of all sorts of commodities. 
Any member or memhers of the order 
moy puroheee any erticle he may wish, 
through the Master Workman cf his 
loce] lodge, upon payment of the 
amount required on the pricelist. Such 
payment must be made in advance, 
with a written order, endorsed hy the 
Master Workman, and bearing the seal 
of the emd lodge. Each lodge shall 
keep a seal, an imprees or copy of 
which sbell first he filed with the Gen- 
eral Purchasing Agent. Price lists 
shell he issued by the Executive Coun- 
cil, giving the reduced prices—less the 
agent's profit—of each article, as agreed 
to by those who sell to Patrone, at first 
pricee; such lists shall he kept hy each 
Master Workmen, and ehall never he 
he disclosed to any person outeide of 
the fellowship of the order, 

The dutiee and obligationa of the of- 
fizers of the National, the State and the 
locallodgee, ehall he known only to 
memhers of the order. 

There sre no oetbs used hy this or- 
der. Members are obligated upon their 
sacred honor aod written pledge, never 
to disclose anything connected with the 
organization, Each lodge caree for the 
sick, afflicted or destitute in its mem- 
bership, 

Unworthy members, against whom 
chorgee of unfaithfulnesa to the inter- 
esta of the order may he proven, 
ehall he expelled hy the Master Work- 
man.” 

We call attention to hut few marked 
features of this document. The pre- 
amble has a certain emack of commun- 
ism, the doctrine of Carl Marx reduced 
to a syllogism; fair to the eye, hut cor- 
rupting to the heart. The government 
is deepotic. The members ere pecked 
in degrees and ranke, the highest only 
heing elegihle to the Stste lodges and 
an inside ring of these forming the Na- 
tional lodge. Membere of these hod-' 
les are accommodated with the com- 
pany of their wives under certain con- 
ditions; which may he considered an 
ameliorating featuro madn neceesary by 
our social condition, or, more properly 
a gilt edge to conceal objectionahle fea-

Men wh»se power is 
secrecy, whose happiness is a Mussel- 
man dream of "peece end plenty" will 
eare no more for an oath than for a 
pledge. Indecd, maoy euch can 
ewear by none greater in thcir own es- 
timate than themselves, 

Unlike the grange, which foreweore 
politics, tho **Patrous of Industry” pro- 
pose polities es a main issue. They 
publieh (not in the above) that “* The 
votes of the Patrons of Industry will be 
cast for boneet meo, aNn WE OAN FIND 
THEM IN OUR OWN ORDER,"

From the ahove shove it is evident 
that Bro, Kiggins has not heen an idler 
in the field, and that he has not heen 
overpaid for bie services. The report 
is imperfect, as it doea not give the 
number of asaociations formed, which is 
an important feature of the movement. 
Bro. Kiggins began his work hefore 
the Executive Committee had provided 
hlanks for reports, or given defiaita ın- 
etructions to agents, and hence the 
omission which it is hoped need not 
again occur oa the part of any of our 
agente. 

Every true friend of our cause wil] 
rejoice to read Bro. K.'s report, and 
| especially those moet intimately aesoci- 
ated with him as residents of Indiana. 
Mis lebors ere as abnndant as could 
heve been expected, and even surpass, 
most ofus. An average of twenty-five 
public addressee per month for the 
time charged toemployers would do for 
aM E. minister of the primitive stomp; 
and is certainly a good record for a 
young man to meke, in the fece of such 
opposition as the opponents ol ecerecy 
every where meet. 

Bro. Kiggine also takes a just view of 
the importance of the Christian Cyno- 
sure Although he has obtaioed but a 
smell numher of subscribere in tbe past, 
he has taken wise end vigorous meae 
urea to obtain a lerge number of new 
subscrihere thie yeor, and hopee for at 
leest one thousand.

Now tbe proclaimed purpose of all se- 
oret fraternities,being mutual aid secret- 


ly given, is a purpose to give each oth- 
er undue advantages over the reat of 
society, through the deception of an 
unsuspecting public; the memher of 
the lodge receiving from the public all 
the advantages conferred on any of its 
members, and then in nddition receiv- 
ing from the seoret fraternity the dis- 
criminating favors whioh they have to 
bestow, To the extent that there ie im 
society a discrimination against every 
other class, in proportion as the frater- 
nities favor their members, they disfa- 
vor those who are not their membera; 
and to make the mettar even and give 
to all fair play, society outside ef the fra- 
ternities should combine againat the fra- 
ternities and favor each other at their 
expsnse. While soeiety does not thus 
discriminate against the fraternities, it 
is msnifestly unfair, dishonorable and 
mean for persone to waeak into their 
ambushes and use these covert helps in 
ne’ s own behalf, and against the gen- 
eral intereste of society. The men who. 
enters the fraternities to eecure himself! 
from danger is a cownrd, He who en- 
ters them to put him:elf forward in 60- 
ciety is a sneak. He who enters them 
to escape due process of law 1s, or means 
to he, a villian, He who enters them: 
to gain advantage in his business is die- 
honest. He whoenters them to gain 
political advantage is platting against the 
Republic He who enters them for 
any conceivable object for which they 
could he constituted ia actusted by au 
unworthy motive, & opposed to fair 
play, and is so far un-American.

Where Is the Difference? 


Under the overshadowing influence 
of Masonry, ring-mazing has become 
the order of the day.

"Mr. McAllister stated that the Na- 
tional Conventione were very exper- 
sive, and it was euggested that the 
next National Convention ahould be 
postponed until July, 1876, the Cen- 
tennial of the Decluation of Indepen 
dence. In the meantime, five or six 
local conventions would he held—one 
iu Boston, one in Baltimore, one in 
Chicago, one on the Pacific slope, aud 
two in the Southern States. In 1878, 
a grand National Convention should be 
held in Philadelphia, by which time 
the petitions for the Religious Amend- 
ment would be sigued by several mil- 
lions ef citz-ne, and a united effort 
would he made at Philadelphia to luy:

The battle on the Lake was fought 
in sight of the two hostile armies, and 
they felt that the euccees on the land 
depended on the success of the feet 
on the Lake, and so it proved. Not 
only the two armies,but the inhabitants,

sbores, watched with deepest anxiety f other nations, tesching us that God has, 


the engagement; for the hattle was tol 
delermine whether they should he 
driven from tbeir homes in want, or 
remain in their homes in pesce and 
safety, Not only the shores hut tho 
projecting points of land and neighbor- 
ing hills wore filled with anxious spec- 
tators. 

Just as the sun arose over the eas- 
tern hills on the Sshhath morning, Sep- 
tember 1Ith, 1814, the guord-bost 
rounded into the harhor, and informed 
Macdonough that the British fleet in 
the distance was approsching for bat- 
tle. As the enemy hove in sight, the 
vessels were cleared for action; then 
Macdonough assembled his men on the 
quarter-deck of the Saratoga, the flag- 
ship, when he kneeled down, and in 
humble and fervent prayer, com- 
mended himself, hie men, and his 
cause to the God of nations, General 
Skinner said, ''he rose from tbe pos- 
ture with a serenity and a calmness on 
bis hrow which showed that he had re- 
ceived comfort and assurance from 
shove.” 

One, writer eaid it was a solemn and 
thrilling spectacle, one probably never 
hefore witnessed on a ship cleared for 
action, Aa the British fleet was ap- 
proaching, the commander ssked the 
man at the mast-head what “he sawt” 
“I see on their flag-shlp, what appears 
to he men at prayer." Downie replied, 
"That ie no good omen for us!” Was 
this remark prophetic, as he early fell 

. early st his post in the deadly conflict? 

On the one side was the hostile fleet 
coming down at the sound of music. 
Gn the other side etood the armies on 
theland in the order of hattle with 
their hanners flying; and between them. 
Mecdonongh'e fleet lay at anchor,await- 
mg the coming conflict. The English 
fleet under easy sad, came on, round- 
ing Cumberland Point, prepared for 
battle. 

As the battle commenced, the great 
effort of tbe enemy appeared to be to 
disable and conquer the Saratoga; 
therefore they opened again and sgam 
their hroadsides, and poured on our 
fisg-ship their iron hail, Soon after 
the hattle hegun, a hen-coop wae shot 
away, and one of the fowls flew into 
the rigging ond crowed with his shrill, 
clarion voice. The sailors tekiag it ss 
a good omen, sent up cheer after cheer 
as they “fought like brave men, long 
and well" Twice was the Saratoga 
on fire from the hot sbot of the en- 
emy. Though crippled and a slaugh- 
ter house, as one said—though Mac- 
donough wes knocked down—and the 
ery was heard, "Our commander ia 
killed;" yet soon he arose and was at his 
poet. 

Again in & short time afterwards, 
the cry was heard, "Heie killed, "and ey- 
ery eye was turned to Macdonough as

to Macdonougb in his manegement of

Not only 
grest praise and numerous civic 
honors, hut valuable and numer- 
ous  gifte, by different towns, 
cities and  ntstes, were awarded 
to this prayerful hero of Lake Cham- 
plain, Congress not only voted him 
thanks, hut also a gold medal, with 
proper devices and inscriptions. The 
cities of Alhany and New York gave 
him a thousand acres of land on the 
hanks of the Lake near where he fought 
and conquered. The etste of Ver. 
mont pnrchased and presented to Mac- 
donough a ferm of two hundred acres 
on the horders of Cumherlend Bay, 


hsving a farm house overlooking the} 


scene of his gallant exploit. 


The New Temperance Movement, 


Tbe wonderful movement against 
the saloons in Ohio may be understood 
by the following description of its op- 
peratione at the first point of attack 
from tbe correspondence of the Chi. 
cago Tribune:— 


Washington is the county seat of 


Fayette, is a flourishing town of some

or redemption for us. 

But there was a “good time coming” 
which we little dreamed of—one that 
every town can have the benefit of, 
nnd secure to itself a life of hnppinees, 
just ae easy as did thie place—tho plen 
of which was hronght into existence as 
follows:

Women whose hushands, sons, or 
hrothers had suffered most were select- 
as the ones to demolish the whiskey 
barrele, which deed was done with) 
axes, and tbey never worked harder in 
a more nohle cause. 
The work lasted for four days, ter- 
minsting on Monday. The firat day's 
efforts seemed almost fruitless, doors 
were in some instances shut in their 
faces and bolted. At other places 
they were treated indignantly, One 
| keeper threw dirty water and beer up- 
on them. But. these things did not dis- 
courage them, The next morning 
they appeared on the street re-enforced 
and more persistent than ever. Into 
the front doors, filling the front rooms 
and heck rooms too, down into the 
cellars, everywhere they went, making 
their eloquent pleas. '"We pray you, 
stop this." *' We mean you no harm, 
hut,we entrest you to desist.” At 
each place they sang a hymn, read the 
appeal, and offered n prayer, and if| 
the proprietor did not yield, they po- 
litely assured him that they would. call 
sgain. And they did call, and kept 
ealling, from day to day, until they all 
succumbed, When the doors were 
closed upon them, they would conduct 
their exercises on the side walk At 
firet, the dealers offered to eell out at 
cost, and finelly they were willing to 
quit on any condition. Some of them 
shipped their liquors nud others turned 
them over to the disposal of the ladies. 

The man who hed euflered mueh 
from the cvil effecta of intemperance, 
while assisting in getting the barrels o 
whiskey into the street, mounted the 
top of one, and remerked that he had 
often heen under the stuf contsined 
in the harrel, but now he was on the 
top of it, aud he intended to keep on 
| the top. His wife broke in the head 
| of the barrel and lot tbe whiskey flood 
[the gutter. Dwing the entire time 
| that tbe woman had been praying and 
singing in the saloons, the Christian, 
men of the place had been holding s 
protracted prayer meeting st tha 
church; and that the women might 
better judge of the carnestness and sin- 
cerity they .felt in their behalf, they 
eoused the hell of the church to he 
tolled at the close of each prayer. The 
work that is being done here is creat- 
mg quite a sensation in thia part of the 
State, and already the ministere and 
several of the leading women in the 
work have received letters from neigh- 
horing towns, urging them to come 
and start the hall rolling in those towns, 
and they haye consented to go, and set 
the time for the meetings.

Roman calendar. A British saint was 
no hetter in their eyes than George the 
Third, or even Lucifer himself. They 
therefore sagely concluded to metam- 
orphose a saint from a savage and a

faction and turbulence; and it is un- 
donhtedly a dangerous engine of unpcin- 
cipled ambition, a corrupt anda cor 
rupting fungus on the hody politic, 
After the establishment of this mis- 
chievous Order of Saint Tammany, we 
do not perceive that the subject of se- 
cret or factious societies agitnted the 
public mind, till the arrival of the first 
minister from the French Republic, the 
celeorated, and I may justly add, high- 
ly gifted, Genet.

Tbore are several practical uaes to 
which an institution like the grange 
may be put. Gne of these uses is very 
evident to all who are (smiliar with tba 
way that the snake crawls: it is to cov- 
er tbo retreat of Masonry, and enable it 
to take a stand before un adverse pop- 
ular opioion, It is a sham demonstra- 


tion from tbe real qucstiou at issue. 


listed, tbeir earnestness, intelligence 
and determination and by these tests 
will form their estimate of the power|

A leading man in the couatry listened 
to our General Secretary, while be set: 
fortb the purpose of the organization,

and wood to Gre, Gne catches the fire 
of anotber. Ideas flash from mind to 
mind, Tbe timid becomo courageous; 
tbe despondeot become bopeful; the} 
weak become strong; while tbe zeal 
and courage of tbe strongest are 
greatly incraased, 

These aro some of tbe reasons for 
holding conventions. But the benefit 
to tba cans) to be derived from the’ 
convention depands greatly upon tbe 
character of the convention itself and 
the men who attend it. A large num- 
ber of delegates is desirable, but iff 
tbis large number be gathered from a 
very emall area of territory, or if they 
represent a amall clas of tba commu- 
nity, it cannot properly be called a Na- 
tionel Gonvention.

hidden laces, brandiee, broadclothe, 
and such things.) The Grand Lodge 
of grangers has been careful to estabe! 
lish subordinate granges" in Canada, 
so tbat this operation of ‘benefiting 
themselves," is rendered very easy. 

But such a course as this destroys) 
the revenues and vitalities of our gov- 
ernment; opens a breach, hy under- 
mining, Into its very citadel, anu lets 
in Jesuitism and monarchy. 

Every seeret movemeut ahould be 
distrusted merely because it ie secret. 
No politico! movemeut in tbe United 
States should ever be undertaken un- 
less it is for the good of all; and il the 
grange is for the good of all, therefore, 
why should it be secret! The very 
firat step taken by tbe grange is Jesuit- 
ical. Al the bonest men in it will ho 
controlled by the msütution, and be 
made, in epito of themsclvea, to serve 
Jesuitism.

this suhject isa very important one; 
and that it behooves Cliristinns lo ex- 
amine the subject well, aud to approve 
and support secret socictics if they are 
good, but to condemn and opposs them 
if they are bad. He showed that all 
of them were alike in their general 
features, and tbat to belony to or favur 
one was calculated to countenance and| 
support the others. In the course of 
his remarke he mnde many telliug hits 
on tbe prevailing secrot orders, major 
and minor.

Themes for Revlyal Times. 


AY BEY, THEODORE L, QUYLER. 


From al] quarters come tidings of 
special meetings and revival eervicee 
following the week of prayer. How 
io make the prenehing, the praying 
and pereonal labors for souls effective, 
is the practical question. Wa can get 
some valuable lessons hy looking at the 
taathods pursued hy the most power- 
ful preachers of the Word, from the 
days of Edwards on to the days of 
Nelson, Lyman Beecbar and Thomas 
H. Skinner, Under the preaching of 
these meu tbe convictions of sin were 
deep and pungent; the eonvarstons were 
clear and decided, like the cut of a die 
ou the faca ol a gold coin. Aud oae 
mighty element of power in the best 
preaching of those days was the meth- 
od of preseating the moral government 
of God, and the terrible sintulness of 
sin in the eyes of such a God. Sin was 
presented in the way that the Bible 
presents it—not as a misfortue, a bluu- 
der, or a physical infirmaty—but ns the 
wilful and guilty violation of God's 
law, deserving righteous retribution. 

Under such faithful preaching sinners 
were intelligently convicted,and brought 
io repentanee. They were made t? 
see what sin is, and, tberefore, why 
an aloning Saviour is needed. and why 
they should flee toa Saviour, Such 
preaching made thorough work. — It 
broke down human pride, and routed 
mea out from their refuge of lisa" 
Many of the leading Christian laymen 
of the last forty yoare owe tbeir spirit- 
ual power and vast usefulness to the 
thorough deahug they received at the 
time of their "new birth.” "Phe sur- 
face of their cliaracter was not merely 
scratched over wilh emotional and pe- 
etieal preaening, euch as is tooeurrent 
in our day; hut there was deep digging 
down into the lower strata, and their 
eternal hopes were built on the base 
rock. The sharp drill was used; the 
fuse ofdivine truth was laid aud lighted; 
and duriug the revivals conducted by 
Skinner, Finney and Wisner, there 
were blastinga that shook men's souls 
and tue eommumty around like an 
eartbquake. 

Whether the scenes of thosedays can 
be repeated in our time, is not the 
questioo, But it is undeniable that the 
mighty truths which they preached 
with euch awakening power need to be 
presented nyaiu, and with their bold fi- 
dehty, And why will not the same 
tuutha produce the name effecte? 

Let me bluntly suggest whether this 
ja not just the very time for more thor- 
ough preaching of the nature of God, 
aud the nature of sin? A great deal 
is said nhont comingto Christ: but sin- 
ners ale not taught why they abould 
come to a Redeemer, or he made to feel 
that they deserve to die if they rejected 
Í him. So much is said abont. the "love 
of God," that sinners forget that onr 
holy God ean hate—and does hate all 
iniquity with an infinite indignation! 
Loose views and low views of God's ho- 
liness, Goil's justice, and the hell-de- 
serving guitiness of sin produce shal. 
low convictions, and superficial convers-

By a Mason, not a Sccedor. 
EXPULSION CJNFIAMED, 

Yares City, Ill , Deo. 6th, 1873. 

Me. Enron: In my little confab 
with the worshipful, Mr. Prerce, and 
Most Worshipful, Mr. Hawley, before 
the committee on appeals, (which com- 
mittee consistad of two men, chosen by 
and under the control of Mr. Hawley.) 
I accused Mr. Pieros of having me rep- 
resented by a dummy in the ridiculous} 
farco that be called a trish Mr. Ma- 
son is an old member of the lodga, but 
no older than Mr. Nicholson, who was 
not allowed to say a word in my he- 
hall, Before leaving the committee | 
room l acknowledged tho right of the 
lodge to punish me, but nof to inflict 
tho severest punishment known to M«- 
sonry. After my return home I wrote 
a long letter to my attorney and sent 
him a full report of the private convir- 
sation I hau with Smith Rhea on the 
8ih of Feh,, from which converestion 
Mr. Rhea extracted and preserved a 
resemhlonce to a threat of breaking up 
the lodge, I conccaled nothing from 
bim and directed him to conceal noth- 
Ing from the Oiand Lodge, and I pre- 
sume ha followed my instructions. I 
called on Mr, Pierce the next Monday 
moroing aud asked him bow we camo 
out He replied, "Mr, Robinson, 
when you make snitable apology for in- 
sulliog me in public I will be ready to 
communicate with you.” I asked him 
what kind of ackonwledgement he re- 
quired and where he required it to be| 
made. Hs eaid it must be made as 
publically a» I had insulted him. I 
promised him that I would render to 
him all due acnowledgement oo the 
first suitable occasion; but after mature f 
deliberatioo I concluded that be was in 
possession of information that belonged 
to ms, and that he intended to extort) 
undue acknowledgements from me. I 
therefore wroie to tho Grand Secrets- 
ry asking him for his official report of 
theaction of tbe Grand Lodge in my case, 
and in a few days I received official no. 
tice that the action of Yates City Lodge 
was confirmed, The first time ] was 
in Galesburg I celled on Mr. Price, 
and he informed ms that he had done 
all he could for me without getting him- 
self into difficulty, He had talked the 
matter over with twenty five er thirty 
of the brethren who agreed tbat the 
hest way to scttle the matter was to re- 
Instate mo, repremand Ben, Kersey, 
and drop it, But the Grand Master 
was terribly hostile and had procured 
tha recommendation of the committee 
that my appeal bs dismissed, and ac- 
cordingly it was dismissed. Mr. Price 
agrees that I am now under no obliga- 
tions to the institution, hut hoped that 
Iwouid keep quiet. 

In conclusion I wil relate how I 
found out how Nichil:on and Nortb 
misled their voie on Tom Kersey'a pe- 
tition.
